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A n inscription on the gravestone of Leonard Matlovich at the 
Congressional Cemetery in Washington, DC reads, “When I 
was in the military they gave me a medal for killing two men, 
and a discharge for loving one.” The “one” he referred to is his 
surviving partner, Cliff Anchor, who achieved the rank of 
Lieutenant Colonel in the California State Militia, assigned to the 69th 
Public Affairs detachment in Sacramento. 

Anchor’s political activism for gay rights and his strong belief in 
being out of the closet led to his picture in Time magazine on May 24, 
1993, in uniform, kissing another uniformed officer. An articulate 
man ih his early sixties, Anchor is very busy, undaunted by his HIV in¬ 
fection, still actively lobbying for civil rights for gays and lesbians. 

He continues to live in the Sonoma County home he and Mat¬ 
lovich shared, where the late soldier’s pictures and memorabilia are 
lovingly displayed. Perched at the top of a mountain above the sea of 
fog that blankets the redwood valleys and the Russian River below, the 
modest house, like Anchor himself, is sturdy, quiet, and comforting. 

With Veterans Day nearing, on November 11, the B.A.R. spoke 
with the retired lieutenant colonel about Matlovich, his views on the 
struggle gays and lesbians still face, and his determination to “never

S upervisor Susan Leal became the 
first member of the lesbian/gay 
community to win citywide election 
in San Francisco (other than to the 
Board of Supervisors) when she garnered 
nearly 58 percent of the vote Tuesday, No¬ 
vember 4, easily defeating two other candi¬ 
dates to become the new city treasurer. Leal, 
a Latina lesbian who was first appointed to 
the Board in 1993 and subsequently re-elect¬ 
ed, is an attorney and businesswoman. She 
currently chairs the Board of Supervisors' 
powerful Finance Committee. 

Leal will take office in January, and 
Mayor Willie Brown will then appoint a 
replacement to her seat on the Board of 
Supervisors, who will then have to seek 
election to the post next November. Most 
City Hall observers expect Brown to ap¬ 
point someone from the city’s lesbian/gay 
community to the seat. In the city’s only 
other public office election, City Attorney 
Louise Renne, running unopposed, won 
another four-year term. 

On Tuesday, San Francisco voters also 
passed Propositions A (water system 
bonds), B (water quality bonds), D (lease 


approvals), F (Mount Davidson cross), and 
G (campaign consultants). The proposi¬ 
tions that went down to defeat were C (po¬ 
lice/firefighter retirement benefits) and E 
(Youth Commission). The most contro¬ 
versial proposition on the ballot was H> the 
plan to rebuild the Central Freeway, which 
passed by a 53-47 percent margin. 

In national races. Republicans fared 
well, retaining the governorships in both 
Virginia and New Jersey, and holding onto 
the lone House seat up for grabs in New 
York City’s 13th (Staten Island) District. 
Popular NYC Mayor Rudolph Giuliani, a 
Republican, easily won re-election, despite 
the heavily Democratic 5-to-1 voter reg¬ 
istration edge in the nation’s largest city. 

Washington state’s Prop. 1-677, an ini¬ 
tiative that would have become the first in 
the nation to ban job discrimination 
against gays through a voter referendum, 
was defeated in a vote viewed as a setback 
to gay rights. Voters in Washington also 
rejected legalization of marijuana and 
gave the National Rifle Association a vic¬ 
tory by rejecting a plan that would have 
required trigger locks on handguns. Ore¬ 
gon voters rejected a measure that would 
have repealed the law there that permits 
assisted suicide. ▼ 


AIDS money soars 
past billion mark

F unding for HIV/AIDS finally lumbered 
out of the Congressional appropriations 
process this week, as part of the budget 
for the Department of Health and 
Human Services. HHS funding is traditional¬ 
ly one of the last measures to emerge. 

Ryan White CARE programs will break the 
billion dollar mark for the first time, soaring 44 
percent to $1.4 billion. Money is up in all cate¬ 
gories. The biggest increase is an additional 
$118.5 million for AIDS Drug Assistance Pro¬ 
grams (ADAP), a 71 percent increase. Research 
funding at NIH will rise by $105 million. 

“Considering the 1997 budget agreement 
limiting the pool of funds available for our 
programs, our achievements so far have been 
remarkable,” said the AIDS Action Council in 
a memo to its members. 

“There is real leadership in the fight against 
AIDS today, and it is clearly coming from Con¬ 
gress,” said Rich Tafel, executive director of Log 
Cabin Republicans. “While the president and 
the vice president continue to give speeches

munity groups, including Com¬ 
munity United Against Violence 
and Intergroup Clearinghouse, 
which are involved in historic 
anti-violence efforts, including 
public policy advocacy and ser¬ 
vices to victims of lesbian and gay 
and other hate crimes, were not 
invited to the event. 

While community activists 
and advocates acknowledge the 
importance of law enforcement 
efforts and say they are happy that 
White House Conference on Hate 
Violence attendees will have an 
opportunity to network and meet 
with other professionals, they ex¬ 
press concern that community- 
based efforts to address hate 
crimes issues may not get the em¬ 
phasis they deserve. 

“Hate violence happens in a 
national context but takes place on 
a local level and is solved on a local 
level,” said Community United 
Against Violence Executive Direc¬ 
tor Lester Olmstead-Rose. “To find 
real solutions to violence, you have 
to find local models that effective¬ 
ly prevent and effectively treat it. 
My fear around what might hap¬ 
pen in Washington is that the em¬ 
phasis will be on policy and legis¬ 
lation, rather than implementing 
models on a local level that help 
people on the street. 

“This kind of conference 
should start with people who do 
the work on a day-to-day basis.' 
Chuck Haines knows more than 
anybody how to prosecute on hate 
crimes, which is why it’s wonder¬ 
ful that he’s going, but my fear is 
that it may be a little top doWn,” 
he said. ▼

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MP he absence of key police 
personnel at the Wednesday, 
October 29 San Francisco 
Police Commission meeting has 
forced commissioners to post¬ 
pone discussion and action on the 
“Dissemination of Information 
Regarding Registered Sex Offend¬ 
ers” for two weeks. 

The commission will take the 
matter up again Wednesday, No¬ 
vember 12. 

Currently, according to infor¬ 
mation released November 4, the 
San Francisco Police Department 
alerts communities to the pres¬ 
ence of offenders with multiple 
arrests and convictions of violent 
crimes, including at least one con¬ 
viction of a violent sex crime. 
Commissioners were to discuss a 
new and broader proposal, based 
on the controversial “Megan’s 
Law” that catalogues California 
sex offenders’ names and address¬ 
es on CD-ROMs: whether to give 
San Francisco schoolchildren “sex 
offenders maps” to take home. 

Triangles printed on the maps 
would designate the general loca¬ 
tion of sex offenders, by indicating 
areas of approximately 20 homes. 
Each triangle contains a person 
whose name appears on the CD- 
ROM. Although the map infor¬ 
mation would not contain names 
of offenders or their specific ad¬ 
dresses, the intended purpose, ac¬ 
cording to one school official, is to 
provide to the parents enough in¬ 
formation to protect their children 
from higher risk zones. 

According to a Los Angeles 
ACLU spokesperson, the maps 
raise concerns on a number of is¬ 
sues of freedom and civil rights; 
some fear that peaceful individu¬ 
als may become targets of harass¬ 
ment through a process of elimi¬ 
nation, as has already happened in 
some neighborhoods. Other is¬ 
sues include the maps’ possible ef¬ 
fects on real estate values, and the 
unnecessary increase in fear and 
suspicion, especially for people 
whose homes are located within 
the triangles. 

The ACLU spokesperson also 
commented that 40 percent of the 
information on the CD-ROM for 
L.A. county was inaccurate. 

The police commission will 
welcome public comments about 
the proposal, limited to three 
minutes, at the meeting. It will 
begin at 5:30 p.m. in Room 551, 
Hall of Justice, 850 Bryant St. ▼

College employee. 

Costa, a permanent civil ser¬ 
vice employee who was a city em¬ 
ployee for 12 years, had received a 
promotion to the position of li¬ 
brary technical assistant with the 
community college in May 1996, 
according to the complaint. 

The same month, Costa in¬ 
formed his immediate supervisor 
Annie McMillan Young that he 
was HIV-positive, and on several 
occasions Young approved his re¬ 
quests for leave related to his ill¬ 
ness. 

In September 1996, Young 
gave Costa a formal performance 
appraisal stating that Costa was 
competent and effective in his job, 
after telling him on “numerous 
occasions” that his performance 
met all expectations, according to 
Kors. 

After that, Kors said, all em¬ 
ployees holding the same position 
in the department were scheduled 
for 15-minute meetings with 
Young and Jones, the head of the 
Library Sciences department, to 
discuss their work evaluations. 

According to the lawsuit, 
Young allegedly praised Costa’s 
work at the meeting, and Costa in 


the Dean,” Costa said in a formal 
rebuttal to the second evaluation. 
“My intention was to show my 
appreciation, but it came out 
more like mentioning a terrible 
crime.” 

Inhumane, appalling, 
immoral, illegal 

“Dean Jones flipped,” Kors told 
the Bay Area Reporter. “She acted 
surprised and asked what he was 
talking about.

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Gay man sues City 
College, alleging

M g a y man with HIV infec¬ 
tion lost his City College

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SF PWA fights 
owner move-in eviction 

Case illustrates SF rent ordinance abuse

it respected member of the 
San Francisco gay commu¬ 
nity engaged in an ongoing 
landlord-tenant dispute is facing 
eviction from the Dolores Street 
flat he has occupied since 1989, 
under what he alleges are hostile 
and fraudulent circumstances. 
The proceedings may have serious 
ramifications, not only for the 
man’s health and well-being, but 
also for the way San Francisco 
deals with the current tidal wave 
of “owner move-in evictions” that 
landlords use to get around lgws 
designed to protect renters. 

The conflict arises at a time 
when the Board of Supervisors is 
considering legislation designed 
to halt or limit landlords’ ability 
to evict elderly or disabled people 
— as well as those diagnosed with 
terminal illnesses — by means of 
the owner move-in loophole in 
the city’s rent laws. 

“We get some very heart- 
wrenching calls here from people 
with AIDS who are being evicted 
by owners using that loophole,” 
said Supervisor Tom Ammiano. 
He is calling for a moratorium on 
evicting seniors and those with 
any kind of life-threatening ill¬ 
ness, including AIDS. 

In the last year alone, accord¬ 
ing to the Rent Stabilization 
Board, landlords have used the 
loophole, which allows property 
owners to evict tenants from a 
unit if they themselves intend to 
move in and occupy it for at least 
a year, to leverage more than 
1,000 people out of their homes. 
Throughout the city, the number 
of owner move-in evictions more 
than tripled during the last five 
years as available rental units have 
become increasingly scarce (the 
vacancy rate has dipped to about 
one percent) and their market 
value has soared. Those most af¬ 
fected by the loophole, as demon¬ 
strated in a recent study by 
Americorps-VISTA, have been 
renters in the rapidly gentrifying 
Haight, Castro, Noe Valley, and 
Mission districts. 

‘Fuck off, fag!’ 

At the center of the current 
high-profile dispute is William 
Hershon, who has been living 
with the AIDS virus since 1982, 
and whose work on behalf of 
those struggling with HIV and 
AIDS has received official com¬ 
mendation by Mayor Willie 
Brown and^bveral members of 
the Board of Supervisors. 


After moving into the Victori¬ 
an house flat on Dolores Street 
that a friend had been renting 
(and continued to share until his 
AIDS-related death) since 1982, 
Hershon developed a close rela¬ 
tionship with the building’s then- 
owner, an elderly woman who 
lived in the downstairs flat. He 
says he took her to the market at 
least once a week, and helped her 
with spring cleaning, errands, and 
minor household maintenance 
and repairs. In addition, he en¬ 
tirely renovated his flat, plastering 
walls and ceilings, priming and 
painting the walls and woodwork, 
and laying new floors. As a result, 
Hershon says, his landlady’s grat¬ 
itude was so great that she treated 
him like a son, and promised that 
he could reside in the building as 
long as she or her heirs were alive. 

But when the woman died in 
January, her heirs soon sold the 
house to a group of partners who 
promptly served Hershon with an 
eviction notice. They advised him 


that they intended to move into 
his unit, making it their home. 
But as Hershon discovered in in¬ 
vestigating their claim, the part¬ 
ners — James Sloate, Sean C. 
Dwyer, and Kristina M. Deruntz 
— appeared to have undertaken 
similar owner move-in evictions 
at other properties they had pur¬ 
chased on Haight and Sutter 
Streets. When he contested the 
eviction, the partners temporarily 
withdrew their demand. 

At that point, alleges Hershon 
and his attorney, Richard Hurl- 
burt, the partners initiated “a 
campaign of torment and intimi¬ 
dation,” and deliberately failed to 
maintain and repair the rental 
property. According to a letter 
Hurlburt sent to the property 
owners’ attorney, the partners en¬ 
tered Hershon’s unit without no¬ 
tice or reason, and interfered with 
his personal property. They con¬ 
tinually blocked his driveway and 
parked in a garage exclusively

1 I oters didn’t exactly pour out of their 
homes to their polling places this 
week - trickled is more like it - but 
the results are in, and it’s official: Latina les¬ 
bian Susan Leal will take her place as San 
Francisco’s new treasurer. Although the in¬ 
creased visibility of a lesbian politician 
might not seem all that important to a few 
comfortably blase Bay Area residents, most 
will recognize that it is another huge step 
forward in our efforts to gain acceptance 
and credibility across America. 

Some of our readers may be too young 
to remember the days when homos and 
lezzies - for that’s all we were then - were 
considered unemployable for most jobs, but 
-our older readers have no problem recalling 
when that was the status quo. Those who 
were obviously queer could be hairdressers, 
or interior decorators, but those who want¬ 
ed other careers were forced to hide their 
sexuality or risk losing their present and fu¬ 
ture jobs. At that time it was hard to imag¬ 
ine it ever getting better; certainly, the aver¬ 
age homosexual wouldn’t have confidendy 
predicted that a day would come 
when an openly gay person would 
be put in charge of nearly three 
trillion dollars of. municipal 
money. Now that it’s a verifiable 
fact, we congratulate Leal and the 
voters who made it happen. 

It is also a nice touch that it hap¬ 
pened so close to the twentieth anniver¬ 
sary of Harvey Milk’s first elec¬ 
tion to the San Francisco 
Board of Supervisors. He may 
not have been the very first gay 
elected official, but he was certainly a pio¬ 
neer who cleared the way for more to fol¬ 
low. We look forward to the event com¬ 
memorating his first triumph this Saturday, 
November 8, at Harvey Milk Plaza, and 
hope to see all our friends and his at 2 p.m. 
when the festivities begin. 

We wonder how many other successful 
businesspeople out there have shown them¬ 
selves to be leaders like Leal and Milk, and 
could be the kind of role model they have 
been, but are still fearfully hiding their ho¬ 
mosexuality. Relatively few, perhaps, here in 
our mostly liberal area, but there are prob¬ 
ably millions in the rest of the country, and 
that’s a shame. As always, coming out is the 
best thing anyone can do to advance civil 
rights for gay people, and we would en¬ 
courage everyone to do so, taking whatever

comfort and strength they can from Leal’s 
victory. 

Unfortunately, as was shown by the de¬ 
feat of a Washington state ballot measure 
that would have protected the jobs of peo¬ 
ple who do come out, there are still real 
dangers to be faced. The sad fact is that 
in most areas, gay people are still ex¬ 
pected to keep their secret hidden. 
And so the vicious circle continues: 
without protections, most people 
won’t dare to come out; without peo¬ 
ple coming out, the rest of America 
won’t know that we are just like 
them, and therefore deserving 
of protections. 

Of course, the worst situa¬ 
tion is for those in the military. 
Those brave men and women live with a 
written policy of “Don’t Ask, Don’t Tell, 
Don’t Pursue” (which really means “Don’t 
you faggots dare tell!”), whereas for the rest 
of the country it is merely tacitly understood. 

As America gets ready to celebrate Veter¬ 
ans Day, we think it’s shameful and hypo¬ 
critical that lesbian and gay vets will be 
mostly ignored again. Or worse. Consider¬ 
ing that the Department of Defense dis¬ 
charged 850 people under the policy in 1996 
- more than two per day - it is entirely like¬ 
ly some who are currently serving may get 
notice on that holiday that they are being in¬ 
vestigated (so much for the “Don’t Ask” 
part), or discharged (so much for “Don’t 
Pursue”). 

Since that is the case, we suggest readers 
celebrate Veterans Day by contacting the Ser- 


vicemembers Legal Defense Fund and offer¬ 
ing to help them fight the current deplorable 
situation. They can be reached at (202) 328- 
3244, and they would love to hear from you. 

And speaking of intolerable bans, we 
were heartened to see the results of the lat¬ 
est Harris Poll that Americans overwhelm¬ 
ingly support needle exchange to cut down 
on HIV transmission, and are against the 
current federal ban on such programs. Now, 
if only Health and Human Services Secre¬ 
tary Donna Shalala would get the message 
and eliminate the prohibition, perhaps the 
nation could reduce new infections to the 
levels enjoyed by other developed countries 
(virtually all of them) that have made clean 
needles available to addicts. The solitary 
path that America has traveled has been dis¬ 
astrous; perhaps it was paved with good in¬ 
tentions, but it is littered with road kill. 

The same is obviously true of the “absti¬ 
nence-based sex education” - an oxymoron 
if ever one existed - that led to the current 
disaster in New York State, where one man 
may have infected more than a dozen teen 
sex partners. Statistics show those kinds of 
tragedies are least likely to happen when 
kids are truly educated, instead of blind¬ 
folded, at school. Trying to educate kids 
about sex by focusing solely on abstinence is 
analogous to teaching a cooking course by 
focusing solely on fasting. 

It is time for this country to face the 
facts: the ban on gay soldiers ruins lives; the 
bans on needle exchange and honest sex ed¬ 
ucation literally take lives.

More HIV+ gays on top, please!

If t occurs to me that most good and gen¬ 
erous people who give to AIDS organi¬ 
zations have no idea they are paying for 
dinners and trips and office furniture and 
decorations and various perks of one sort 
or another. Fewer and fewer dollars are 
going into the hands of persons living with 
HIV disease; instead, the money fuels the 
engine of bureaucracies, and a great deal of 
it goes into the salaries and other benefits 
for HIV-negative decision-makers. Many 
people are making a good living off this dis¬ 
ease, but very few are HIV-i- gay men. 

Why is this mess getting out of hand? It 
is multi-causal, but it is substantially be¬ 
cause the people making these decisions are 
not part of the affected community. The de¬ 
cision-making and policy-making for AIDS 
social services should be principally in the 
hands of the gay male community, and 
preferably in the hands of the gay male 
HIV+ community. Unfortunately, that is 
not the case at most AIDS agencies. 

These agencies talk about cultural com¬ 
petency, but do not follow it. While we need 
HIV-negative persons and women and oth¬ 
ers to give their help, it is becoming in¬ 
creasingly clear that only those who live 
with HIV disease can ultimately have a true 
and complete sensitivity regarding some of 
these decisions. AIDS service agencies seem 
to know where we are when they need us for 
their statistics to increase their funding, but 
when it comes to hiring HIV+ gay men, 


they seem to have a great deal of difficulty 
finding us! 

I know some will quote percentages of 
increases in other populations that seem to 
imply that the “face of AIDS” is changing. 
However, the facts are still clear: this is still 
a disease affecting principally gay men, but 
gay men are not making policy for the 
HIV community. The president has 
even appointed the third straight 
woman in a row to be his “AIDS 
czar.” It is time for the situation to 
change. 

What does it do to the overall 
self-image of the gay HIV+ male 
community to have the 
most important decisions 
facing the health of our 
community made by peo¬ 
ple not part of what we are going through? 
After all, it is not as though there is no pool 
of qualified HIV+ gay men who can step in 
here to take up the slack. They have not 
been asked or invited to do so. 

It is as though we were all a bunch of pa¬ 
thetic, helpless and unqualified victims, un¬ 
able to be making these decisions for our¬ 
selves, so therefore we need others, not of 
our community, to make the best decisions 
for us! This is proven more and more as 
time passes, by the decisions they are mak¬ 
ing. There priorities are confused. They are 
often making decisions that are best for the 
future of their jobs or their agencies or their 
friends or their power base or their bank ac¬ 
counts. 

At any given agency, I want to know how 


many self-identified HIV+ employees they 
have, or if they have an aggressive approach 
to the hiring of qualified HIV+ people. 
Does their employee workforce reflect their 
client base make-up? Are the executive di¬ 
rector or the board chair gay or self-identi¬ 
fied HIV+ persons? How many high level 
policy-making employees in the agency are 
HIV+ or are at least gay? Are the self-iden¬ 
tified HIV+ employees holding the highest 
paid positions in this agency or 
the lowest paid positions? 

In the end, it is a question of 
empowerment ethics, and pub¬ 
lic policy. It is timber all those 
involved to understand 
that we need to be em¬ 
powered, and others need 
to step aside now. We are 
capable of making these decisions, and we 
should be making them. 

This is especially true now that combi¬ 
nation therapy has allowed many talented 
and qualified HIV+ men to return to the 
workplace. Nothing empowers an HIV+ gay 
man as much as a good job! More impor¬ 
tantly, they can be much more effective in 
the formulation of public policy. 

This discussion will threaten those who 
are entrenched and benefiting from the sta¬ 
tus quo, but the current situation is the re¬ 
sult of the gay community not raising these 
questions in a crescendo of voices until 
now, and is wrong for the gay community 
to tolerate. I hope that raising the con¬ 
sciousness level here will stimulate people 
who can begin to make some changes. ▼

Thatcherism at SFAF 

“I could go on and on and on,” former British PM 
Margaret Thatcher once told a reporter inquiring 
about her retirement. Her own party and the British 
public thought otherwise and soon put the Iron Lady 
out to pasture. 

Evidently, Thatcher confused her tenure with that 
of her nominal boss, Elizabeth II. AIDS patients face 
a similar confusion and intransigence with the Iron 
Lady of the San Francisco AIDS Foundation, Execu¬ 
tive Director Pat Christen. 

Pat Christen has ruled SFAF from its beginnings, 
more than a decade ago. At other large service orga¬ 
nizations, like GMHC, APLA, and Whitman-Walker, 
executive directors come and go. Pat and her cronies 
become ever more entrenched. During the last year, 
particularly in the case of Michael Petrelis, she’s acted 
like she rules by divine right. Unlike the House of 
Windsor, Pat’s monarchy recognizes no constitution¬ 
al restraints. Royal Pat scorns the consent of those she 
“serves” and does not suffer oversight gladly. She and 
her cronies are out of touch with people with AIDS in 
San Francisco; she has lost their trust and support. 
Like Dick Nixon during Watergate, Pat Christen has 
forfeited the mandate she needs to do her job. 

Lacking a mandate and oversight from those it 
pretends to serve, Pat and other SFAF employees rep¬ 
resent only themselves. That doesn’t stop them from 
spending big amounts of community money to im¬ 
pose their own job protection agenda on national 
AIDS policy. Without any local consensus, SFAF ag¬ 
gressively lobbies Congress and the Clinton Admin¬ 
istration to prioritize AIDS service jobs and welfare 
over healthcare. Granted, a few gullible PWAs may 
embrace SFAF’s paternalism, yet they are not the ma¬ 
jority. SFAF, however, neither listens to nor 
cares what the majority wants. Such arro- 
I gance may be par for the course in a 
monarchy. But activist leaders like Pe¬ 
trelis, Jeff Getty, Hank Wilson, and Jeff 
Sheehy are making it abundantly clear 
that patients want democratic oversight 
and accountability, not royal paternal¬ 
ism. 

The new AIDS drug combinations 
have ushered in a new stage of the AIDS epidemic. 
Britain’s Iron Lady played a necessary role in the cold 
war, but changing times called for a change in leader¬ 
ship. The same holds for Pat Christen.

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Harvey would be anti-censorship 

The times they have a-changed indeed, and as far 
as censorship is concerned, in the wrong direction.

Teetering on the brink of adulthood 

Over on this side of the continent, the local debate 
is over display of the Confederate flag. North of us, 
the arguments are about 42nd Street in NYC - 
whether or not the “Disneyfication” of the street robs 
it of its soul. The arguments between the sides on 
these issues are similar to the debate over the Castro, 
and, in many ways (I think) are part of a much larg¬ 
er debate, however unstated, about the kind of nation 
we are creating. 

Ten years ago, I’d have been passionate on behalf of 
the principles of free expression, and viscerally, my gut 
is on that team. That means, if I’m honest, that I have 
to defend the display of the Confederate flag as vigor¬ 
ously as I defend the display of penises (which is pret¬ 
ty weird, if you think about it - frankly, I don’t care 
much for penises and I loathe the Confederate flag). 

It isn’t ten years ago, though - it’s now, and I’m the 
person I am rather than the person I was. My fasci¬ 
nation with the rights of individuals has waned as I’ve 
watched those rights paralyze and polarize an other¬ 
wise fairly decent nation - I’m sick to death of the 
whining of all those individuals, including me. As a 
nation, we are teetering on the brink of adulthood, 
and it’s about time - the bitching of adolescent na¬ 
tions is tedious, and destructive, in the extreme. 

I think the solutions can be found in civility, some¬ 
thing absent from American public, and private, life. 
The owners of the Castro shops are right, in principle 
- they are in the position, therefore, to be magnani¬ 
mous - the same is true of the Confederate flag guys. 
The magnanimous thing for the “victors” to do is to 
address the concerns of their opponents and make 
gracious concessions - everybody wins. 

Several people from both sides of the flag issue 
have suggested this: OK, you win. You have a right to 
display the flag. Now, you can decide not to display 
the flag as a demonstration of civility - an acknowl¬ 
edgment that, however righteous the display might 
be, it offends some people - some are deeply offend¬ 
ed. Compromise. Display your flag at home and in 
your car, but keep it off public buildings and state-is¬ 
sued license plates. Everybody wins. 

The public debate over these things is important 
and useful, but in the end, it will come down to the 
behavior of a few - they then become part of the larg¬ 
er cultural ripples that are generated by these kinds 
of debate. 

Those few people can set the tone for the whole by 
simply behaving as intelligent, thoughtful adults. In 
the case of Does Your Father Know, the owner, having 
won in principle, could, magnanimously, put the ban¬ 
ner up for the kids. Everybody wins, and the princi¬ 
pled side gets lots of decency points for putting peo¬ 
ple first. The teacher and students can write the store 
a public thank you note and everybody will feel as 
though they count in the big picture. 

Debate is fine, but eventually, action will speak 
louder than words. For a change, I’d like to see the ac¬ 
tion be civil.

Cock as commodity 

The current debate about the depiction of sexual 
behaviors and activities, including erect penises in 
public spaces, presents a number of challenges to the 
gay community, and the Castro in particular. 

First, I have no problems with nudity or any type 
of consensual sexuality. It pleases me to see children 
at the nude beaches I frequent, because it demon¬ 
strates that there is nothing shameful about our bod¬ 
ies. I admire the open-minded parents who choose to 
raise their children without shame or fear of their 
own or others’ bodies. But I think it is crucial we rec¬ 
ognize that sexuality is something different. It devel¬ 
ops as a child grows into adolescence. In my experi¬ 
ence working with abused children, 1 have seen the 
consequences of introducing children to sexual im¬ 
agery before it can be fully integrated. Children who 
sexually assault other children have often learned this 
behavior from exposure to adult materials. They do 
not understand what it is that they are doing. I don’t 
think that as a community we want to contribute to 
this loss of innocence by exposing our children to in¬ 
appropriate materials. 

In addition, another challenge that this issue rais¬ 
es is not new to our community. It is that of the im¬ 
portance of surface appearances. We’ve heard com¬ 
plaints for years about how the “big pecs and wash¬ 
board abs” stereotype alienates more members of our 
community and results in self-image and self-esteem 
problems for many. Now we have foot-long cocks to 
reinforce that we don’t measure up. 

Lastly, I’d like to address the commercial issue 
here. Haven’t we learned anything from our sisters’ 
struggle against objectification? Should we let our 
own businesses and organizations use our bodies to 
sell things? These are not safe sex posters we’re talk¬ 
ing about. These images are placed in windows for the 
purpose of making money. Personally, I do not want 
my cock to become another commodity.

Make no mistake (and snicker 
though you may - others certain¬ 
ly are), Jerry Brown, bar¬ 
ring a political catastro¬ 
phe, will be elected 
mayor of Oaktown next 
year. While it isn’t that 
likely he will get the 
necessary 50+ per¬ 
cent next June to 
avoid a No¬ 
vember 
runoff, this 
guy - warts, 
jokes, quirks, 
and all - is a celebrity, albeit a 
controversial one. What the City 
in the Shadows needs is someone 
like Brown, who has in the one 
short week since announcing his 
candidacy put this troubled East 
Bay burg back on the map. 

You can bet the farm on this: 
Oakland will take to Jerry Brown’s 
mayoral campaign like a duck to 
water. Assuming Brown can keep fo¬ 
cused at least until next June, the Bay 
Area should then have two Mayor 
Browns, no doubt trying each and 
every day to one-up the other. 

Oh sure, I - and just about 
everyone else - have poked fun at 
Jerry Brown in the past, and the 
“Moonbeam” factor will likely al¬ 
ways remain part of his baggage. 
However, don’t take the former 
guv too lightly; the guy is damned 
smart and just what Oakland re¬ 
quires for a long overdue 
makeover. Yes, “Jer” will probably 
be elected mayor, and after the dull 
and desperate years of Elihu Har¬ 
ris, he may just be what the doctor 
ordered to help cure Oakland’s ills. 

As for San Francisco’s own 
Mayor Brown - just what is hap¬ 
pening to hizzoner’s public rela¬ 
tions machine? The Examiner 
(the paper that Da Mayor would¬ 
n’t use to wipe his rear end with) 
took Willie Brown on big time 
Sunday in an editorial accusing 
His Williness of having a “trash 
mouth” that seems to delight in 
belittling anyone who disagrees 
with him.

Another longtime Brown ally 
complained recently 
that “Willie made an 
entire campaign out of 
dissing Frank Jor¬ 
dan’s homeless pro¬ 
gram. But have you 
seen the streets any 
worse than they are 
now? I mean, 
can’t we at 
least pretend 
there is anoth¬ 
er Mayor’s 
Conference coming so that we can 
hide the homeless on Market 
Street again?” 

Should the mayor’s spin doc¬ 
tors be worried about Brown’s in¬ 
famous “trash mouth?” Or is it in¬ 
deed “just the way Willie is, just 
his sense of humor?” 

I think Brown has been a pret¬ 
ty good mayor, even though I did¬ 
n’t vote for him. He’s smart (a hell 
of a lot smarter than most politicos 
I know), can twist arms with the 
very best of them, has total control 
over those supe “pantywaists” (did 
/say that?), and in his inimitable 
style, runs San Francisco with an 
iron Fist. Does the guy have an 
overinflated ego? To be sure. Does 
he indeed have a “trash mouth” 
unbecoming a mayor of this 
world-class city?

Demos now 
feel they have a real chance of un¬ 
seating Rep. Frank Riggs (R) in 
that Northern California district 
next year with popular state Sen¬ 
ator Mike Thompson. 

Incidentally, it was the conser¬ 
vative Riggs who stood on the 
House floor last week and defend¬ 
ed the disgusting tactics of Hum¬ 
boldt County Sheriff Dennis 
Lewis and Eureka Police Chief 
Arnie Millsap in allowing their 
rogue officers to dab pepper spray 


into the eyes of peaceful demon¬ 
strators. Those same demonstra¬ 
tors just happened to be sitting in 
Riggs’s office protesting the de¬ 
struction of ancient redwood 
trees when the incident, which 
was videotaped, occurred.

■i ollowing two weeks of on- 
again, off-again parental 
11 advisory warnings, ABC 
reintroduced the warning for the 
October 29 episode of Ellen, and 
added insult to injury by badly 
dubbing over one phrase in a 
botched attempt to de-sex the 
show. The episode, which had 
been comically promoted by Ellen 
DeGeneres herself as “Ellen Kisses 
A Girl and Makes the Network 
Very Nervous,” deals with Ellen’s 
first date. During a conversation 
at a loud disco, Ellen tries to ex¬ 
plain that she remembered it as a 
quiet bar. Her date can’t hear her 
over the music. Ellen says, “I want 
to take you like a wild animal,” 
thinking that her date can’t hear 
her. The line dubbed over from 
the episode was in response to 
this, when the pair reached a qui¬ 
eter bar. 

Her date originally said, “I 
thought you wanted to take me 
like a wild animal.” 

After the garbled dubbing, 
she said, “Besides, I’ve 
never dated a wild ani¬ 
mal.” 

When the parental 
advisory first appeared, 

Ellen DeGeneres, 

GLAAD and others 
condemned the warn¬ 
ing as a double stan¬ 
dard, maintaining that 
similar displays of same-sex affec¬ 
tion on other television shows 
and vastly more explicit ones be¬ 
tween heterosexual couples have 
not warranted a special advisory. 
Ellen is one of ABC’s top-rated 
shows in a season of new pro¬ 
gramming which is floundering 
for the network. According to 
NiSlsen, it has become one of the 
top 20 shows, and yet ABC is 
treating it as if the program is its 
dirty little secret. ABC’s approach 
to the show seems schizophrenic: 

On one hand, it is profiting off 
the controversy surrounding the 
show and the strong audience 
share Ellen garners, due to its con¬ 
sistently high quality, clever writ¬ 
ing, and innovative storylines. On 
the other, ABC is trying to play it 
safe by hampering its own 
groundbreaking program with 
double-standard advisories and 
last-minute script switcheroos. As 
GLAAD Executive Director Joan 
M. Garry noted earlier this week, 
the network is telling people that 
“dating and affection between 
members of the same sex is some¬ 
how akin to graphic sex, guns, and 
gore, and so requires extreme 
warning labels and special cir¬ 
cumstances. In the past, ABC has 
shown coverage and backbone for 
supporting Ellen. Now, it’s time to 
follow through on commitment 
to fairness and drop the double 
standard. Ellen is a show all of 


America, including ABC, can be 
proud of.” 

Tell ABC their efforts to create 
this history-making show are 
commendable, but enough is 
enough — dump the double stan¬ 
dard and embrace the show in all 
its diversity.

Trans-stupid turn at 
Union Square 

On the Halloween (October 
30) episode of Union Square , a 
new NBC show by Caroline 
in the City creator Fred Bar¬ 
ron and Marco Pen- 
nette revolving around 
people who frequent a 
New York coffee shop, 
what could have po¬ 
tentially been an en¬ 
lightening and hu¬ 
morous show on 
transgender issues de¬ 
volved into a series of 
jokes leaving the trans¬ 
gender character as the butt of the 
joke. In the episode, a man 
dressed as a disheveled woman 
enters the coffee shop. Union 
Square regular Gabriella Diaz 
(Constance Marie) begins to talk 
to the new customer and finds out 
that he is dressed that way as a 
dare by his friends for Halloween. 
As they talk more, they both begin 
to find out that they have many 
things in common and decide to 
see each other again the next day. 
When they do meet again, 
Gabriella, much to her chagrin, 
finds that her date is still dressed 
as a woman. She reminds him 
that it isn’t Halloween anymore 
and that she thought he was em¬ 
barrassed last night because his 
friends dared him to dress up. He 
says, “Yes, as a floozy! This is the 
way I normally dress.” Finally, 
when she asks why he is interested 
in her when he is gay, eavesdrop¬ 
ping waitress Carrie (Christine 
Burke) tells her, “He’s a cross¬ 
dresser. He’s not gay, he just likes 
to dress in women’s clothing.” 
Gabriella’s date thanks Carrie for 
clarifying and says, “See, it’s all 
perfectly normal.” Unfortunately, 
Carrie retorts, “Well, I didn’t say 
that.” 

From there the show turns 
from what could have been an ed¬ 
ucational show about transgender 
issues into cheap transphobic 
humor. Gabriella tries to over¬ 



come her fear of her dream date 
being a crossdresser, but every 
time her date turns around, she 
makes off-hand comments about 
him that provoke the audience to 
laughter. In the end, she tries to 
leave the restaurant with him, but 
after someone cat-calls to him, 
she runs back in the restaurant, 
screaming, “I can’t do it.” While 
the transgender character was a 
confident and proud person who 
is comfortable dressing in 
women’s clothes, he is, in the end, 
the butt of the joke, and Gabriel¬ 
la is the one with whom the view¬ 
ers are intended to empathize. 

Please let Fred Barron and 
Marco Pennette know they were 
on the right track with such a 
confident and comfortable trans¬ 
gender character, but in the fu¬ 
ture, should make that an oppor¬ 
tunity to use humor to educate 
that transgender people are peo¬ 
ple, not props for cheap laughs.

Lifetime paints Intimate 
Portrait of Love 

On October 22, Lifetime Tele¬ 
vision premiered a profile on 
openly lesbian breast cancer ad¬ 
vocate Dr. Susan Love as part of 
its Intimate Portraits series. It tells 
the story of how Dr. Love, “the 
most famous breast cancer sur¬ 
geon in America,” initially resist¬ 
ed being a breast surgeon, fearing 
she was being pigeonholed into 
women’s medicine. When she re¬ 
alized how little information 
women were receiving, however, 
“what started out as a career be¬ 
came a mission,” and she has be¬ 
come a tireless advocate for in¬ 
creased awareness, access to 
health care and political action re¬ 
lating to breast cancer and 
women’s health issues. In telling 
Dr. Love’s story, Lifetime fully in¬ 
corporates her family, from her 
father and brother discussing how 
they reacted when she first came 
out to them as lesbian and grew to 
embrace her sexual orientation, to 
her longtime partner and child. 

Without sensationalizing her 
sexual orientation, Lifetime truly 
provides an intimate portrait of 
Dr. Love by integrating her iden¬ 
tity as a lesbian into the many 
other facets of her life.

World War I. The two women felt 
confined by sexual mores and 
were eager to make a life together 
in another place. When Solano 
got an assignment in Greece in 
1921, Flanner jumped at the 
chance to dump her husband and 
follow her new love abroad. The 
couple traveled around Europe, 
finally settling in Paris in 1922. 
Flanner and Solano became ac¬ 
tive members of the thriving ex¬ 
patriate lesbian community - 
frequenting Natalie Barney’s 
famous literary salon and 
serving as the inspiration 
for the journalist couple 
“Nip” and “Tuck” in Djuna 
Barnes’s 1928 satire, Ladies 
Almanack. In a 1973 inter¬ 
view with Mike Wal¬ 
lace on 60 Minutes, 

Flanner described 
Paris in the twenties 
as “lots of fun,” but it 
was also a place where women 
like her could shed sexual and so¬ 
cial restrictions and follow their 
desires and ambitions more 
freely. 

Flanner lived with Solano for 
close to 20 years in an open rela¬ 
tionship, which at times seemed

er took her place. 

It’s not just for her lesbian love 
affairs, though, but for her re¬ 
markable writing career that Flan¬ 
ner deserves attention. At a time 
when middle-class women’s jobs 
were confined mostly to home¬ 
making, nursing, or teaching, 
Flanner forged a successful and 
noteworthy career as a foreign 
correspondent. Her literary con¬ 
nections in Paris got her a number 
of plum writing assignments, 
and in 1925, the editor of the 
newly-founded New Yorker 
magazine approached her 
about doing a biweekly col¬ 
umn on French culture 
and politics. Her “Letter 
from Paris,” written under 
the androgynous 
pseudonym “Genet” 
(a twist on the 
French pronuncia¬ 
tion of “Janet”), ran in 
the magazine for 50 years and 
earned Flanner worldwide fame. 
In the column, she tackled every¬ 
thing from tame subjects, like art 
exhibitions and the theater season, 
to explosively political ones, like 
the rise of French fascism. Her 
left-of-center work won many 
prestigious honors, including the 
Legion d'Honneur and the Nation¬ 
al Book Award. Paris Was Yester¬ 
day, a book-length collection of 
her columns, was an international 
best-seller. When Flanner died on 
November 7, 1978, her fans 
around the world mourned her

This week in gay history: Janet 
Flanner dies in New York City at 
the age of 86, November 7, 1978. 

p n the 1920s, a thriving lesbian 
artistic community in Paris al¬ 
ii lowed women such as 
Gertrude Stein, Alice B. Toklas, 
and Natalie Barney to live out 
their creative and personal lives 
with unusual freedom. But some 
of the women who participated in 
that scene aren’t always recog¬ 
nized as lesbians the way Stein 
and Barney are — even though 
their love lives were just as 
woman-centered as the more fa¬ 
mous expatriates. A good exam¬ 
ple is Janet Flanner, who was one 
of the most esteemed journalists 
of her time and a woman who 
took what she called a “lesbic ap¬ 
proach” to life. 

Born in Indianapolis in 1892, 
Janet Flanner wanted to be a 
writer from the age of five. After 
some setbacks, she launched her 
writing career in 1917, contribut¬ 
ing an arts column to the Indi¬ 
anapolis Star for $25 a week. 


But like many lesbians-in- 
waiting, she found her hometown 
stifling, and she took one of the 
few roads out that were available 
to women at that time - she got 
married. In 1918, Flanner tied the 
knot with a friend from college 
who had settled in New York City. 
The marriage didn’t last long, but 
it did change her life. Living in 
bohemian Greenwich Village with 
her new husband, Flanner imme¬ 
diately became part of the vibrant 
feminist community there and 
found herself attracted to the bril¬ 
liant “New Women” around her. 
One of these women, a drama 
critic named Solita Solano, be¬ 
came Flanner’s first great love. 

Even the big city of New York, 
though, was not very tolerant of 
lesbians in the years following 


to involve some pretty complicat¬ 
ed scheduling. Flanner’s biogra¬ 
pher quotes a letter written by one 
of Flanner’s friends in 1932: 
“Janet is now in love with Noel 
Murphy, but she still keeps house 
with Solita Solano. Solano has a 
house in the country where she is 
in love with another girl and 
where Janet visits. Noel has an¬ 
other friend, some French 
woman, where she visits until 
Janet returns from Solita’s” — les¬ 
bian soap opera, 1930s-style. Al¬ 
though she and Solano ultimately 
separated, Flanner retained a life¬ 
long tie to her first love. But there 
were also a lot of subsequent 
loves; always “some woman who 
excited and charmed me,” she 
wrote at the end of her life, “and 
when her influence waned, anoth- 


passing. 

Why isn’t she better known as 
one of “our people”? Though 
open about her lesbianism with 
friends and colleagues, Flanner 
didn’t discuss - and wasn’t asked 
about - her personal life on the 
record. Not unlike many of 
today’s semi-closeted dykons, 
Flanner seemed to think that 
everyone knew she was a lesbian 
without her having to announce 
it. As she wrote in a letter to a 
1940s lover of hers,“Darlinghissi- 
ma, how we burned and so pub¬ 
licly.” More publicly than most 
1940s lesbians, sure, but hardly 
“out” by our standards. T

T hey are women of courage 
and women of action; they 
are also lesbians of color. On 
Wednesday, October 29, nearly 
300 people, most of them women, 
along with some men, turned out 
to help recognize the three com¬ 
munity leaders and the one place 
that means so much to them — 
the Women’s Building, birthplace 
to countless women’s community 
projects since 1979. The honorees 
were Dr. Sandra Hernandez, the 
city’s former health director, and 
currently director of the San 
Francisco Foundation; Martha 
Jimenez, regional counsel for the 
Mexican American Legal Defense 
and Educational Fund 
(MALDEF); and nationally 
known poet Jewelle Gomez. 


supporters, along with Women’s 
Building staff, board members, 
and volunteers, were assured by 
Mayor Willie Brown that the con¬ 
struction project will go forward. 
“It is a place that exudes democ¬ 
racy,” said Brown. “I am delighted 
that the seismic upgrading will be 
completed on my watch as mayor. 
The building has become a sym¬ 
bol, the building contains lots and 
lots of talent.” 

Hernandez, in remarks after 
she accepted her award from As¬ 
semblywoman Carole Migden, 
pointed out one glaring truth. 
“What is really outrageous to me 
is that study after study in the 
Mission has shown every 150 
yards there is a bar; and alcohol 
seems to be at a the core of a lot 
of different things, domestic vi¬ 
olence, substance abuse,” she 
said.

The Women’s Building is cur¬ 
rently in the midst of a legal fight 
with the Dovre Club, the popular 
Irish bar located inside the build¬ 
ing that’s been without a lease 
since 1989. Because the Women’s 
Building has been designated a 
Level I seismic risk, it must be 
retrofitted to bring it up to code or 
it will be closed. For completion of 
the seismic work, the Dovre Club 
must leave but has refused to do so, 
forcing an eviction trial. After nu¬ 
merous delays in getting to court, 
when the case finally got before a 
judge, a mistrial was declared. 

Against this backdrop, the 
Women’s Building is moving 
ahead with its “Reinforce the 
Dream” campaign to renovate the 
site. Esperanza Macias, executive 
director, said that to date, $4.1 
million has been raised. When the 
two-year construction project is 
completed, there will be a licensed 
child care center, classrooms for 
afterschool programs, and other 
amenities — but no Dovre Club. 

Macias said the Women’s 
Building defies any attempt to 
label it, services are provided an¬ 
nually to over 50,000 women, 
children, and men of all ages, 
races, and cultures. “Straight 
women and lesbians share space, 
immigrant women and women 
with AIDS share space, men and 
women, gay and straight. It defies 
all odds,” said Macias. 

‘A bar every 150 yards’ 

At the dinner, the hundreds of 


Former Supervisor Roberta 
Achtenberg, now senior vice pres¬ 
ident for public policy at the San 
Francisco Chamber of Com¬ 
merce, introduced Jimenez, saying 
she’s a recognized advocate for the 
legal rights of the under-repre¬ 
sented. 

“The last few years have been 
particularly difficult for women, 
all women, women of color, im¬ 
migrant women, lesbians. If ever 
[there’s] a time for women of 
courage and action, it is now, I’m 
afraid,” Jimenez said. 

‘Turning oceans’ 

It was fitting that writer 
Dorothy Allison, author of the 
critically acclaimed Bastard Out 
Of Carolina, introduced the poet. 
Allison paid remarkable tribute to 
Gomez, whom she has known for 
17 years, and recalled their initial 
meeting in New York at a lesbian 
journal. 

“The women who ran it were 
scary. Jewelle looked at me with 
her ‘slow look.’ If you are very 
lucky, she will continue to look at 
you,” Allison recalled, adding with 
humor. “She is not an early riser. 
The hard work in our communi¬ 
ty is late nights and tedious meet¬ 
ings, and showing up well-dressed 
for people who don’t deserve your 
good clothes... I think she can 
turn oceans and can stop 
tides...[with] hope, possibility, 
and absolute love.” 

Gomez won a 1997 National 
Endowment for the Arts fellow- 


ship in poetry. 

“We are not easy,” said Gomez. 

“I’m a storyteller, that’s what I 
do.” 

She is the author of the novel 

The Gilda Stories, which received 
two Lambda Literary Awards for 
fiction and science fiction, and 
also wrote collections of poetry, 
including The Lipstick Papers, 
Flamingoes and Bears, and Oral 
Tradition. ▼

Puckett charged with 
murder of gay man

17-year-old Atascadero, 
llll California youth was for- 
1 mally charged on Monday, 
October 27 with the murder of a 
gay San Francisco man during an 
altercation in Orinda last August. 

Joshua Puckett was charged 
with the murder of Vitaly “Steve” 
Poliakov, a 29-year-old Russian 
emigre, several hours after the 
pair left the popular San Francis¬ 
co dance club Club Universe, on 
August 31. 

Puckett will be brought to 
Contra Costa County to face trial 
after he is sentenced to a five-year 
state prison sentence in connec¬ 
tion with an unrelated robbery, 
according to Contra Costa Coun¬ 
ty Assistant District Attorney 
Barry Grove. 

Puckett was tried as an adult 
on the robbery charge, and must 
stand trial as an adult on the 
murder charge. The robbery con¬ 
viction netted the youth a strike 
under California’s three strikes 
law. He faces 25 years to life in 
state prison if convicted of Poli¬ 
akov’s murder. 

Puckett has confessed to 
killing Poliakov, but claims he 
acted in self-defense when he 
woke up after a night of drinking 
and drugging to find Poliakov 
unbuttoning his pants. 

Authorities do not believe the 
sexual assault claim, Grove told 
the Bay Area Reporter. 

“He is being charged with 
murder because he unlawfully 


killed Vitaly Poliakov without 
excuse or justification,” Grove 
said. 

He said that the physical evi¬ 
dence in the case “is inconsistent” 
with Puckett’s sexual assault 
claim. 

“This is somebody who’s very 
manipulative and using the vic¬ 
tim’s homosexuality as an excuse 
for murder,” Grove said. 

Mardy Kisner, 23, was ar¬ 
raigned on charges of being an 
accessory to murder after the fact, 
and two counts of grand theft in 
connection with Poliakov’s mur¬ 
der. 

Investigators say Kisner is the 
accomplice who helped Puckett 
put Poliakov’s body into the back 
seat of the victim’s 1997 Mer¬ 
cedes, drove 240 miles to Atas¬ 
cadero, and dumped the body 
into Paloma Creek behind Atas¬ 
cadero State Hospital. Poliakov’s 
body went undiscovered for near¬ 
ly two weeks until a work crew 
found it on September 12. He had 
been reported missing by his ex- 
wife on September 4. 

Kisner is also charged with 
using credit cards from the home 
of Azra Koshcefat, where Puckett 
allegedly bludgeoned Poliakov to 
death with a cider bottle. 

Kisner faces an estimated four 
years in state prison in connec¬ 
tion with the crimes, according to 
Grove. 

Posed on a motorcycle 

Described as a slender, quiet 
and non-aggressive individual 
who used cocaine and crystal 


methedrine recreationally, the 
murder victim frequented The 
Cafe and other popular gay 
venues such as Club Universe. 

Poliakov operated an import- 
export business dealing in com¬ 
puter equipment, antiques, and 
other goods. In recent weeks be¬ 
fore his death, the victim had 
begun living on his 28-foot boat 
in Oyster Bay, and had told 
friends that he and Puckett were 
boyfriends, even showing friends 
a black-and-white photo of the 
youth posed on a motorcycle. Ac¬ 
cording to an interview Puckett 
gave KGO-TV producer Ed 
Walsh, the youth states he is het¬ 
erosexual and denies any consen¬ 
sual sexual involvement with the 
murder victim. 

Shortly before Poliakov met 
Puckett, a Latvian man whom he 
had earlier been romantically in¬ 
volved with had left the country 
and planned to return and rejoin 
Poliakov, but was not allowed re¬ 
entry by U.S. Customs officials. 

According to news reports, 
Puckett moved to the Bay Area 
after he finished a jail sentence for 
robbery in San Luis Obispo 
County. 

Puckett had worked briefly at 
several Castro area restaurants, 
including Pozole’s and Paolo’s 
Juice Bar, frequented the Cafe 
Flore, and had attempted to start 
a modeling career after his arrival 
in the Bay Area. He appears on 
the cover of the December issue 
of XY magazine, a glossy youth- 
oriented national gay publica¬ 
tion. T

% he tenth annual Creating 
Change Conference, spon¬ 
sored by the National Gay 
and Lesbian Task Force 
(NGLTF), will be held next week, 
November 12-16, in San Diego. 
Creating Change is a conference 
for lesbian, gay, bisexual, and 
transgendered activists and or¬ 
ganizers. 

The conference will consist of 
day-long institutes, plenary talks, 
a wide array of workshops, an 
NGLTF membership meeting, 
and a brunch. The People of 
Color Institute and a session en¬ 
titled “Race is the Issue” will take 
place on Wednesday, November 
12. “Crossing Divides and Bor¬ 
ders” (international organizing), 
the Youth Organizing Institute, a 
session on community centers, 
the Media Skills Institute, and 
“Leaders Are Made, Not Born” 
will take place Thursday, No¬ 
vember 13. 

Open workshop sessions will 
take place Friday, Saturday, and 
Sunday. Over 80 workshops and 
small group sessions will cover 
topics such as organizing against 
sodomy laws and in favor of 


same-sex marriage, anti-violence, 
HIV/AIDS and health, rural orga¬ 
nizing, gender identity issues, 
fundraising, public speaking, and 
youth, campus and workplace or¬ 
ganizing. Some of the workshops 
will feature roundtable discus¬ 
sions with an array of LGBT 
movement leaders. 

Keynote addresses will be 
given by Sheila James Kuehl, 
Speaker Pro Tern of the Califor¬ 
nia Assembly, on Thursday 
evening; Martin Ornelas-Quin- 
tero> Executive Director of the 
National Latino/a Lesbian and 
Gay Organization, on Friday; 
and Roland Sintos Coloma, a 
former NGLTF Youth Institute 
graduate and a Filipino bisexual 
public school teacher, on Satur¬ 
day. Lesbian author Dorothy Al¬ 
lison will deliver the Vito Russo 
Lecture on Art and Politics at the 
closing brunch on Sunday. Spe¬ 
cial guest State Assemblywoman 
Carole Migden will also be pre¬ 
sent. 

According to NGLTF Execu¬ 
tive Director Kerry Lobel, “Cre¬ 
ating Change has been the polit¬ 
ical hothouse of our movement 
for the past ten years. It has been 
the incubator of countless pro¬ 
jects, campaigns, strategies and 


initiatives that will help to bring 
our movement into the 21st cen¬ 
tury.” 

Creating Change has expand¬ 
ed its focus over the past years, 
and now includes programs for 
bisexuals and transgendered 
people as well as for gay men and 
lesbians. For the second year, the 
conference will feature a track of 
workshops for the leather/SM 
community. A Sex Panic Summit 
will be held concurrently with 
Creating Change on November 
13. In addition, a town hall 
meeting and several workshops 
will address this issue. Presenters 
will include Eric Rofes, Allan 
Berube, Dan Savage, Amber Hol- 
libaugh, and Race Bannon. ▼

Quest to save 
Victorian gets ugly 

'Big event' planned for this Monday

j|| San Francisco man’s obses¬ 
sion with saving the Victo- 
Utm rian building at the site of 
the planned Lesbian, Gay, Bisexu¬ 
al, Transgender Community Cen¬ 
ter has taken on nasty, personal 
tones; last week a man who knows 
Community Center Project board 
members found a message from 
Jim Siegel spewing anger and rage 
from his answering machine. 
Siegel’s tirade attacked two local 
gay philanthropists and gloated 
about stopping a significant cor¬ 
porate donation to the center. 

All may not be as Siegel would 
have people believe, however; on 
Tuesday, November 4, Scott 
Shafer of the CCP board told the 
B.A.R. that the corporate contri¬ 
bution will be made. 

“The company still plans to 
make a significant contribution, 
and it will be announced at the 
November 14 dinner,” Shafer said, 
adding the amount was “not 
$500,000,” as Siegel claims on the 
tape. Shafer declined to reveal the 
dollar amount. 

The CCP board’s unanimous 
decision in September to con¬ 
struct a completely new center 
does not sit well with Siegel, who 
belongs to “Friends of 1800 Mar¬ 
ket,” a group that wants the dilap¬ 
idated Victorian renovated, or. 
with many others from six local 
neighborhood groups. Siegel told 
the B.A.R. that he was speaking for 
himself when he called his friend, 
and he knows his “in-your-face” 
tactics are not shared by everyone 
involved in saving the Victorian. 

“I’m at war with the gay com¬ 
munity center board ... I’m at 
war with the gay community,” 
Siegel says to his friend on the 
tape, a copy of which was ob¬ 
tained by the B.A.R. “Your friend 
Mark Leno is a piece of shit as far 
as I’m concerned ... there’s going 
to be pickets in front of Jim 
Hormel’s house if he donates one 
fucking cent. We are disrupting 
their campaign.” 

The always-diplomatic Leno is 
taking the name-calling in stride; 
he appealed to gay, lesbian, bisex¬ 
ual, and transgender residents to 
continue working together toward 
the common goal of a communi¬ 


ty center at 1800 Market Street, at 
its intersection with Octavia. 

“I think it behooves the entire 
community if we continue con¬ 
versations in a respectful and ra¬ 
tional manner, and some of the 
comments made to date do not 
reflect that,” said Leno, co-chair of 
the center’s capital campaign. 

Major surprise 

Siegel, a self-described mil¬ 
lionaire and Haight Street busi¬ 
ness owner, said supporters went 
to the city’s Landmarks Preserva¬ 
tion Advisory Commission 
Wednesday, November 5 in an at¬ 
tempt to get landmark status for 
the Victorian. He also said a 
“major surprise event” is planned 
to take place at the site this Mon¬ 
day, November 10. He declined to 
be more specific, but said three 
people are spending $1,000 for 
the action. “We’re going to get the 
city’s attention,” he said. 

Shafer spoke out against Siegel, 
saying he and others previously 
expressed no interest whatsoever 
in the community center project. 
“He’s like a deadbeat father,” 
Shafer told the B.A.R., “who is 
coming back after 20 years and 
saying,‘I’m back.’” 

Siegel said he did not become 
involved earlier in the process be¬ 
cause initially, the CCP board 
stated that architectural plans 
called for the Fallon Building, as 
the Victorian is known, to be re¬ 
habilitated. “This is about quality 


of life in San Francisco. This is not 
a gay issue. I’m a San Franciscan 
first, and a gay man second. I 
don’t like what’s happening here 
with chain stores and high-rises.” 

Architects Jane Cee and Peter 
Pfau joined with engineers and 
conducted a three-month feasibil¬ 
ity study of the Victorian earlier 
this year. Their findings indicated 
that renovating the Victorian 
would increase the cost of the 
project by $1.7 to $2.6 million. 
Keeping the structure also dra¬ 
matically decreased the amount of 
usable space by 25 percent. There 
would be no 400-seat auditorium, 
for example. 

To complicate matters, the cost 
of building the 41,000-square- 
foot center increased by 30 per¬ 
cent over the original estimate, 
and now stands at $9.5 million. 
That means the capital campaign 
committee increased its fundrais¬ 
ing goal; it must now raise $3.5 
million, instead of $2.5 million. 

At the September 17 meeting 
to discuss the Victorian, about 40 
people attended and the com¬ 
ments were basically split for and 
against saving the 103-year-old, 
three-story Victorian. The build¬ 
ing has sat vacant for many years; 
drug dealers, users, and homeless 
people have squatted in the build¬ 
ing over the years. Architect Jane 
Cee said the building’s interior 
has been “thrashed,” fireplaces 
have been destroyed, and other 
interior damage is significant. ▼

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‘Grand plan’ seeks 50 
lesbians to donate 
$1,000 each to center 

Challenge grant will match up to $50l<

( just want 50 women,” said San 
Francisco lesbian Jody Cole as 
the people in the crowded 
room erupted into laughter. Her 
girlfriend, standing in the back of 
the room, was good-natured 
about the comment. 

Cole made the comment at her 
Noe Valley home Sunday, October 
26, when she and lesbian fire¬ 
fighters Karen Kerr and Jeanine 
Nicholson hosted a get-together 
to promote the Lesbian, Gay, Bi¬ 
sexual, Transgender Community 
Center to gay and lesbian fire¬ 
fighters. Cole made the humorous 
comment to promote her own 
challenge to the lesbian commu¬ 
nity: if 50 women sign on as 
founders and each donate $1,000 
before the end of November, Cole 
will match that with $50,000 of 
her own money. 

Since she first announced her 
$50,000 challenge grant October 
20 at the Asian Art Museum re¬ 
ception benefiting the Communi¬ 
ty Center Project (CCP), at least 
33 women have pledged their 
support. At her home Sunday, two 
more women signed on, meaning 
she already has half of the women 
needed to meet her challenge. 

Cole, co-chair of the CCP’s 
$3.5 million capital campaign, 
stressed that the $1,000 founder 
pledges do not need to be paid at 
once. The CCP founders, men 
and women, can arrange to pay 
$28 per month, which is charged 
to a person’s credit card, over 
three years. 

“I really want women in this 
community, women of all colors, 
to know this is their community 
center as well,” Cole said, adding 
the $50,000 will be “a bit of a 
stretch” for her. Nonetheless, the 
35-year-old Cole, who describes 
herself as a “donor activist,” has 
decided to make the leap, using 
funds she inherited following the 
death of her mother. “I’ve never 
made a gift of this sort before, but 
I want people to take this serious¬ 
ly. For me, I have relied on men 
giving money. We women have 
plenty of money.” 

She said she recently attended 
a gathering in Aspen, Colorado 
where the subject was gay and les¬ 
bian philanthropy. It was there 
that the idea of a challenge grant 
took hold. “I want other women 
to realize that by stretching a bit, 
they, too, can make a significant 
contribution to this extremely im¬ 
portant project,” said Cole. “There 
is a tremendous need in our com¬ 
munity to have a place where we 
are not divided by gender, race, 
HIV status, economic means, or 
any of the other characteristics 
that separate us.” 

The LGBT Community Center 
project is planned for the site at 
1800 Market Street, at its intersec¬ 
tion with Octavia. A variety of 
programs and activities are 
planned for the community cen¬ 
ter, and it is hoped the building 
will serve as a “first stop” for gays, 
lesbians, bisexuals, and transgen¬ 
der people when they visit or 
move to the city.

San Francisco fundraiser Alix 
Sabin said that Cole’s challenge 
has set a new standard for lesbian 
philanthropy. “The largest finan¬ 
cial gifts typically come from the 
men in our society, whether they 
are gay or straight. I’m certain 
that Jody’s gift is among the 
largest ever given by an open les¬ 
bian to a gay or lesbian organiza¬ 
tion. It is extremely significant.” 

Firefighter support 

Kerr, a firefighter for over two 
years, said she and Nicholson de¬ 
cided to help promote the com¬ 
munity center because they feel it 
will be important for the queer 
community. They are hoping at 
least 10 gay and lesbian firefight¬ 
ers will sign on as founders so that 
the group can have a table at the 
upcoming Founders’ Dinner Fri¬ 
day, November 14, at the Hyatt 
Regency. There was some talk of 
starting a friendly wager between 
the fire and police departments to 
see which group could fill a table 
at the dinner. 

“We think it’s a great idea to 
have a community center,” Kerr 
told the B.A.R. “We do support it 
and want to show our presence. 
The department in general has 
emphasized more community in¬ 
volvement.” 

Nicholson, a four-year veteran 
of the fire department, said she 
and Kerr were among those who 
rode fire trucks in this year’s gay 
pride parade. The trucks, with 
lights flashing and sirens blaring, 
always draw a huge response from 
parade onlookers. 


“Queers love uniforms,” said 
Nicholson. 

There is no formal gay em¬ 
ployee organization within the 
San Francisco Fire Department. 
The gay and lesbian firefighters 
are a very informal group, and 
getting about 15 of them to show 
up Sunday was rather remarkable. 

Cole moved to San Francisco 
in 1984, and quickly became in¬ 
volved in nonprofit organizations. 
Currently, she serves on the board 
of directors of Community Unit¬ 
ed Against Violence (CUAV), and 
Resourceful Women, a national 
organization that provides finan¬ 
cial and philanthropic education 
and emotional support for 
women of wealth. She has also 
helped the National Center for 
Lesbian Rights, A Fund of Our 
Own’s LAVA Awards, and Assem¬ 
blywoman Carole Migden’s suc¬ 
cessful campaigns for supervisor 
and the state Assembly. 

An animal lover who has three 
cats and a puppy, Cole has served 
for the last eight years as a volun¬ 
teer assistant supervisor for ani¬ 
mal care at the Marine Mammal 
Center. 

Cole was born and raised in 
Birmingham, Alabama, and grad¬ 
uated from college in Spartan¬ 
burg, South Carolina. V

SF HIV workers write, 
co-star in film about 
immigration and AIDS 

'Del Otro Lado' to begin filming in Mexico

''' ou are gay. You have HIV. 

You live in Mexico City. 

m What do you do? 

If you are like Alejandro, the 
main character in the planned 
movie Del Otro Lado (“The Other 
Side”), a gay love story set in Mex¬ 
ico City, you leave. 

According to experts including 
Gustavo Craviotto and Mario 
Callitzin, two San Francisco HIV 
educators who wrote the original 
screenplay and will co-star, Ale¬ 
jandro is typical of many unfor¬ 
tunate people not on the govern¬ 
ment health insurance plan and 
unable to afford the latest anti- 
HIV medicines, which are not 
readily available in Mexico any¬ 
way. 

When Alejandro decides to 
leave his home for medical help in 
the United States, the story shifts 
from the dread of seeing him suf¬ 
fer physical collapse to an equally 
devastating disintegration of the 
social structures that support 
him: his family, his lover, et cetera. 
This is “The Other Side” of the 
impact of HIV in developing na¬ 
tions. “The Other Side” is also 
about the physical border Alejan¬ 
dro must attempt to cross. 

Does anybody want to see a 
movie about an HIV-infected gay 
Mexican man’s struggle to immi¬ 
grate into the United States? 

Absolutely, according to cre¬ 
ative collaborators Craviotto and 
Callitzin, who work as HIV edu¬ 
cators at the Mission District clin¬ 
ic Instituto Familiar de la Raza. 
They say they want to “emphasize 
the urgency around the need for 
individuals in underprivileged 
populations to educate them¬ 
selves about HIV and seek treat¬ 
ments and services before pre¬ 
cious time is lost and their health 
is irreparably compromised.” 

In what some might cheer as 
an appropriately brash gesture, 
these two young 

writers/actors/educators (both 
barely over 30) have created a 
nonprofit film production com¬ 
pany, “dos espiritus, S.C.,” to make 
their film become a reality. 

The microsize budget of 
$50,000 will only allow the fledg¬ 
ling filmmakers to shoot 16mm, 
in Spanish with English subtitles. 
So far, all is going well. The film¬ 
makers have lined up a cast and 
creative team including award¬ 
winning actor Eduardo Lopez 
Rojas (My Family), Mara Ibarra, 
and Concha “Mayahuel” Saucedo 
(the executive director of Institu¬ 
to Familiar de la Raza), director 
Crystal Griffith, and cinematogra¬ 
pher Juan Cristobal Cobo Sanz. 
Financial support for the movie 
has come from as far away as the 
Ministry of Public Health and 
Ministry of Foreign Affairs in 
Mexico, Centro Cultural Mexi- 
cano, and a number of AIDS and 
human rights agencies in San 
Francisco. 

Part of the 
American Dream 

In an exclusive interview with 
the B.A.R., Callitzin articulated 


his reasons for his confidence in 
the project, and a sense of urgency 
about getting its message out 
there. “The characters’ greatest 
fears become reality, but in be¬ 
coming reality, they get what they 
want,” he said. “We want to spark 
a dialogue around the issue of 
HIV and immigration.” He also 
hopes the film will make money 
for more HIV education. The 
profits from the film will be put to 
work in dos espiritus to “educate 
people about health and cultural 
issues relevant to the Mexican 
population in both countries,” ac¬ 
cording to their nonprofit state¬ 
ment. 

The two men plan to fully dra¬ 
matize how HIV infection can de¬ 
stroy the relationship between 
partners. “The character I play, 
Beto, has a lot of abandonment is¬ 
sues,” Callitzin said. “My charac¬ 
ter’s lover, Alejandro, is HIV-pos¬ 
itive, but has a lot of support from 
his family, even for being gay. But 
Beto doesn’t have his family 
around, so he has other issues that 
make him afraid to lose his part¬ 
ner. The movie is about these 
deeper things. 

“As a matter of fact, there is a 
little conversation where Alejan¬ 
dro is saying to him, ‘You know, 
maybe this is my chance to get 
out, to be in a different world 
where nobody judges me, and I 
don’t have to worry about family, 
and I don’t have to worry about 
relationships, and maybe my 
dreams could come true.’ So in 
many ways he is voicing the con¬ 
cerns of people in a country like 
Mexico, where, because there 
aren’t as many opportunities to 
have access to treatment, because 
of the economic situation, they 
feel that they want to get out. And 


maybe if they come to the United 
States, it’s going to be a better life. 

“In a way, it is part of the 
American Dream, the fantasy that 
you’re going to come here and all 
your dreams will be fulfilled.” 

So what should those people 
be thinking or doing? According 
to Callitzin, “It’s a really tough sit¬ 
uation. People in Mexico who are 
HIV-positive officially have access 
to all the medications available, 
including the latest treatments, 
like protease inhibitors - if they 
are insured - through the govern¬ 
ment. But the problem with that 
is, well, two things: first of all, rel¬ 
atively speaking, very few people 
are insured. And second of all, 
even though things are available, 
the kind of money needed [for 
medicine and treatment] is not 
available. You are not going to get 
a viral load test every three 
months. You might get it every six 
months or every year. 

“T-cell count tests are very ex¬ 
pensive. The government can’t af¬ 
ford it, or doesn’t want to afford it 
- though the government has 
been supportive of this project; 
that is precisely the ambiguity that 
we want to include in the movie.” 

Enmeshed in complexity 

Callitzin told the B.A.R. that 
“the AIDS agencies in Mexico are 
enmeshed in the complexity of 
making access possible to every¬ 
body. The pharmaceutical com¬ 
panies are not making the drugs 
cheaper. The only way that AIDS 
medication and treatment can be 
made accessible is through gov¬ 
ernment subsidies, right? The 
agencies are doing some lobbying 
to try to get the Mexican govern¬ 
ment to try to increase the subsi-

P atricia Nell Warren, lesbian 
writer and author of such 
gay classics as The Front 
Runner and The Fancy Dancer, 
will be on hand this Friday, No¬ 
vember 7 at a fundraiser for Q 
Spirit, a San Francisco queer spir¬ 
ituality organization. 

The event takes place at 7:30 
p.m. at Kairos, 2128 15th Street 
(at Market). The event is free and 
open to the public, and donations 
at the event will benefit Q Spirit. 

Christian de la Huerta, execu¬ 
tive director of Q Spirit, told the 
B.A.R. that Warren will be speak¬ 
ing and reading from her new 
book, Billy’s Boy, which is the third 
in her popular Front Runner series. 

A lesbian author living in the 
Los Angeles area, Warren has 
written several best-sellers and 
published four books of poetry. 
She has attracted an estimated 20 
million readers with her diverse 
subjects ranging from gay and les¬ 
bian life to native American phi¬ 
losophy. 

Originally published in 1974, 
The Front Runner is regarded as 
one of the more popular gay love 
stories of all time, telling the story 
of track coach Harlan Brown and

his Olympics-bound lover, Billy 
Sieve. Twenty years later saw the 
publication of a long-awaited se¬ 
quel, Harlan’s Race, which was 
Coach Brown’s account of life 
after Billy and introduced readers 
to John William, a son born se¬ 
cretly in The Front Runner story. 
The new third book, Billy’s Boy, is 
told from the son’s point of view. 

De la Huerta said the event 
would be a great opportunity to 
meet the author and be one of the 
first to pick up a copy of her new 
book. He said attendees could 


meet Warren and have books 
signed after her reading. 

Warren’s publisher, Wildcat 
Books, has also agreed to donate a 
percentage of the evening’s book 
sales to Q Spirit, de la Huerta said. 

Q Spirit was founded in 1995 
as an organization to foster per¬ 
sonal growth and spiritual devel¬ 
opment without the harsh judg¬ 
ment encountered in some other 
organized religions.

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rented to tenants. They posted a 
For Rent sign on the front of the 
building, without a phone num¬ 
ber, knowing it would cause a se¬ 
ries of people to ring Hershon’s 
doorbell. They apparently hired a 
group of “thug laborers” and in¬ 
structed them to “terrorize” Her- 
shon. These people, too, blocked 
Hershon’s driveway and refused 
to move their cars, or they parked 
on the sidewalk so close to the 
front gate that the tenants could 
not enter or leave through the 
front door. 

Once, when Hershon was at¬ 
tempting to leave and asked one 
of the workers to move his vehi¬ 
cle, the worker’s vicious response 
was to yell, “Fuck off, fag!” Finally, 
this past Monday, November 3, 
the partners posted yet another 
eviction notice on Hershon’s front 
door. 

When asked about these alle¬ 
gations by Hershon, Ross McLau- 
ran Madden, attorney for the 
partners, said that all of the 
charges were without basis in fact, 
that there were no acts of harass¬ 
ment or intimidation by his 
clients. In his view, it was Hershon 
who caused harm in the matter, 


by telling the partners that he 
would make it extremely difficult 
for them to evict him and move 
into the building. 

“There are always two sides to 
every issue,” said Madden. One of 
the partners, James Sloate, who is 
associated with Sloate and Co. 
Specialized Real Estate Services, 
had no comment in the matter, 
and referred all questions to his 
attorney. Another, Sean C. Dwyer, 
said only that he and his fellow 
property owners intend to per¬ 
manently reside in the flat now 
occupied by Hershon. 

Plummeting T-cells 

Throughout their alleged cam¬ 
paign of intimidation, according 
to Hershon and his attorney, the 
partners were well aware that 
Hershon is HIV-positive and 
“particularly susceptible to emo¬ 
tional distress.” Their hostile ac¬ 
tions, Hershon claims, caused him 
shock, humiliation, fear of immi¬ 
nent homelessness, reduced en¬ 
joyment of his living space, legal 
fees, the sale of his personal be¬ 
longings, and the further aggrava¬ 
tion of a pre-existing medical 
condition. 

Indeed, says Hershon, who for 
15 years had been asymptomatic 
while living with the virus, the 
stress induced by the partners’ ha¬ 


rassment caused him to incur a 
precipitous drop in his T-cell 
count and to develop his first op¬ 
portunistic infection. His doctors 
have confirmed that Hershon is 
under enormous stress due to the 
“intolerable situation” at his 
home, and that this stress may 
have a direct bearing on Her¬ 
shon’s failing immune system. 

On September 10, Hurlburt 
filed a complaint in the state Su¬ 
perior Court in San Francisco, al¬ 
leging acts of fraud, malice, and 
oppression by the partners against 
Hershon and in violation of the 
local Rent Ordinance. In re¬ 
sponse, Madden says he soon will 
be filing a counter-complaint 
against Hershon. 

While the outcome of these 
legal maneuverings hangs in the 
balance, the fight over owner 
move-in evictions continues to 
escalate. Whether or not Hershon 
is allowed to remain in his flat, 
free from harassment and left to 
regain his health, his battle epito¬ 
mizes the intensity of the conflict 
renters and landlords are now en¬ 
gaged in throughout the city. 
Clearly the stakes for all sides are 
getting higher. Unfortunately, un¬ 
less the city government acts to 
ease the situation, the casualties 
are likely to be more and more 
numerous and extreme. T 


Del Otro Lado 
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dies, because depending on where 
you are in that system, you might 
have more or less access than oth¬ 
ers.” 

Saying that “coming to the 
United States to gain access to 
treatment is a big odyssey. It re¬ 
quires too many things that are 
painful,” Callitzin also said that 
the tables can be turned for those 


who can get across the border. “If 
they come here and they ap¬ 
proach one of these agencies,” 
Callitzin says, “they will get the ac¬ 
cess and treatment they need, as 
much as possible. But it doesn’t 
happen outside of the context of 
their lives. There are issues of 
poverty. There are issues of lan¬ 
guage. There are issues of legality. 
Fear that is associated with that. 
Trying, to find work. Trying to 
learn the language. Missing home. 
Feeling isolated. Then having to 


deal with a community that may 
be racist or not necessarily open 
to the needs of immigrants. There 
is a lot of exploitation that goes 
on. It is more of a human rights 
issue. 

In the end, Callitzin believes 
the uplifting spiritual message will 
be the real value of his film. “The 
film gets into more symbolic areas 
and spiritual areas, because what 
the main character most wants is 
to live freely, and in a way he is 
able to get that.” ▼

forget.” 

B.A.R.: In looking back at the 
tremendous battles for civil rights 
for gays in the military, the ap¬ 
palling way the military continues 
to persecute gays, and the three 
appellate court rulings upholding 
the ludicrous "Don't Ask, Don't 
Tell" policy, could you shed some 
light on our progress? How do 
you view the changes? 

Cliff Anchor: It hasn’t changed 
much at all. If anything, it proba¬ 
bly has gotten worse, because 
what does it say for the military’s 
morality when they expect an en¬ 
tire class of people to lie about 
ourselves? I put that to you. We 
are very big on talk about moral¬ 
ity. How moral is it to expect an 
entire group of citizens to lie and 
to deny who we are? Talk about 
destroying “cohesion among the 
troops!” That is exactly what the 
Pentagon is doing. They have un¬ 
dermined the real purpose. 

Please, tell me of something that 
you feel is a good sign. 

The laying of the wreath at the 
tomb of the unknown soldier last 
year. Two years before, we were 
identified as the “American Le¬ 
gion Post 448.” The year after that, 
when we went to the tomb of the 
unknown soldier, we made sure 
that they said “gay and lesbian and 
bisexual veterans” because that 
was all announced on their agen¬ 
da. They couldn’t substitute other 
words. Make it visible, you see? 
The sister of a gay man who had 
been killed in Vietnam came up to 
me after that ceremony and said, 
“Thank you very very much for 
laying this wreath.” That tells me 
the sense of family that we have. 
We must always retain that sense 
of family, that understanding that 
no matter what our enemies do to 


us, or say about us, that we are 
there, are visible, and that we con¬ 
duct ourselves honorably. 

Still, there is a deeply felt out¬ 
rage towards the unequal level of 
justice. Rep. Pat Schroeder said 
it plainly in a letter to the Indi¬ 
anapolis Star on the topic of 
same-sex marriages. She wrote, 
"The Pledge of Allegiance says, 
'...with liberty and justice for all.' 
What part of ALL don't you un¬ 
derstand?" When straightforward 
logic and Constitutional fairness 
is met with injustice and bigotry, 
emotions can run high. We should 
not allow ourselves to remain po¬ 
litely excluded. Where is the 
honor? 

The honor is in belonging to a 
family that has withstood 
tragedies for so many years, even 
when we were victims of 
Auschwitz, and places like that. 
That we have undergone all of 
this, and the honor is having peo¬ 
ple who have the courage and for¬ 


titude to stand up to prejudice, no 
matter what the cost or the conse¬ 
quences. There are many gay and 
lesbian veterans that I can think of 
that deserve a great deal of respect, 
and we honor our own. If no one 
will honor them, we, at least, will 
honor our own, and make sure 
that they are visible and their good 
deeds are never forgotten.

stand the significance of the inte¬ 
gration of a country. You can not 
have a multi-strata society, those 
were feudal times. Today we are 
equal. Everybody has an equal 
share in the country. And if you 
feel that in your heart, you are 
going to do your best for your 
country academically, the best 
ideologically, and when you go 
into dangerous situations, you 
carry that in your heart. That you 
are thinking that you are saving 
the lives of perhaps somebody 
you don’t even know, but you feel 
a sense of belonging and family. 

What are we to think of on Veter¬ 
ans Day in the face of all this 
struggle and so little progress? 

We should be thinking of each 
other, as gay and lesbian veterans 
that are still serving the country 
honorably and in uniform, and 
still have the feeling of patriotism. 
We need to focus simply on one 
thing - gaining our emancipation 
by earning public respect by com¬ 
ing out of the closet. 

That’s a very important thing, 
because the more that we are out 
there and visible, the more the 
public begins to understand that 
we are their sons and daughters, 
their uncles, their aunts, their 
grandfathers, grandmothers, fa¬ 
thers, and mothers. T 


mulative effect of two funding cy¬ 
cles of underfunding, which has 
resulted in ADAP programs in 
one sort of trouble or another all 
over the country.”

City College students protest 
return of military recruiting

JH small group of San Francis- 
M ' co City College students 
I ■ m staged a peaceful kiss-in 
Tuesday, November 4 as recruiters 
from the U.S. Army and Air Force 
returned to the Phelan Avenue 
campus for the first time since the 
college board voted to allow their 
return in August. The college dis¬ 
trict banned military recruitment 
in 1992 in response to the military’s 
policy of discrimination against 
gays, lesbians, and bisexuals be¬ 
cause of their sexual orientation. 

Recruiters from the Marines 
were also expected to be on cam¬ 
pus Monday, but did not show up. 

Most students seemed oblivi¬ 
ous to the kiss-in and the mili¬ 
tary’s presence, and few were in 
Ramm Plaza during the noontime 
demonstration. The four re¬ 
cruiters were low-key, even as a 
pair of male students, one wear¬ 
ing fatigues, locked lips in front of 
their small table, to the hoots of 
onlookers. 

Supervisor Tom Ammiano 
showed up and promptly planted 
a wet one on the lips of John 
Caldera, president of City Col¬ 
lege’s Bisexual, Gay, and Lesbian 
Alliance (BI-GALA). Caldera said 
the group will be back on Novem¬ 
ber 18, the next time military re¬ 
cruiters will be on campus. He at¬ 
tributed the small turnout to sev¬ 
eral factors, and said they had lit¬ 
tle time to get their requests in for 
tables to college administrators. 

“The military is on campus for 
the first time in many years,” said 
Jonathan Katz, faculty advisor to 
BI-GALA and chair of the col¬ 
lege’s Department of Gay, Les¬ 
bian, Bisexual Studies, the first of 
its kind at a U.S. college. “Their

presence here is unwanted, our 
principles are offended, and we 
are going to dog them until it be¬ 
comes clear, even to the military, 
that they are not welcome. 

“Either they get rid of their 
self-admittedly unworkable 
‘Don’t Ask, Don’t Tell’ policy, or 
get the hell off our campus be¬ 
cause we don’t want [them] here,” 
Katz said. 

For their part, the recruiters 
said they will keep coming to City 
College to provide interested stu¬ 
dents with information about the 
armed forces. Interestingly, the 
Army recruiters told the B.A.R. 
that most students recruited 
through college campuses don’t 
ever make it into the service. 

“We turn down more people 
than we turn in,” said Staff 
Sergeant Ron Browning. “They 
can’t pass the ASVAB [Armed Ser¬ 
vices Vocational Aptitude Battery 


Test], or the stringent physical or 
moral background check.” 

Browning said they’re not try¬ 
ing to harass anyone and do not 
actively solicit students when on 
campus. “People come up to us,” 
he said. 

Fellow Staff Sergeant Cinque 
Marshall agreed, and said that be¬ 
tween 20 and 25 students had ap¬ 
proached them during their 
three-hour stint Tuesday. 

“We want our presence to be 
known, the benefits we do have,” 
said Marshall. “The Army affords 
people the opportunity to get 
money for college or job training.” 

Marla Leech, the other faculty 
advisor to BI-GALA, challenged 
the recruiters, saying the military 
has a history of discrimination, 
not only against gays, but other 
minorities. “Who the heck do you 
really want in the military, white 
men?” 


Poll shows Americans

Caldera pointed out that while 
women make up only four per¬ 
cent of the armed forces, the dis¬ 
honorable discharge rate for them 
is a staggering 42 percent. 

Katz also announced the Com¬ 
munity Organized Training Cor¬ 
poration, a scholarship program 
for qualified students, and one he 
said is an alternative to money 
given by the federal government 
through the military. The pro¬ 
gram will be headquartered in the 
queer studies department. ▼

HI mericans believe that cities 
III! and states - and not the fed- 
f eral government - should 
decide whether federal HIV pre¬ 
vention funds can be spent on nee¬ 
dle exchange programs, according 
to a recent Harris poll. The poll, 
which surveyed 1,003 American 
adults by telephone from October 
15 through 19, found that 71% of 
American adults agree that current 
law should be changed so that de¬ 
cisions on how to use federal fund¬ 
ing for HIV prevention programs 
can be made by states and locali¬ 
ties rather than the federal govern¬ 
ment. 

Currently, federal law bans the 
use of federal HIV prevention 
funding, for needle exchange pro¬ 
grams. 

Numerous studies have con¬ 
cluded that needle exchange pro¬ 
grams dramatically reduce the 
spread of HIV and do not en¬ 
courage drug use. Needle ex¬ 
change programs are supported 
by the American Medical Associa¬ 
tion, the National Academy of 


Sciences, the Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention, the 
American Public Health Associa¬ 
tion, as well as other prestigious 
medical and public health organi¬ 
zations. In addition, the American 
Bar Association and the U.S. Con¬ 
ference of Mayors have urged the 
federal government to allow states 
and localities to use federal HIV 
prevention funds to implement 
needle exchange programs. 

The poll found that 72% of 
Republicans, 70% of Democrats, 
and 74% of Independents agree 
that states and cities should be al¬ 
lowed to make decisions concern¬ 
ing the funding of needle ex¬ 
change programs. 

Even those who oppose needle 
exchange believe current law should 
be changed: 69% of those who op¬ 
pose needle exchanges agree that 
decisions on how to use federal 
HIV prevention funding should be 
made at the state and local level. 

When first asked if they favor or 
oppose needle exchange programs, 
44% of those surveyed favor nee¬ 
dle exchanges, while 42% oppose. 
When informed of which organi¬ 
zations support such programs 


and which oppose, 50% support 
the programs, while 45% oppose. 

The only poll conducted that 
has found opposition to needle 
exchange programs was commis¬ 
sioned in 1997 by the Family Re¬ 
search Council and found 62% in 
opposition to needle exchange. 
That poll, however, presented nee¬ 
dle exchange programs and treat¬ 
ment as either/or choices. ▼

| P8 ederal workers may one day 
have domestic partner bene- 
11 fits, but don’t go looking for 
it in the next paycheck. Barney 
Frank (D-Massachusetts) intro¬ 
duced the “Domestic Partnership 
Benefits and Obligations Act of 
1997” (H.R. 2761) at a Wednes¬ 
day, October 29 news conference 
on Capitol Hill. 

The bill covers all 1.9 million 
civilian federal employees of the 
nation’s largest employer. Its im¬ 
pact will be felt far from Washing¬ 
ton, DC; only 14 percent of the 
federal workforce call that region 
home. Many more are scattered, 
from isolated forest service watch- 
towers to huge regional federal 
centers such as Boston, Atlanta, 
and San Francisco. 

“My colleagues, especially on 
the conservative side, tell us regu¬ 
larly that we should model our 
practices after the private sector,” 
Frank said. “So I have taken them 
at their word.” 

DP benefits have been sweep¬ 
ing through private industry like 
a tsunami. The trend began in the 
high-tech sector when companies 
sought to attract the best talent, 
and now has spread into many 
other sectors. A week doesn’t go 
by without at least one major 
company announcing it is joining 
the ranks of those offering DP 
benefits. 

Recently it was Electronic Data 
Systems, the conservative com¬ 
puter services giant founded by 
Ross Perot, announcing from its 


Plano, Texas headquarters that it 
will offer health benefits to do¬ 
mestic partners of gay employees. 
PacifiCorp, parent company to 
Utah Power and Light, said the 
same thing from the heart of 
Mormon country. 

Benefits can constitute up to 
40 percent of compensation, ac¬ 
cording to the U.S. Chamber of 
Commerce. Most accrue directly 
to the worker, but some go to 
their families. Lesbians and gays 
are often excluding from those 
benefits. 

Helen Gonzales, public policy 
director with the National Gay 
and Lesbian Task Force (NGLTF), 
offered this example: “It’s the 
same as advertising a job in the 
newspaper saying, ‘Salespeople 
wanted: salary for married het¬ 
erosexuals, $12 per hour; salary 
for unmarried heterosexuals and 
gays, lesbians, bisexual and trans- 
gendered persons, $7.20 per hour.’ 
We would all recognize that as un¬ 
fair, illegal, and discriminatory.” 

Nita M. Lowey (D-New York) 
said, “All Americans deserve equal 
pay for equal work. For too long, 
gay and lesbian federal employees 
with lifetime partners have re¬ 
ceived far fewer employee benefits 
than their heterosexual coworkers 
with lifetime partners, simply be¬ 
cause of their sexual orientation. 
It is time for the federal govern¬ 
ment to honor and recognize lov¬ 
ing, committed relationships — 
whether they look like Ozzie and 
Harriet, or John and Kevin.” 

“It is no business of an em¬ 
ployer ... whom an employee 
chooses as his or her family,” said 


with Time-Warner, said that DP 
benefits have been “an enormous 
success” for their 70,000 employ¬ 
ees; Jack Krumholtz, a lobbyist for 
Microsoft, called them “a recipe 
for success.” 

Elizabeth Birch, executive di¬ 
rector of the Human Rights Cam¬ 
paign (HRC), said that “these pro¬ 
grams have been running in the 
private sector throughout the 
1990s without one documented 
case of fraud. No company with 
such a policy has withdrawn it. 
Moreover, in the private sector, 
the cost has been minimal.” 

“The reality is that personnel 
turnover and recruitment expens¬ 
es far exceed the cost of extending 
benefits to domestic partners,” 
said Lowey. She cited the example 
of New York City, where fewer 
than two percent of city employ¬ 
ees have enrolled in the program. 
As Frank explained, many couples 
work, have benefits through their 
jobs, and don’t need to take ad¬ 
vantage of DP benefits. 

His staff had discussions with 
the Office of Personnel Manage¬ 
ment in drafting technical aspects 
of the bill. The Congressional 
Budget Office will evaluate it, as it 
does every piece of legislation, for 
its fiscal impact. 

The Clinton administration 
“has not yet endorsed it,” Frank 
said. “But I’m going to keep push¬ 
ing. I intend to make clear to the 
President and Vice President how 
important their support will be.” 

He believes that a person seek¬ 
ing the Democratic nomination 
in the year 2000 “is going to have 
a very hard time trying to get 
votes from a lot of us [gays and 
government unions]” if they are 
not prepared to support the bill. 

Frank is also calling the bluff 
of congressmembers who last year 
voted for the anti-gay Defense of 
Marriage Act (DOMA), while ex¬ 
plaining that marriage was differ¬ 
ent but they would support DP al¬ 
ternatives. “This is a put-your- 
money-where-your-mouth-is 
issue. There is absolutely no rea¬ 
son for somebody who said that 
not to endorse this bill.” T

Kitty Pettifore with the American 
Federation of Government Em¬ 
ployees (AFGE). “Health insur¬ 
ance coverage and pension cover¬ 
age are important economic 
rights that every American work¬ 
er should have and should be able 
to provide to his or her family.” 

Leonard Hirsch is president of 
GLOBE, the association of gay 
and lesbian federal employees. He 
offered, “American history is the 
story of making good on the 
promise that all are created equal¬ 
ly... this moves forward the 
promise of inclusion.” 

Family values 

“We hear politicians talk about 
family values,” said William De- 
lahunt (D-Massachusetts). “Im¬ 
plicit in that concept is responsi¬ 
bility. When people have made a 
commitment to each other, that 


carries with it a sense of responsi¬ 
bility. It’s time our federal govern¬ 
ment acknowledges that.” 

New York Rep. Gerrold Nadler 
(D) “doesn’t know of a more im¬ 
portant family value than caring 
for a loved one. That is what this 
bill is all about. It would make it 
easier for individuals who are in 
strong, committed relationships to 
care for each other in a way that is 
currently not permitted under law.” 

Frank explained that 1978 civil 
service reform restricted hiring 
and firing decisions to qualifica¬ 
tions and job performance. Thus 
it was possible to interpret exist¬ 
ing law to end anti-gay job dis¬ 
crimination in the federal work¬ 
place. 

But “money cannot be paid 
out of the federal treasury with¬ 
out statutory authorization. And 
no one would argue that there is 
statutory authorization for do¬ 
mestic partnership benefits, par¬ 
ticularly when you talk about the 
pension system, which is very 
tightly regulated.” 

Frank foresaw a series of tradi¬ 
tionally “bizarre predictions” 
from right-wing opponents “who 
tell us that it will be totally dis¬ 
ruptive to the social fabric and ex¬ 
traordinarily expensive.” He noted 
that “with unerring accuracy, they 
have been wrong.”

Harvey Milk to 
be honored in 
Washington and 
SF Saturday

H arvey Milk’s legacy will be 
celebrated on the twentieth 
m m anniversary of his election 
to public office, Saturday, Novem¬ 
ber 8, in ceremonies spanning the 
country. 

In San Francisco, the former 
supervisor will be honored at a 2 
p.m. celremony in the plaza that 
bears his name, at the corner of 
Castro and Market streets. Mayor 
Willie Brown and others will raise 
a 20-by-30-foot rainbow flag on 
the brand-new 70-foot flagpole 
erected on the spot for the occa¬ 
sion. Other anticipated attendees 
include Assemblywoman Carole 
Migden and Supervisors Tom 
Ammiano and Leslie Katz. 

On the other side of America, 
a celebration will be held at the 
Congressional Cemetery, located 
at 1801 E. Street SE in Washing¬ 
ton, DC. Major media and many 
distinguished guests are expected 
to appear at the Washington 
event, including Senators Dianne 
Feinstein and Barbara Boxer, and 
Congressman Barney Frank. 

Milk was never buried; he was 
cremated and most of his ashes 
were scattered at sea after he was 
assassinated, but there is still an 
urn with a small amount of his 
ashes, his ponytail, and a cam¬ 
paign button, which has been kept 
since his death in the safe of the 
Congressional Cemetery. 

A disagreement over the loca¬ 
tion of the urn’s final resting place 
is still unresolved. Like many gay 
veterans, Milk cannot be buried at 
the Pentagon’s Arlington Ceme¬ 
tery; the Pentagon still enforces its 
“no gays” policy on military per¬ 
sonnel even after they are dead — 
perhaps fearing th^t dead gay sol¬ 
diers will have a negative effect on 
the morale and cohesion of the 
other deceased soldiers —and 
bans symbols such as pink trian¬ 
gles on tombstones. 

An ad hoc group, “Never For¬ 
get,” was formed soon after Har¬ 
vey’s death to decide the disposi¬ 
tion of the remains. Although 


group members chipped in to buy 
a plot at the Congressional Ceme¬ 
tery, which is well-known and 
loved for welcoming gay military 
personnel and other's, questions 
still remain about what will be 
done with the urn, which some 
see as a kind of time capsule. 

One suggestion is for the urn 
to be returned to San Francisco 
and kept at the library until fur¬ 
ther plans are made. But retired 
Lieutenant Colonel Cliff Anchor 
[see article, page one] feels Wash¬ 
ington, DC is the proper place for 
Harvey’s urn. 

One of the original members 
of Never Forget, Anchor told the 
B.A.R., “I simply want my spouse 
Leonard’s and [Harvey’s now-de¬ 
ceased partner] Scott Smith’s 
wishes to be respected, since they 
and I feel, obviously, that had 
Harvey Milk not been so brutally 
murdered in his young life, he 
would have made it to Washing¬ 
ton, DC on his own. That is why 
the relics were given to Congres¬ 
sional Cemetery in the first place.” 

The Washington event is 
chiefly due to organizer Mark 
Repass, who told the B.A.R. he 
hopes it will “bring people to¬ 
gether to celebrate the existence of 
Harvey Milk and the event that 
happened 20 years ago.” 

Observing that there is still no 
epitaph on Milk’s gravestone, 
Repass has a memorable sugges¬ 
tion. “I think when it comes time 
to carve the stone,” he said, “the 
quote I would like to see put on it 
is Harvey’s own prophetic words, 
‘If a bullet enters my brain, let that 
bullet open every closet door.’” 

Repass strongly advocates for 
gay people to come out, citing this 
as the single most effective thing 
to do to influence federal policy. 
First, he urges gay people to be 
vocal to their congressional repre¬ 
sentatives. “I have been lobbying 
since 1993, and I have noticed that 
what makes the most effect on 
Congress is just to let them know 
we are here,” he said. “Voters have 
got to call and write their Con- 
gresspersons and Senators and 
make that point.” ▼

SF AIDS 
Foundation 
responds to 
public criticism

A s reported in last week’s Bay 
Area Reporter , many people 
with HIV and AIDS aired 
grievances against various San 
Francisco AIDS service organiza¬ 
tions, particularly the San Fran¬ 
cisco AIDS Foundation, at a pub¬ 
lic meeting on Tuesday, October 
28. At that meeting, no one from 
the SFAF spoke up to challenge 
the criticisms or offer a different 
perspective. This week, the B.A.R. 
invited SFAF board member Eric 
Ciasullo, the organization’s vice 
chair for monitoring, to respond 
to the meeting. He told us that as 
a person with AIDS and a long¬ 
time activist, he has a very differ¬ 
ent view on his organization and 
its record of service to the com¬ 
munity. 

B.A.R.: Can you give your take on 
that public meeting and what 
everybody was saying about the 
foundation and other groups? 

Eric Ciasullo: My perception was 
that most of the speakers were 
members of ACT UP/Golden 
Gate and/or former employees of 
the foundation. So while some of 
the stories that were told were 
hard to hear, the majority of the 
speakers were speaking not about 
their experience as clients but giv¬ 
ing their perspective on the orga¬ 
nization politically. I don’t believe 
we heard from a broad cross-sec¬ 
tion of clients of the foundation 
at all. 

If there had been a broader cross- 
section of clients, do you think we 
would have heard a different 
story? 

It’s hard to know what a meeting 
like that might be like. We invest 
time and resources in client satis¬ 
faction surveys and in focus 
groups, and most of our clients 
express a fairly high degree of sat¬ 
isfaction with most of our services 
most of the time. 

Of the people who spoke, do you 
think they unfairly characterized 
the structure of the board and its 
openness or lack thereof? 

I don’t think that the board was 
accurately characterized, no. 
Right now a third of our board 
are people with AIDS, first of all. 
Secondly, there’s a pretty broad 
range of diversity on the board, 
and most of the board members 
themselves are involved with their 
respective communities. 

The point was made repeatedly 
that the board members of the 
foundation are not publicly elected 
by the people the foundation 
serves. Is that true? 

That is true. 

Now from some people's perspec¬ 
tive, this is not a good situation. 
Can you describe how the board 
operates, how its members are 
chosen? 


Board members for the SFAF are 
chosen the way most nonprofit 
boards are chosen. That is, our 
board actively tries to ensure there 
is diversity, with people from a va¬ 
riety of communities, with a vari¬ 
ety of resources, who are commit¬ 
ted to stopping the epidemic, who 
have a personal experience with 
the epidemic, who are able and 
willing to do the work of gover¬ 
nance of the organization. It’s not 
a very mysterious process, and it 
is in fact the way most organiza¬ 
tions fill their boards. I don’t 
know of any AIDS service organi¬ 
zations in the city that democrat¬ 
ically elect their boards. And if we 
actually tried to do that, I think 
the implementation of that is be¬ 
yond problematic. 

Is the board happy with [SFAF 
Executive Director] Pat Christen's 
performance? 

Absolutely. I personally served on 
the evaluation committee last 
year. She’s evaluated annually. We 
think she is an extraordinary 
leader in the fight against AIDS, 
an incredibly able administrator, 
and that she provides vision and 
competence to the organization. 

Now, so many people complained 
again and again that she has a 
high salary. [The most recent fig¬ 
ures from McCormack and Asso¬ 
ciates Executive Search Consul¬ 
tants show that 73% of executive 
directors in America earn 
$75,000 per year or less, com¬ 
pared with Christen's salary of 
$148,790 in the 1995-96 fiscal 
year reported to the Internal Rev¬ 
enue Service.] Do you think their 
complaints are justified or unjusti¬ 
fied? 

As someone who’s living on dis¬ 
ability, I know what it’s like to feel 
at times awkward around the re¬ 
ality that the people who are serv¬ 
ing me make more money than I 
do. I think people are uncomfort¬ 
able with it, which I understand. 
As reported in your paper, Pat’s 
salary was aggressively enhanced 
over the course of the last five 
years in direct response to market 
research we did. It became very 
clear that Pat was extremely un¬ 
derpaid in respect to other large 
ASOs, as well as to other large 
nonprofit organizations in the 
Bay Area. So her salary has been 
arrived at as a combination of eq¬ 
uity and parity. 

The incident that seems to have 
precipitated this meeting involved 
[SFAF client] Michael Petrelis. 
The central charge was that he 
was unfairly denied services be¬ 
cause he engaged in certain ac¬ 
tions that upset Pat Christen in 
particular, and apparently others. 
Do you think that's the case? 

No. I’m not at liberty to discuss 
anything about this. As I under¬ 
stand, this is a matter that is 
presently being mediated by mu¬ 
tual consent. The charge has been 
made that this is politically moti-

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Palo Alto AIDS 
symposium on 
immune system 
repair Friday

T hirteen medical researchers 
intent on discovering a 
means of defeating HIV will 
explore ways of strengthening and 
renewing the body’s immune sys¬ 
tem at an all-day session this Fri¬ 
day, November 7 at Palo Alto’s 
Garden Court Hotel. Dr. Stanley 
Deresinski and Dr. J. Allen Mc- 
Cutchen of the AIDS Community 
Research Consortium invited 
symposium faculty members 
from throughout the nation to 
confer about expanding AIDS 
therapy beyond current methods. 
A.C.R.C. Executive Director 
Michael Edell is coordinating the 
invitation-only session. 

A dozen education goals have 
been set forth for the “Immune 
Reconstitution in HIV Infection” 
conference, beginning with basic 
understandings such as the role of 
the thymus and the evolution of 
immunodeficiency in HIV infec¬ 
tion. Discussion of novel pro¬ 
posed therapies, such as autolo¬ 
gous lymphocyte infusion thera¬ 
py in HIV infection treatment, 
and HIV gene therapy trials, will 
follow. 

Deresinski told the B.A.R. that 
although protease inhibitors have 
achieved some success in combat¬ 
ing HIV infections, other means 
need to be discovered and used, 
especially ones that will use such 
infusion therapy modes as autolo¬ 
gous CD4-zeta gene-modified 
cells (“autologous” refers to cells 
taken from and returned to the 
same body). Such techniques 
could “repair” a damaged im¬ 
mune system, Deresinski said, 
eventually filling in “holes” that 
HIV has created in the immune 
system. 

Researchers also see possibili¬ 
ties in xenogeneic thymus graft¬ 
ing, with material from the thy¬ 
mus of pigs used as therapy.

“Xenogeneic” in this context 
means “from a different species.” 

Deresinski emphasized that 
because there are so many uncer¬ 
tainties in such investigation, it is 
vital that information from trials 
and similar efforts be shared. The 
symposium in question is one 
such public outreach. 

Therefore, twice in the ten 
hours of the session, panels will be 
formed and views exchanged to 
make sure everyone is informed, 
involved, and invited to raise 
questions. 

Deresinski does not predict 
drug therapies replaced by this 
forthcoming development of ge¬ 
netic therapy. Rather, he believes 
a multi-modality will emerge, 
with the proven benefits of drug 
care still used along with the ben¬ 
efits of gene therapy. 

Deresinski said he envisions 
this same kind of cross-fertiliza¬ 
tion of very complex data from 
many disciplines becoming more 
and more the dominant proce¬ 
dure in the fight against AIDS. He 
hopes that this symposium will be 
only the first, with many more to 
follow, preferably more than one 
a year. ▼ 


NIH funds PEP pill study

T he National Heart Lung and 
Blood Institute of the Na¬ 
tional Institutes of Health 
has awarded a three-year grant of 
$968,850 to a Berkeley laboratory, 
to accelerate the development of a 
new therapy for post-exposure 
prophylaxis of HIV infection. 

Dr. Carl V. Hanson will serve as 
principal investigator for the 
grant at the California Depart¬ 
ment of Health Services Viral and 
Rickettsial Disease Laboratory in 
Berkeley. His team will investigate 
a new murine monoclonal anti¬ 


body, called B4, developed by 
United Biomedical, Inc. of Hap- 
pague, New York. 

“Unlike other anti-HIV mon¬ 
oclonal antibodies, B4 targets the 
host cell receptor complex re¬ 
quired for attachment and entry 
of primary clinical strains of 
HIV, rather than targeting the 
virus itself,” Hanson said, “and 
thereby is effective against the 
broad spectrum of variable 
strains of HIV. 

“B4 has several properties 
which make it an attractive candi¬ 
date for development as a post¬ 
exposure prophylaxis for HIV in¬ 
fection,” according to Hanson. ▼

T his week, U.S. Housing Sec¬ 
retary Andrew Cuomo an¬ 
nounced nearly $20 million 
in Housing and Urban Develop¬ 
ment (HUD) grants to programs 
providing housing and supportive 
services for low-income people 
with HIV/AIDS and their fami¬ 
lies, and for the evaluation of cur¬ 
rent programs. 

The grants are part of HUD’s 
Housing Opportunities for Per¬ 
sons with AIDS (HOPWA) pro¬ 
gram, which is distributing $196 
million in 1997 grants. Ninety 
percent of the funds are distrib¬ 
uted to cities and states by a for¬ 
mula based on the number of 
AIDS cases reported. HUD 
awards the remaining 10 percent 
- the $19.6 million Cuomo an¬ 
nounced Monday, November 3 - 
as competitive grants. 

“This administration recog¬ 
nizes that providing affordable 
housing is a key part of our re¬ 
sponse to AIDS,” Cuomo said as 
he announced the grants. “Tragi¬ 
cally, HIV/AIDS too often throws 
hard-working Americans into 
poverty, hitting them with huge 
medical bills and sometimes leav¬ 
ing them unable to work.” 

According to Cuomo, the new 
grants will help an estimated 
11,000 people with HIV/AIDS in 
20 states to remain in their homes 
by providing rental assistance and 
needed supportive services such 
as meals, medical care, and coun¬ 
seling; will provide housing to 
people with HIV/AIDS and their 
families facing homelessness; will 
identify homeless people who 
have chronic problems with 
drugs, alcohol or mental illness 
for special assistance; and will 
help develop ways to better plan, 


design, manage and evaluate 
housing and related assistance for 
people with HIV/AIDS. 

Despite Cuomo’s assertion that 
“HUD assistance is vital to pre¬ 
vent those in greatest need from 
being forced into homelessness,” 
no grant money will go for that 
purpose in Northern California; 
instead, HUD awarded $100,000 
in the latter category, to “evaluate” 
two HOPWA-funded “HIV Mul¬ 
tiple-Diagnoses Initiative Pro¬ 
jects” in the area. 

Fifty thousand dollars will be 
used to evaluate the Bernal 
Heights Housing Corporation in 
San Francisco, and the Housing 
and Outreach Transitional Strate¬ 
gies Collaborative (HOTS) it 
formed in collaboration with 
Catholic Charities, Legal Services 
for Children, and the Edgewood 
Family Center. HOTS assists 
homeless families with dependent 
children who are living with 
HIV/AIDS and also affected di¬ 
rectly by substance abuse and/or 
mental illness. 

Another $50,000 will be spent

evaluating a collaborative effort be¬ 
tween the Housing Authority of 
Santa Cruz and the Santa Cruz AIDS 
Project. That program provides 
short-term emergency funds, long¬ 
term scattered site housing assis¬ 
tance, and intensive supportive ser¬ 
vices and treatment for 200 persons 
with HIV/AIDS who are homeless 
and having difficulties with sub¬ 
stance abuse or mental illness. 

ACT UP/Golden Gate member

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Combination Drug Therapy: 
Let’s review the basics

| || urrent medical theory states 
* that the latest hope for peo- 
1# pie with HIV/AIDS is a 
treatment regimen known as 
Combination Drug Therapy, or 
CDT. The treatment is also being 
referred to as HAART, which 
stands for Highly Active Anti- 
Retroviral Therapy, but CDT is a 
better acronym for the purpose of 
this article. Combination Drug 
Therapy is a serious regimen with 
serious consequences for those 
who take it. The drugs lower the 
viral load and raise T-cells in most 
patients, though it doesn’t-make 
AIDS go away, it merely puts the 
brakes on further viral replica¬ 
tion. Eradication of HIV is a hot 
topic right now, brought into the 
light by the initial success of CDT, 
but there’s no conclusive evidence 
yet that Combination Drug Ther¬ 
apy can eradicate HIV. 

To understand CDT, it’s im¬ 
portant to know what these drugs 
do. When HIV enters a host cell it 
replicates copies of itself and 
sends them out to infect more 
cells. The infected host cell is then 
killed by the body’s natural im¬ 
mune response. The therapy is a 
combination of antiretroviral 
drugs that interrupt the HIV 
replication at two or more stages, 
making infected cells unable to 
produce more virus. The impact 
of CDT is galvanizing. People 
who were at the brink of death 
have survived and even become 
functional. Anecdotal evidence 
suggests that almost everyone 
who has taken CDT has had their 
functional life-span extended. On 
top of this are new studies about 
proteins and enzymes that dictate 
how the HIV virus interacts with 
the human body. Science offers 
real hope to people with AIDS, 
but it appears to be a foot race be¬ 
tween disease and scientific dis¬ 
covery. There are some very dedi¬ 
cated researchers who have not 
only saved many lives, but will 
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and talk about their reasons for 
coming, and who they are, and all 
of that. Generally speaking, any¬ 
one who wants to come can 
come. If we have reason to be¬ 
lieve that the purpose in coming 
to the board meeting is to threat¬ 
en staff or board members or to 
totally disrupt the meeting, then 
we’re going to be reluctant to in¬ 
vite them to come to the meet¬ 
ing. 

Why is it nobody from the AIDS 
Foundation said anything at that 
meeting? 

I can only answer for myself. My 
perspective is that it would have 
been inappropriate. The AIDS 
Foundation as an organization 
was not invited to attend or speak. 
The purpose of the forum was for 
people to come together and air 
their concerns and criticisms of 
the Foundation, not to engage in a 
dialogue between organizations 
and people not affiliated with or¬ 
ganizations. So to have come and 
tried to engage in a dialogue to me 
would have been somewhat pre¬ 
sumptuous. ▼ 


probably save many more. 

The short-term side effects of 
the therapy vary from person to 
person, but are acute in a signifi¬ 
cant percentage of people because 
CDT drugs have very high toxici¬ 
ty levels. AZT, the first antiretro¬ 
viral drug, is incredibly toxic. A 
number of patients experience 
stomach cramps, nausea, vomit¬ 
ing, diarrhea, constipation, neu¬ 
ropathy, and a greatly sup¬ 
pressed appetite. Doctors 
carefully watch some 
people on CDT for 
possible kidney 
stones, and people 
who already have gas¬ 
trointestinal problems 
caused by ulcers or other 
factors. 

Some physicians 
are concerned about 
the long-term effects 
of CDT, and there’s the¬ 
oretical talk about renal failure or 
other permanent organ damage 
five or ten years down the road. To 
most people on CDT, that’s a bar¬ 
gain. Potential bad health down 
the road is better than dying today. 
There is also new evidence sug¬ 
gesting that CDT restores valuable 
stem cells and T-cells, and that the 
immune system is capable of re¬ 
pairing itself. 

No vacations 

A CDT patient is on a tight 
schedule every single day. Often 
patients have the drugs in combi¬ 
nation, four or five times a day, at 
the exact same time each day. 
With additional medications to 
counter side effects and treat 
other conditions, a patient’s med¬ 
icine cabinet begins to look like a 
small pharmacy. They get no 
breaks for weekends - in fact they 
can’t stray from the path or take a 
“medication vacation.” If the ther¬ 
apy is interrupted for even a few 
days, the HIV virus will mutate 
around the medications, most 
likely making it impossible for the 
patient to ever use them again. 
When CDT is halted for any rea¬ 
son, viral load rises quickly. 

CDT costs a lot of money. 
Without assistance, the monthly 
bill for the medications alone 
would be well over $1,000. For 
most HIV/AIDS patients, such a 
sum would be completely out of 


their reach. The medications are 
distributed by the AIDS Drug As¬ 
sistance Program, ADAP for 
short. ADAP funding is very low, 
and the program is cutting back 
their membership rolls and taking 
some of the drugs off their list. 
Federal block grants to states have 
had devastating effects on people 
with HIV/AIDS. Some politically 
right-leaning states decide not to 
use the grants to fund ADAP. 

Without the block grants, 
states would be forced to 
leave the federal funds in 
the ADAP programs. 

When ADAP fails, 
patients who rely on 
these drugs will fall into 
a downward spiral of 
falling T-cells and ris¬ 
ing viral load, culmi¬ 
nating in opportunis¬ 
tic infections, full¬ 
blown AIDS, and 
death. ADAP is starting to remove 
drugs from their lists in almost 25 
states. 

Some problems 

Another concern in the med¬ 
ical community is the possibility 
that a person carrying a mutated 
form of the virus might transmit 
it to an HIV-free sexual partner. 
This is serious because the newly- 
infected person has an HIV virus 
that potentially could not respond 
to available medications. Disease 
progression could be rapid. Since 
there is little scientific data to 
make such a claim, researchers 
must watch for cases of HIV that 
don’t respond to the drugs. Peo¬ 
ple infected this way might not 
live as long unless newer drugs 
offer them the same chance that 
patients on CDT have now. Re¬ 
search must continue rapidly and 
effectively. 

Many people who take CDT 
are in the workforce, and this cre¬ 
ates a myriad of problems. Most 
companies have reduced the 
amount of privacy that employees 
have by utilizing cubicles without 
doors, or bare rooms with desks. 
For a lot of people living with 
HIV/AIDS, this lack of privacy is a 
direct threat to their medical 
anonymity. The majority of peo¬ 
ple on CDT are not lawyers and 
doctors with wonderful insurance 
programs; many work at entry- 


level jobs that offer little or no se¬ 
curity. Adding to the visibility of 
ingesting drugs at work are the 
side-effects. Most people can’t use 
medical marijuana at the office to 
calm nausea. Frequent doctor vis¬ 
its during the workday and ran¬ 
dom drug-testing are also factors 
for working people on CDT. 

All in all, though, the benefits 
of CDT far outweigh the cost and 
toxicity. It’s clear that people who 
have access to CDT and comply 


with the regimen will live longer. 
As long as patients can tolerate 
the drugs, their functional life¬ 
span is extended. They’ll stay 
healthy longer, be able to stay in 
the workforce longer, and get to 
hold on to the dream shared by all 
CDT patients, that the extra time 
they’re buying might help them 
make it to the next generation of 
drugs. If the word hope applies to 
anyone, it applies to people on 
CDT. ▼

invalid, inaccurate, and unreli¬ 
able, according to the complaint. 

Costa told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter that the day after Jones’s ac¬ 
tion, he became very ill, subse¬ 
quently developed the painful 
yeast infection thrush, and his T- 
cells plummeted. 

Costa received his copy of the 
second review shortly after he was 
ordered by his physician onto 
medical leave. He was informed in 
a letter from Jones that he could 
discuss the review, but such dis¬ 
cussion must take place by Octo¬ 
ber 24 — the day he received the 
letter in the mail. 

On November 4, 1996 Jones 
denied Costa’s outstanding re¬ 
quest for sick leave, and recom¬ 
mended his termination. Costa 
was fired two days later. 

In a November 4 letter to City 
College Director of Human Re¬ 
sources Clara Starr, Jones 
slammed Costa’s rebuttal, charg¬ 
ing it contained “numerous 
shocking inaccuracies” that led 
her to question his “honesty, his 
ability to be effective in the job 


and to be ethical.” 

Attorney Kors, the former di¬ 
rector of the gay and lesbian and 
AIDS civil rights section of the 
American Civil Liberties Union of 
Illinois and former legislative aide 
to Supervisor Leslie Katz, dismissed 
Jones’s comments about Costa. 

“That’s an attempt to justify 
the unjustifiable. If these were re¬ 
ally issues, he wouldn’t have got¬ 
ten a good review in the first 
place. It’s important to remember 
that in San Francisco in 1997, 
even in institutions that are sup¬ 
portive of our community, there 
are still supervisors who will dis¬ 
criminate against people with 
HIV, not only because of irra¬ 
tional fear, but also for selfish and 
budgetary reasons,” Kors said. 

A nine-month delay by the 
city’s own Department of Human 
Resources in investigating Costa’s 
case cost him the eligibility to 
apply for the city’s disability re¬ 
tirement plan, as well as benefits 
from the city’s catastrophic illness 
program, which had been ap¬ 
proved prior to his termination 

The case is scheduled for a sta¬ 
tus conference in San Francisco 
Superior Court next April. A jury 
trial is demanded. ▼

Balls

T wo students have sued the 
Meeker School District in 
Denver, Colorado, and have 
accused administrators of ignor¬ 
ing reports that wrestling coaches 
beat, sexually assaulted, and men¬ 
tally abused wrestlers for 20 years. 
17-year-old Steven Moore and 18- 
year-old Steven Whalin allege that 
the district violated their civil 
rights by maintaining a 
long-standing tradition 
of abuse the known as 
“The Meeker Way.” 

Head wrestling coach 
Mike Tate, who went on 
trial last month on second 
degree assault charges brought 
by Whalin, is named 
in the suit with former 
coaches Bill Turner 
and Chuck Tate. The 
suit says abuse com¬ 
plaints, dating back to 
1977, allege “brutal acts of sexual¬ 
ly aberrant physical torture and 
violence upon wrestling program 
male students.” 

Whalin reported last January 
that Mike Tate grabbed him by 
the genitals and lifted him off the 
floor during a practice session. 
Doctors say the incident left 
Whalin permanently injured. 

Dedicated Sports Complex 
readers are already saying, “See, 
yet another example of repressed 
homosexuals unleashing their 
pent-up sexual desires in an un¬ 
productive way.” Those of you 
who recognize this behavior for 
what it is - the horror that is the 


closet - will understand. While 
sexually aberrant physical torture 
certainly sounds tasty as an ex¬ 
tracurricular activity to many in 
our community, it is prefaced 
with the term “consensual,” some¬ 
thing that seems to be excluded 
from “the Meeker Way.”

While the concept of sex¬ 
ual activity between coaches 
and students is a com¬ 
mon fantasy in the 
erotica/porno indus¬ 
try, and in our fan¬ 
tasies, in real life it 
takes on harsher, more 
violent, and unpleasant results. In 
the case of straight kids who are 
sexually abused by their coaches, 
it can evolve into homophobia, 
even to psychotic proportions. 
With gay kids, it can lead to un¬ 
healthy obsessions with certain 
forms of sexuality, particularly 
that of a violent nature. 

Now, I’m sure a few critics, 
such as those proponents of the 
“hypermasculine environment,” 
will discard my “pop psychology” 
summations as “PC feminist drib¬ 
ble.” The rest of you know better. 

The closet is a dangerous 
thing. Those who consider such 
abusive coaching behavior as a

W hat is it that men expect from other men?” asks Lloyd Newson, 
the queer British choreographer whose DV8 Physical Theatre 
brings Enter Achilles, a stereotype-shattering dance about mas¬ 
culinity, to the Center for the Arts this week. “What do men 
talk about?” “What does it mean to be conditioned as a man?” 

Newson has a reputation for tackling difficult subjects in his work, making the 
kind of inquiries that can leave people who have never examined their prejudices 
red-faced and sputtering. With the intellect and training of a psychologist, the 
choreographer probes under the surface of contemporary life, forcing us to cast 
aside our defenses and assumptions in relentless pursuit of the truth. 

At the same time, he’s also questioned the validity of mainstream dance. “I 
think probably the person in the street associates the word ‘dance’ with very young,

B.A.R.: Your book Shirts and Skin draws a good deal from the stories in your re¬ 
cent shows My Queer Body, Naked Breath , and Fruit Cocktail. What's been the 
evolution from one show to the other and from the stage to the page? 


Tim Miller: My Queer Body was kind of peak, culture-war terrain, highly-inflat¬ 
ed politics. I think Naked Breath was a little humbler. It was made after the demise 
of ACT UP, with AIDS feeling much more complicated and permanent. In some 
ways that piece was really about blood, about intimacy — moving away from po¬ 
litical cheerleading or prognosticating. It was far more personal in many ways. 

Fruit Cocktail was really diving into personal memoir, because I was writing

n 1990, Tim Miller — naked butt and all — was spread out in Time, 
Newsweek, Vanity Fair, and nearly every gay magazine around the country, 
as well as on the evening news. That’s when John Frohnmayer, then the 
head of the National Endowment for the Arts, denied funding to him, as well as 
to three others, arguing that their work was “indecent.” The four artists decided 
to sue, which promptly launched a nationwide debate over the public funding of 
art, not to mention a drawn-out series of court cases. 

Miller’s work has always been both intensely political and deeply personal. 
Known for getting naked on stage and sitting on the lap of some unsuspecting au¬ 
dience member, he’s never had a reputation for subtlety. When he performed his 
performance piece “My Queer Body” to SRO crowds all over the country, it may 
have been his “NEA Four” notoriety that sold tickets, but it was the fierce message 
of noncomplicity that one walked away with. 

That message reverberates strongly in his first book, Shirts and Skin (Alyson). 
As part of his more personal approach to his art and activism, Miller has penned 
this memoir/novel/essay to take stock of gay life in the 1990s. He charts, with in¬ 
sightful and hilarious passages, the tumultuous ride we’ve been on for the last ten 
years. Even more importantly, he points a direction toward the future. 
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'The irreverent musical 
that London theatregoers 
aren't being allowed 
to see will raise its saucy 
curtain in San Francisco 
on October 30th..."

Burt Reynolds

ast Saturday found us living 
the good life in LA, cruising 
Sunset Boulevard in a rent¬ 
ed limo, guzzling martinis with les 
amis at the Chateau Marmont, 
and sampling the tasty vichyssoise 
tartar at Oblivion, a newish, five 
star boite whose waitstaff dresses 
like famously unfamous TV 
celebrities of the ’60s and ’70s 
(our waitress was a very convinc¬ 
ing Totie Fields, but we didn’t 
think much of the door man’s 
unwacky Alan Seuss). 

Festive as it was cruising 
the strip and playing pin-the- 
tail-on-the-has-been, the 
high point of the evening 
was really the glam 
Cindy Sherman 
opening at LA’s Mu¬ 
seum of Contempo¬ 
rary Art. Because 
we pride ourselves 
on being woefully 

sinister, as one_ 

local screed-scrib¬ 
bler has laboriously described us, 
we just think Sherman is the cat’s 
meow. No other fin de siecle artist 
can so deftly blend the extraordi¬ 
nary and the banal, the horrific 
and the hilarious. 

The current show is a mid-ca¬ 
reer retrospective, hence there are 
prime selections from all of 
Cindy’s major series, including: 
the Untitled Film Stills of the ’70s, 
in which the artist herself poses 
for shots that recall signature 
scenes from B movies, the intent 
being a subtle critique of female 
stereotypes; her luridly entertain¬ 
ing History Portraits, a body of 
work referencing Old Master 
paintings that revisit, often hu¬ 
morously, such familiar art his¬ 
torical subjects as Bacchus, the 
Madonna, and the Head of 
HoloferneS; and her most recent 
work, an alternately ribald and 
grotesque tableaux involving frag¬ 
mented mannequins and contort¬ 
ed sex acts. These latter gems are a 
full-bodied response to today’s 
puritanical climate of censorship 
in the arts. 

The opening party was a blast. 
An estimated 5,000 Sherman fans 
showed up over the course of the 
evening, and though we did not 
see two of Sherman’s biggest fans, 
Dennis Hopper and Madonna, 
we did spot actor Michael York, 
socialite millionaire Hermione 
Childress, performance artist 
Rachel Rosenthal, and actress 
Jeanne Tripplehorn, who is fea¬ 
tured in Sherman’s first film, Of¬ 
fice Killer, which comes to the 
Castro Theatre December 12-18. 

Who’s sorry now? 

Interesting item in this week’s 
Entertainment Weekly. Seems 
Burt Reynolds is getting some of 
the best reviews of his career for 
that finely nuanced performance 
in Boogie Nights. But, according to 
EW, the kudos have been some¬ 


thing of a shock to Reynolds, who 
was so turned off by the finished 
product that he promptly fired his 
agents at UTA, the folks who 
hooked him up with Boogie's 
writer/director Paul Thomas An¬ 
derson. According to EW s 
source, “He [Reynolds] saw the 
film before reviews came out and 
thought it was reprehensible.” 

That would explain all the in¬ 
nuendo-laden remarks made else¬ 
where by Anderson and cast 
member Mark Wahlberg about 
Reynolds’ cut-and-dry demeanor 
during the making of the film, not 
to mention his prompt disappear¬ 
ance from the set the final 
day of filming. Wonder 
what kind of spin 
Burt will put on this 
if he gets nominated 
for Best Actor by the 
Oscar bunch? 


Musical comedy

of the SF Opry. Apparently high¬ 
er-ups at the company are think¬ 
ing of asking Carol Vaness, the 
McLarynx who opened this year’s 
season in Tosca, to return next 
year in Bellini’s Norma. Can you 
imagine? Maybe SFO potentate 
Lotfi Mansouri should just stop 
farting around and hire Carol 
Burnett and Tim Conway and 
put on the musical-comedy vari¬ 
ety show he’s been itching to pro¬ 
duce here for the last 10 years. 

One thing we know for sure 
we’re getting next year is Wagn¬ 
er’s Tristan und Isolde. But is this a 
good idea? Pithy has unpleasant 
memories of nearly projectile 
vomiting all over her seatmate 
during a 1980 Tristan in which

Wenkoff warbled and moaned 
their way through the piece as if 
they had instruments of torture 
clamped to their genitals. The 
1991 Tristan was hardly better, as 
the featured Isolde, Gabriele 
Schnaut, sounded like she was 
suffering an anal impaction. As 
for the ’98 SFO Tristan, rumor has 
it we’re going to see the return of 
last year’s Salome, Karen Huffs- 
todt, who reminded us so much 
of Mary Poppins. Wasn’t it 
Pierre Boulez who once mum¬ 
bled something about blowing up 
the opera house? 

The woefully sinister Filumena 
also tells us that a certain society 
columnist for a daily SF newspa¬ 
per has suddenly gone blonde. 
Does this mean said columnist 
will look less incongruous whilst 
bebopping with the kids at all 
those hip “clubs” and “scenes”? 
Hardly, but it does mean she can 
now pass as Lord Sardine’s 
mother. 

For $800 ... 

Who’s been writing those 
questions on Jeopardy ? Perhaps 
some gay dance aficionado? Sure 
seemed that way to us one night 
last week when we heard this $800 
question in the arts category: 
“Critic Arlene Croce wrote 
about Bill T. Jones without hav¬ 
ing done this?” “What is without 
having seen the show,” came the 
winning response. Poor Arlene, 
she’s still here, but only game 
shows care. 

Additional evidence of just 
how deeply the debate she ignited 
about Victim Art has penetrated 
the culture was provided earlier 
this week in a New York Times re¬ 
view of Jones’ latest choreography, 
We Set Out Early... Visibility Was 
Poor. “For many, including those 
who have not seen his work,” 
wrote critic Anna Kisselgoff, 
making a direct reference to 
Croce, “Mr. Jones has gained a 
reputation as experimental 
dance’s most uninhibited provo-

Preston notes that the event 
was needlessly prefaced with 
some dreary speechifying by 
Manhattan art wonk Thom 
Krens, who looked like “Franken¬ 
stein’s monster in Hugo Boss un¬ 
dertaker black.” Preston says she 
nearly heaved when Krens intro¬ 
duced himself to the assembled 
audience, Rose, and Rauschen¬ 
berg with the rather too expansive 
observation that “It’s been a sus¬ 
tained high for me to be able to 
play with Frank Gehry and Bob 
Rauschenberg.” “Next time you 
need a stand-up comic in a 
morgue,” wrote Preston, “dial 
Frenzied Krenzy.” 

As for Rauschy, Preston wrote, 
“he was utterly fascinating, gener¬ 
ous, and open.” Queer theorist 
and Rauschenberg scholar 
Jonathan Katz wasn’t at the tap¬ 
ing, so it’s doubtful there was any 
mention of the Great One’s ho¬ 
mosexuality, though JP noted that 
when Charlie Rose “ignorantly 
asked if Bob had any pet chick¬ 
ens,” Rauschenberg laughed and 
said, “I don’t do chickens any¬ 
more!”

attractive people doing nice 
movements, not talking about so¬ 
cial issues,” he tells me during a 
recent interview. “Very often, 
dance is more about niceness and 
escapism than about reality. I feel 
a lack of connection with most 
mainstream dance because it 
doesn’t talk about the world I see 
around me. Dance has been 
robbed of the power to offend and 
challenge.” 

Enter Achilles is sure to do 
both. In the piece, Newson turns 
his lens on the world of straight 
guys (“regular blokes”), produc¬ 
ing a not very flattering picture of 
an evening in a local pub whose 
habitues happily sip pints until a 
mysterious stranger arrives and 
disrupts their routine. The rough 
and tumble choreography at 
times resembles a rugby scrum, 
yet the care these men take not to 
spill their beer suggests how deli¬ 
cately, and how dangerously, their 
world is circumscribed. Daredev¬ 
il acts, commonplace gestures, 
and private moments of tender¬ 
ness add up to a rich portrait of 
the ways men behave. 

Though much in Enter Achilles 
is humorous, Newson the dancing 
philosopher is hardly abandoning 
his famously inquisitive stance. As 
usual, his work poses many ques¬ 
tions. 

“Why do men assume that 
someone is gay just because they 
do not conform to the stereotyp¬ 
ical notion of what it is to be a 
man?” he asks. “If a man talks in a 
certain way, walks in a certain 
way, wears certain colors — if he 
doesn’t fall into archetypal male 
roles, he’s automatically assumed

to be gay. But why? 

“What is acceptable male con¬ 
tact?” he presses. “It seems fine for 
two men to hold hands if they’re 
hanging from a trapeze in the air, 
and one man’s life depends on 
holding another man’s hand. But 
if they both come down and 
they’re still holding hands while 
standing upright, it implies some¬ 
thing totally different. What does 
that say about the fragility of mas¬ 
culine identity?” 

Newson, who is in his 30s, 
first caused a stir in 1986, when 
the fledgling choreographer, an 
Australian who performed with 
the Royal New Zealand Ballet 
and later studied at the London 


The problem 
with straight men 

DV8’s work isn’t produced in 
the usual way, with the choreog¬ 
rapher inventing steps and then 
teaching them to dancers. The 
work arises from a process of 
structured improvisations, with 
workshops dedicated to some¬ 
times intimate topics of study. 
Among other goals, Newson 
wants “to break down the hierar¬ 
chy between choreographer and 
dancer.” He feels that the tradi¬ 
tional method, in which a dancer 
copies movement that he is 
shown, often fails to capture nu¬ 
ances.

Contemporary Dance School, 
left a position with Britain’s Ex¬ 
temporary Dance Theatre to set 
out on his own. My Sex, Our 
Dance, a duet he performed with 
Nigel Charnock that same year, 
explored the issue of trust be¬ 
tween gay men, using an explo¬ 
sive, physically dangerous vocab¬ 
ulary. In Dead Dreams of Mono¬ 
chrome Men, a piece inspired by 
the life of gay serial killer Dennis 
Nilsen, DV8 gave mainstream 
audiences an unprecedented look 
inside the bar scene, with brac- 
ingly honest depictions of its 
longing, fear, and loneliness. 
Newson addressed heterosexual 
relationships in Deep End, and 
women exclusively in My Body, 
Your Body. His Strange Fish em¬ 
ployed Biblical imagery to por¬ 
tray a woman’s guilt and loss of 
faith. 


could never do my movement as 
well as I could; and, vice versa, I 
would see them moving and I 
could never imitate them as well. 
One of the major problems with 
dance is that we often reduce the 
complexity of movement so that 
other people can learn it. And in 
many ways we eradicate idiosyn¬ 
cratic movement because it’s just 
too complex. In the end, what you 
get is simplified movement, which 
reflects simplified thought. Im¬ 
provisation is really just about 
trying to create a situation where 
people can discover their own 
movement vocabulary.” 

For Enter Achilles, Newson has 
assembled what was for him an 
atypical cast. “I tried to find a lot 
of heterosexual men for this piece, 
dancers who reflect the type of 
blokes I see in the street.” The men 
he found — all of them prize 
specimens of run-of-the-mill 
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machismo — proved, however, to 
be unusually skittish and intran¬ 
sigent in rehearsals. 

To prepare Enter Achilles, the 
men studied rope technique, con¬ 
tact improvisation, and Irish step- 
dance. They also spent a lot of 
time kicking soccer balls around. 
When the work became too per¬ 
sonal, though, the breeder boys 
found it hard to cope. 

“I said to them, ‘Well, what 
about your secrets?’ And some of 
the men said, ‘We don’t have any 
secrets.’ This was extraordinary 
for me, because do you know any¬ 
one who doesn’t have a secret? It 
was the first time ever that I had a 
group of performers who didn’t 
want to reveal parts of themselves. 
That was exciting and difficult, 
because when I got this group of 
men together and started talking 
about what it was like to be with 
other men, and what their rela¬ 
tionships were with one another, 
I got quite a lot of resistance in the 
form of denial.” 

“Hence, the sex doll,” Newson 
continues, referring to the inflat¬ 
able Inamorata that is the prized 
and utterly private possession of 
one of the characters in Enter 
Achilles. “I had to find something 
that would represent men’s se¬ 
crets. And if you do a little bit of 
investigation into the sex-doll in¬ 
dustry, it’s extraordinary how 
enormous the turnover is in these 
dolls. Yes, a lot of people buy 
cheap sex dolls for jokes, but most 
of the market is for expensive sex 
dolls. And how many men do you 
know who will tell you that 
they’ve bought a $650 sex doll? 
Not many, I think.” 

Violence on stage 

Old photographs of men 
wrestling also stimulated New- 
son’s imagination. “I thought, are 
they embracing or are they fight¬ 
ing? So we did counterbalance po¬ 
sitions, where two men lean into 
one another, and then are mutual¬ 
ly dependent on one another not 
to fall, but if you look at it, you 
can’t tell — is it erotic or violent?” 

Violence is an important theme 
in Enter Achilles. “Men are con¬ 
stantly afraid of other men,” New¬ 
son explains. “It’s something that is 
not spoken of much. We hear a lot 
from women who talk about their 
fear of male violence, but actually I 
feel it every single day of my life. In 
the real world, you know you can’t 
behave in certain ways, so I have 
modified my behavior, my actions, 
my voice, my walk, in order to pro¬ 
tect myself.” 

In this sense, Newson’s vision 
of the straight world in Enter 
Achilles is intended to portray 
“how men police one another’s 
behavior, and how violence is 
used as a way to make people con¬ 
form. We’ve been told that men 
have power, and that men have 
oppressed women, but men are 
continually oppressing one an¬ 
other on that front.” 

This applies not only to 
straight men and gay men in the 
straight world, but to the gay 
demimonde itself. “As a gay man, 
I’m still conditioned as a man,” 
Newson points out. “I still play by 
the rules. If you go into a 
[straight] bar you can’t behave in 
certain ways. I wear my Levis 
rather than my pink, satin 
trousers. I don’t laugh as much as 
I would like, and I don’t touch my 
gay friends spontaneously be¬ 
cause I know I would be in dan¬ 
ger. Some [gay men] have so ab¬ 
sorbed notions of masculinity 
that they haven’t thought about 
them, they’ve just grabbed — un¬ 
consciously I think — images of 
power. 

“I think, ultimately, with Enter 
Achilles I wanted to make people 
question their conditioning. It’s 
about how people use and abuse

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power, how much we can trust 
other people, and how much of 
ourselves is a result of our condi¬ 
tioning, and how we hold on to 
[ideas] of who and what we are.” 

Those familiar with Newson’s 
work will notice in Enter Achilles 
that the choreographer has loos¬ 
ened up. His distrust of dance 
techniques that stifle performers’ 
creativity now matches a distrust 
of rigid political positions and so¬ 
ciological theories. The result is a 
mature and all-embracing hu¬ 
manism. 

“In my early days, I did work 
that was polemical and politically 
correct, work that came virtually 
straight out of feminist text books 
and social theory. But the world is 
a lot more complex than that,” he 
says. “I started to realize that if 
you take any real-life situation 
and apply social theory, or the 
sort of idealized theories about 
how you would like the world to 
be, they fall flat immediately. 
Every human being is so complex 
and represents so many contra¬ 
dictions that I’ve become more 
intrigued just looking and listen¬ 
ing to people, and I suppose in the 
end that is what informs it more 
than anything. I think there are 
too many people reinforcing 
fascistic notions of life, and I don’t 
think enough of that is being 
questioned.” ▼

Sweet and savage love 

Morris and company return to Berkeley

„ % here is no theater in San 
Francisco suitable for the 
Mark Morris Dance Group, 
so we must remain grateful that 
UC Berkeley’s Cal Performances 
has formed such a creative bond 
with the big hairy guy who is now 
regularly being lauded in print as 
“America’s finest choreographer.” 
Yet there are problems with 
Berkeley. 

On last week’s visit to the East 
Bay, the Morris company looked 
gloriously physical and, in the 
white party duds designed by 
Isaac Mizrahi for I Don’t Want to 
Love, as conventionally fetching as 
this group of deliberately mis¬ 
matched, odd-body dancers ever 
will. (The “come fuck me” short- 
shorts worn by adorable Shawn 
Gannon set some sort of “cute 
buns” record.) But when Morris 
reprised his 1985 masterpiece, 
One Charming Night, in which 


the choreographer himself dances 
the part of a country preacher- 
vampire who seduces and drinks 
the blood of a waif-like child just 
“dying” for a religious and/or sex¬ 
ual thrill, the Berkeley barbarians 
giggled first and then burst into 
uproarious laughter. 

The slick-slithery movements 


of this blood-sucker, his paunch 
smoothly controlled by a black 
suit, his flexible feet prowling the 
stage like talons, his luxuriant 
locks greased into a severe pony¬ 
tail, are anything but funny. 
Morris creates a figure of enor¬ 
mous charisma, power, evil, and 
androgynous but potent sexual-

ity; there is not a whiff of kind¬ 
ness in any of his nasty feline 
moves. No wonder Marianne 
Moore, whom he carries off into 
the dark, succumbs with such 
willing avidity. 

The secret to understanding 
One Charming Night is the secret 
to all Mark Morris’ choreography: 
the music. It is set to four happily 
innocent songs by Henry Purcell. 
In the celebratory “Lord, What is 
Man?” Morris shows us exactly 
what man can be, something 
never dreamed of by the compos¬ 
er. The music for I Don’t Want to 
Love (1996) is a series of seven 
madrigals by Monteverdi; the 
yearning texts, of course, are iron¬ 
ic. 

These young people want love 
in the worst way and look for it in 
typical Morris permutations. I 
didn’t entirely get it on first view¬ 
ing, but then Morris is seldom 
obvious enough for immediate 
comprehension. Yet there were 
moments where the mind bog¬ 
gled at the couplings. The essen¬ 
tial chasteness of Morris’ method 
yields emotional depths hardly 
dreamed of by choreographers 
who set their dancers graphically 
humping on stage. 

The piece I really liked was 
Lucky Charms (1994), the kind of 
Morris jape that any audience can 
get, but which people with musi¬ 
cal sensibility find hilariously sat¬ 
isfying. The music is “Divertisse¬ 
ment” by Jacques Ibert, wittily 
performed by Morris’ music di¬ 
rector, Linda Dowdell, and mem¬ 
bers of the Berkeley Symphony. 
Morris makes Ibert’s cafe-banal 
tackiness even funnier; the piece 
looks like the offspring of a forced 
union between Twyla Tharp and 
that ’30s Russo-French dance- 
maker, Mikhail Smuine. 

Dressing his gang in sequined 
tops (with one of the “girls” obvi¬ 
ously a boy; more of a tribute to 
Kraig Patterson’s versatility than 
a deliberate, gender-bending 
jest), Morris sets them off in 
chauvinistic march formations 
that hint cruelly at how an inept 
army is not necessarily a joke. 
And they waltz in that woozy up- 
and-down style you can see in 
every ice show and badly choreo¬ 
graphed musical. Needless to say, 
Morris’ musical subtleties went 
right over the heads of those who 
had been guffawing a few min¬ 
utes before at One Charming 
Night.

Thibaudet, Rubalcaba tinkle the ivories

W m crush of other pianists 
isn’t just his remarkable virtuosi¬ 
ty and versatility, but the conta¬ 
gious joy for music-making he 
never fails to generate in each per¬ 
formance. Thibaudet’s two ap¬ 
pearances in the Bay Area over the 
past week testified to the full 
range of this 35-year-old musi¬ 
cian’s energy, range, and amazing 
musicality. Two Sundays ago, he 
accompanied mezzo-soprano An¬ 
gelika Kirchschlager in a recital at 
UC Berkeley’s Hertz Hall, and the 
following Saturday he made his 
first appearance at the San Fran¬ 
cisco Jazz Festival with a “From 
Debussy to Bill Evans” recital at 
Herbst Theatre. What might have 
come off as feats felt more like a 
feast. 

If musicians can be divided 
into two groups, those who make 
it look easy and those who make 
it look hard, Thibaudet is solidly 
in the first group. The fact that 
there wasn’t a wrong note in the 
two technically demanding pro¬ 
grams he performed, however, 
seemed less a function of the pi¬ 
anist’s astonishing keyboard 
prowess than his unfailing good 
taste. These performances were, in 
a word, transporting, and served 
notice that this is what real music¬ 
making is all about. 

While nothing in his perfor¬ 
mance with Kirchschlager, who is 
enjoying a triumph as Cherubino 
in the San Francisco Opera pro¬ 
duction of The Marriage of Figaro, 
deflected attention from her, there 
was no mistaking this for any¬ 
thing but playing of the highest 
order. The pair’s all-German pro¬ 
gram included rarities by Alma 
Schindler-Mahler (Gustav 
Mahler’s wife) and Erich Wolf¬ 
gang Korngold, as well as more 
standard repertoire by Mahler, 
Richard Strauss, and Alban Berg. 
In each case, Thibaudet captured 
the music’s idiom with easy preci¬ 
sion and tireless resourcefulness, 
and his sure grasp of Korngold’s 
jaunty rhythms, colorful har¬ 
monies, and spicy dissonances 
clearly had a liberating effect on 
the singer. The rhythmic elasticity, 
enormous range of keyboard col¬ 
ors, and suave sense of dynamic 
ebb and flow Thibaudet found in 
Mahler, Berg, and Strauss 
wrapped Kirchschlager’s voice in 
a blanket of sound that was posi¬ 
tively orchestral in its plushness 
and depth. 

The pianist’s invitation to the 
Jazz Festival followed his enor¬ 
mously successful Conversations 
with Bill Evans CD for London 
Records, on which he plays tran¬ 
scriptions of solos the legendary 
jazz pianist improvised on his 
Verve recordings Conversations 
with Myself and Further Conversa¬ 
tions. Performing these works for 
an audience of jazz fanatics, for 
whom the late Evans has attained 
God-like status, was a disciplined 
labor of love. At the Herbst, 
Thibaudet saluted the classically 
trained Evans’ acknowledged debt 
to the French impressionists by 
performing five of Evans solos in 
the context of that music, of 
which Thibaudet is a recognized 
master. 

I’ve rarely seen a Herbst audi¬ 
ence as rapt as Saturday’s. The 
transfixing virtuosity of a piece 
like Debussy’s ecstatic “L’isle 


joyeuse,” with which Thibaudet 
ended his program, was evident 
from start to finish, but what kept 
his audience in tingling silence all 
evening was the uncanny sense 
that he was lifting the music out 
of the Steinway rather than play¬ 
ing it into the instrument. 
Thibaudet’s genius is not his dig¬ 
ital dexterity, abundant as it is, but 
rather his delectation of the shift¬ 
ing harmonies, supple rhythms, 
and dappled colors of this musi¬ 
cally complicated but enchanting 
repertoire. 

Thibaudet began with two of. 
Erik Satie’s “Gnossiennes” and the 
most famous of the composer’s 
“Gymnopedies,” the latter played 
with a ravishing simplicity that 
seemed to suspend the music in 
time and space. He continued 
with Ravel’s “Jeux d’eau” and three 
selections from Miroirs (“Oiseaux 
tristes,” “Une barque sur l’ocean,” 
and “Alborada del gracioso”), all 
dispatched with jaw-dropping del¬ 
icacy. Although he worked his 


greatest magic in the soft dynam¬ 
ic range, his capacity to build to 
surging climaxes and rippling 
splashes of color without breaking 
a sweat cast spells. 

The pianist, who has just fin¬ 
ished recording all of Debussy’s 
solo music for London, also gave 
masterful performances of the 
Suite bergamasque and three pre¬ 
ludes (“Minstrels,” “La fille aux 
cheveux de lin,” and “Feux d’arti- 
fice”), each selection supporting 
his own claim that this is “some of 
the greatest music of the century.” 
Evans’ greatest musical debt was 
to Debussy, and at the center of 
this heady brew, the pianist spun 
out ravishing accounts of Evans’ 
signature “Waltz for Debby” in 
addition to solo versions of “Turn 
Out the Stars,” “Lucky to Be Me,” 
and “Here’s That Rainy Day.” 

Was it jazz? Not quite. The im¬ 
provisatory air of Evans’ playing is 
still a step off, but Thibaudet’s un¬ 
stinting admiration for the music 
was as transparent as his beautiful 


playing, and his encore, Evans’ 
evanescent “Peace Piece,” was as 
ravishing as the original. 

The evening after Thibaudet’s 
matinee recital with Kirch¬ 
schlager, Cuban jazz pianist Gon- 
zalo Rubalcaba played one of the 
Jazz Festival’s most memorable 
programs at the Herbst, with 
what turned out to be a pick-up 
trio. The phenomenally gifted 
Rubalcaba, whose pianism re¬ 
sembles Thibaudet’s in its deft 


blend of speed, textural clarity, 
and musicality, gave the most 
musically sophisticated perfor¬ 
mance I’ve yet heard from him, 
live or on record. The lion’s share 
of the playing was slow, soft, un- 
flashy, and prepossessingly beau¬ 
tiful — every rhythmic nuance 
had a matching harmonic com¬ 
ponent. A pianist who has long 
since arrived took a major step 
up, and no one who heard it is 
likely to forget it soon. T

Bloom in love 

Gay subculture revealed in 'The Delta'

>, incoln Bloom has a girl¬ 
friend; they kiss, go out on 

" dates, and behave like aver¬ 
age Southern teenagers. But when 
he isn’t with his girlfriend, Lincoln 
likes to pick up men in parks and 
video arcades. His furtive homo¬ 
sexual trysts in motel rooms, auto¬ 
mobiles, and boats are the frame¬ 
work around which writer/director 
Ira Sachs hangs his wonderfully 
unpredictable new film, The Delta. 

Like the Mississippi River, 
which inspires the title, The Delta 
takes a leisurely, meandering 
route through Memphis, explor¬ 
ing a brief affair between Lincoln 
Bloom and Minh Nguyen, the im¬ 
migrant son of a Vietnamese 
woman and a black American GI. 
The film opens with Minh getting 
into the front seat of Lincoln’s car 
for an anonymous sexual en¬ 
counter. But when the two boys 
run into each other later at a 
video arcade, they embark on a 
brief adventure down the Missis¬ 
sippi in a boat owned by Lincoln’s 
family. It gradually becomes ap¬ 
parent that the differences in their 
experience and social class make 
it impossible for their story to 
have a happy ending. 

As a screenwriter, Ira Sachs 
does not overplay his hand. His 
minimalist script for The Delta is 
long on inference and short on 
the kind of talky, soap-opera dia¬ 
logue that is often found in films 
about ill-fated lovers. The upper 
middle-class world of Lincoln and 
the lower-class immigrant world 
of Minh only cross because of 
their shared homosexuality. Sachs 
wisely chooses to show these two 
separate worlds with no obvious 
editorial commentary. Lincoln 
hangs with his all-white homies, 
smoking dope, drinking, and liv¬ 
ing his quiet double life of indo¬ 
lent boredom. Minh hustles tricks 
in bars, hangs out at a Vietnamese 
pool hall, and borrows money to 
get by. By listening carefully to 


Minh’s dialogue, the viewer be¬ 
gins to understand the complexi¬ 
ty of Minh’s character and the 
depth of his misery. His banter re¬ 
flects the well-rehearsed routine 
of someone experienced in sexual 
conquests, but Minh’s words con¬ 
ceal as much as they reveal. 

Shayne Gray assays the role of 
young Lincoln Bloom with appar¬ 
ent ease. With his handsome 
WASP face and attractive body, 
Gray epitomizes the well-behaved 
mama’s boy — the kind of easy¬ 
going guy who brings home all 
A’s, never causes trouble, and is 
popular within his small circle of 
friends. Gray’s performance here 
is completely natural and seem¬ 
ingly effortless. Thang Chan, in 
the more complex role of Minh 
Nguyen, inhabits his role with 
equal success. Minh lives on the 
edge, and you begin to suspect 
that his strange, disconnected be¬ 
havior belies a serious personali¬ 
ty problem. Chan plays the role 
with just the right amount of am¬ 
biguity, creating a character that is 
likable but just a bit weird. 

Ira Sachs’ direction excels at 
conveying the pace of life along 
the Mississippi River Delta. With 


the able assistance of cinematog¬ 
rapher Benjamin P. Speth, he bril¬ 
liantly depicts a slow-moving 
world where tedium is para¬ 
mount and escape is essential. 
Long, hot days give way to sultry 
nights, and evening shadows pro¬ 
vide not just an opportunity but a 
mandate for behavior that ex¬ 
plodes the humdrum realities of 
daily existence. Lincoln and Minh 
seize their opportunity, although 
their efforts inevitably lead them 
to vastly different places. 

In The Delta , Ira Sachs creates 
a universe where motivations are 
not always clear and endings are 
not always happy. Sachs not only 
portrays the erosion of class dis¬ 
tinctions that is common in gay 
life but also provides a subtle 
meditation on the conflicts that 
could easily arise from this super¬ 
ficial social deconstruction. With 
its loose narrative and ambiguous 
ending, The Delta resonates long 
after the closing credits, mostly 
because of the questions it asks, 
not the questions it answers. ▼

' Delta' director sees himself in protagonist

|§ n The Delta, a powerfully sen¬ 
sual new Film about anony- 
II mous sex between men in a 
modern Southern city, a young 
man’s search for erotic adventures 
has permanent and unexpected 
repercussions on those he meets. 
Ira Sachs wrote and directed The 
Delta based on his own painful 
frustrations growing up as a clos¬ 
eted gay teenager in Memphis, 
Tennessee. “The film to me was al¬ 
ways about consequence,” Sachs 
revealed in a recent interview. “It’s 
about the consequence of being in 
the closet, of being gay, and how 
that internal turmoil is both per¬ 
sonally damaging as well as dam¬ 
aging to everyone who comes in 
contact with it.” 

The Delta tells two stories, one 
about Lincoln, a horny white 
teenager from a comfortable back¬ 
ground, and John, a working-class 
immigrant born to a Vietnamese 
mother and a black GI. On the 
surface, Lincoln appears to be the 
all-American teen, complete with 
girlfriend, extended family, and the 
all-important car. Late at night, his 
second life takes over as he search¬ 
es the cruise route for cute guys. 


Like some of the young men in 
Scott Heim’s novels, Lincoln is 
busy defining himself in the fish¬ 
bowl of small-town life. Director 
Sachs, who is 30, admits he’s fasci¬ 
nated with “the period of adoles¬ 
cence,” which he believes is a peri¬ 
od of schizophrenia for everyone. 
“Not technical schizophrenia,” he 
says, “but a time in which you’re 
living various identities at the 
same time. You’re part of a family, 
part of a world at school, you have 
a group of friends. Then in all 
cases there’s usually a very private 
sexual life, whether it’s gay or 
straight. You’re always going off to 
some car to do something. I don’t 
think that any of those different 
personalities is ever really articu¬ 
lated — it just happens and you’re 
in the middle of it.” 

Sachs has a knack for portray¬ 
ing highly charged sexual mo¬ 
ments without being explicit or 
coy. Influenced by Andy Warhol’s 
early films, such as Blowjob, Sachs 
trains his camera on the young 
men’s faces, allowing us to feel 
more than we see. In the first 
scene, Lincoln has oral sex in a car; 
later, he masturbates in his fami¬ 
ly’s bathroom. In both scenes, 
much is implied but little shown. 

“The film is very erotic in 


terms of the tension and the sub¬ 
text of desire. I tried to start the 
film with a very sexual scene 
which then gave a tone to the film 
that followed. But you’re always 
dealing with what can and cannot 
be shown, what you’re able to di¬ 
rect and what you’re not able to 
get out of the actors.” 

Shayne Gray had just quit a 
rock band with a national record¬ 
ing contract when he met Ira Sachs 
in a Memphis roadhouse. Shocked 
by being offered the lead in a 
movie, Gray suddenly found him¬ 
self identifying with aspects of Lin¬ 
coln’s character. Sachs explains that 
Gray’s character is in many ways 
his own filmic alter-ego, and that it 
was liberating for him to exorcise 
ghosts from his own teen years. “If 
I talk to straight people who knew 
me when I was growing up,” says 
Sachs, “they’re like, ‘Did you really 
cruise and have anonymous sexual 
encounters? Did you really? I 
mean, is it possible?’ And you real¬ 
ize that these kinds of things are 
very foreign to some folks while 
they’re very familiar to others.” ▼

True crimes 

'Police Pictures' 
at SFM0MA

ow that photography has 

- : entered the pantheon of es- 

•i tablished fine arts, you can 
see shows of great 20th-century 
art photographers at a good num¬ 
ber of galleries and museums in 
the Bay Area. At the San Francisco 
Museum of Modern Art, Curator 
of Photography Sandra S. Phillips 
has truly distinguished that venue 
by presenting photography in a 
convincing new light: her shows 
have included a sweeping survey 
of the American West, intriguing 
selections from the museum’s ex¬ 
cellent permanent collection, and 
portraits by Mali photographer 
Seydou Keita. 

In Police Pictures: The Photo¬ 
graph as Evidence, at SFMOMA 
through January 20, Phillips turns 
our attention to forensic, scientif¬ 
ic, surveillance, and criminal in¬ 
vestigative photographs. It’s a safe 
bet none of the almost 300 pic¬ 
tures on display was ever intended 
for museum walls. These images 
are more likely to appear in night¬ 
mares than in the pages of art 
journals: a night watchman lying 
dead at the bottom of a freight 
shaft. The blood-soaked scene of 
the crime of a grisly double mur¬ 
der in Paris. Career criminal 
Dutch Schulz shot point-blank in 
the head over his dinner at a New 
Jersey steakhouse. Not your typi¬ 
cal museum fare. 

Coming across cadavers and 
crime scenes is shocking, and def¬ 
initely not for the squeamish at 
heart or stomach. You are jarred 
out of whatever aesthetic reverie 
the museum has lulled you into, 
and find yourself face to face with 
actual death, whether by state de¬ 
cree (a.k.a. capital punishment), 
heat of passion, or organized 
crime. 

As shocking as any hangings or 
gore shots are the photographs of 
Cambodian genocide victims. 
The Khmer Rouge slaughtered al¬ 
most a million people, taking pic¬ 
tures of them as if for some twist¬ 
ed catalog. They’re difficult to 
look at, innocent people, geno¬ 
cide’s true face. 

If the show includes work by 
photographers with evil intent, 
there are also heroes here. News¬ 
paper reporter Jacob Riis used his 
camera to document the squalid 


living quarters of the poor or the 
dispossessed, such as a splendid 
photo of a “Bandit’s Roost” or a 
“Chinatown Opium Joint” from 
the 1890s. Riis the muckraker 
showed how crime springs out of 
poverty, at a time when quack 
criminologists, “phrenologists,” 
were sure that bumps on your 
head were signs of incipient crim¬ 
inality. Police Pictures includes 
studies of facial expressions pur¬ 
ported to be sure tip-offs of 
malfeasance, and composite pho¬ 
tographs made by eugenics en¬ 
thusiast Sir Francis Galton of 
criminal “types” and, wouldn’t 
you know it, Jews. 

In fact, there’s lots of racism on 
display. Portraits of plantation 
slaves were taken for the purposes 
of Harvard “naturalist” Louis 
Agassiz, who believed whites and 
blacks were different species. As 
Phillips shows brilliantly in this 
exhibit and in the Chronicle 
Books catalog which accompanies 
it, these type of photos as well as 
mug shots serve the purpose of la¬ 
beling their subjects “the other.” 
As we’ve seen in the Holocaust 
and more recent genocides, you 
have to reclassify a human being 
as some other subcategory before 
you can kill him— or lock her ujp 
for life. 

Although the show has been in 
the planning stages for years, its 
arrival on the scene seems pre¬ 
scient, coming as it does in the 
midst of global debates over the 
invasion of celebrity privacy (an 
oxymoron?) by paparazzi. The ex¬ 
hibit makes clear that today’s 
tabloids did not invent gruesome 
close-ups in the name of photo¬ 
journalism. The front page of a 
Daily News from 1934 shows the 
shot-up body of John Dillinger. 
UPI photos display the deaths of 
“Baby Face” Nelson, “Pretty Boy” 
Floyd, and the St. Valentine’s Day 
Massacre of 1929, a row of gang¬ 
ster corpses leaking rivers of 
blood. The New York crime pho¬ 
tographer Arthur Fellig, a.k.a. 
Weegee, snapped both a fellow 
nabbed for “suspicion of killing a 
policeman” and a body in the 
street covered by a sheet, finding 
beauty and telling urban detail in 
each. 

As you’d expect, queers are not 
absent from this bloody roll call. 
Say hello to Ernest Long, Chief En-

wish-fulfillment. But McLaughlin 
redeems the potentially mono¬ 
chromatic nature of the story by 
surrounding Jason with a quirky 
set of supporting players and 
enough subplots to make Danielle 
Steele turn green with envy. 

All-girl bands of the ’80s are 
worshipped beyond reason in Sex 
Toys of the Gods (especially The 
Pop-Tartts) while Hollywood tal¬ 
ent agencies get hit with both bar¬ 
rels of McLaughlin’s satiric shot¬ 
gun. Jason forms an improbable 
friendship with Pop-Tartts singer 
Marina Stetson, finally ending up 
in bed with her closeted 
stud-muffin husband, Hank Riat- 
ta. At the same time, Jason’s for¬ 
mer roommate, Tricia, toils as the 
overworked and underappreciat¬ 
ed slave of evil talent agent Edgar 


plot lines running smoothly, with 
just enough cross-pollination be¬ 
tween the lives of his characters to 
make sure the reader never gets 
bored. The author excels in his 
ability to structure the various 
stories and keep the pace frenetic. 
And McLaughlin’s abundant ref¬ 
erences to current and past Holly¬ 
wood totems practically consti¬ 
tute a Who’s Who — and who 
used-to-be who — of the enter¬ 
tainment pantheon. The resulting 
tone of the novel is extremely 
goofy, sort of like a Jose 
(“Shake-your-head, darling”) 
Eber reading of King Lear. 

In the annals of queer farce, 
McLaughlin does not quite 
mount Olympus (if you’ll excuse 
the expression). He never reaches 
the brilliantly lunatic level of Joe

'$ ootnotes, Tommy Tune’s new 
release, is destined to be re- 
II membered as one of the 
most curious memoirs of this or 
any year. The Marianne 
Williamson-quoting 
dancer/choreographer/director 
emerges as something of a kook in 
this stream-of-consciousness nar¬ 
rative. As short as it is random in 
structure, Footnotes amuses and 
occasionally astounds as Tune 
drops stories of backstage blow 
jobs and failed love affairs amid 
. sketchy recollections of life in the 
theater. Now 57 and still recover¬ 
ing from the broken foot that tor¬ 


pedoed his Broadway-bound mu¬ 
sical Busker Alley, Tune brings a 
remarkable honesty to memories 
of a life that began in small-town 
Oklahoma. 

Among his more bizarre rec¬ 
ollections are the “cum facials” 
that Tune and Andy Warhol used 
to give themselves, and a psy¬ 
chic’s contention that Tune is ac¬ 
tually an alien sent from another 
planet — a notion the author 
feels has “the ring of truth.” Tune 
is frank about his affairs with 
both men and women, and his 
preference for same-sex lovers, 
although the love of his life is re-, 
vealed to be model/actress Twig¬ 
gy. Living alone in a Manhattan 
penthouse with his Yorkshire 
Terrier, Tune now longs for an¬ 
other relationship, yet confesses 
he’s never been too good at them.

' ollywood has always been a

Letting it all hang out 

'Naked' carves niche in a crowded market

t first glance, Naked maga¬ 
zine seems easy enough to 
ifll categorize. A muscular 
man is stripped to the waist on 
the cover. Reader-submitted sto¬ 
ries titillate with tales of nude 
UPS delivery men, forest rangers, 
and subway encounters. Erotic 
photographs of men are pep¬ 
pered throughout the publica¬ 
tion, and nobody is wearing any 
clothes. 

But Naked isn’t a porn maga¬ 
zine; in fact, its editors deliber¬ 
ately steer clear of most explicit 
sexual content. Instead, Naked is 
a magazine “for 
men who like to 
get naked.” As the 
largest publication 
serving the boom¬ 
ing gay naturist 
scene, Naked is rid¬ 
ing a major gay 
trend and carving 
out a new space in 
gay publishing. 

“Unfortunately, 
it’s caught between 
lifestyle publications 
like the Advocate, 

Out, and Genre, and 
the porn section,” 
says editor Robert 
Steele, who notes 
that some stores 
place the magazine 
next to the Advocate 
on the newsstand, 
while others keep it 
behind the counter. 

“We are a lifestyle 
publication, but it’s a niche of a. 
niche. The average guy who un¬ 
packs magazines in a bookstore 
doesn’t know where to put it. He 
sees a naked body, he immediate¬ 
ly assumes it’s porn.” 

Maintaining the line between 
a magazine filled with naked men 
and a porn magazine requires 
some maneuvering. Models in 
Naked’s photographs don’t sport 
erections or engage in sexual con¬ 
tact, and the news and short arti¬ 
cles included are non-sexual as 
well. But much of Naked’s con¬ 
tent is supplied by readers, in¬ 
cluding the stories and the exten¬ 
sive personal ads with accompa¬ 
nying snapshots. While there 
aren’t strict rules about editorial 
control, Naked does recommend 
that personal ads feature non- 
sexual — that is, full-body, non- 
erect — photographs, and the 
magazine does edit explicit sexu¬ 
al content out of submitted sto¬ 
ries: they can still refer to sex in 
passing, but not in lengthy de¬ 
scriptions. 

“In the stories, we try not to 
dwell on sex as much as the sto¬ 
ries themselves,” Steele says. The 
stories typically recount adven¬ 
tures about being naked at work 
or in public, and are generally R- 
rated once Steele has edited overt¬ 
ly erotic passages. “It is not the 
real goal to be a titillating descrip¬ 
tion of a sex act. We cut a lot of it.” 

It might seem that Naked 
would have a hard time finding 
an audience, being too tame for 
erotic tastes but too risque to read 
on public transportation. But in 
the five years .since it launched as 
a ’zine, Naked has grown into a 
full-color glossy with a print run 
of 20,000, a third of which goes to 
subscribers. Apparently the pub¬ 
lishers have tapped into a previ¬ 
ously untapped market. 

Indeed, the growth of Naked 
coincides with a dramatic in¬ 


crease in the number of gay men 
participating in naturist groups 
and events. Since the magazine’s 
debut, Steele estimates that the 
number of gay naturist groups 
has doubled — to over 100 — 
and membership has quadrupled. 
Some groups are large and active, 
holding regular parties and 
events, while others are smaller 
social networks spread across 
large distances. These groups 
have created an audience for 
Naked, which in turn helps 
gay naturists keep track of 
organizations, venues, re¬ 
sorts, and events. 

The largest such orga¬ 
nization in the country is 


Gay Naturists International, 
with offices in San Francisco. GNI 
holds an annual gathering of gay 
naturists every August. This year’s 
event — a week-long naked 
camp-out in the Pennsylvania 
Poconos — will draw 800 men 
from across the United States and 
abroad. Numbers like that are tes¬ 
tament to the burgeoning gay na¬ 
turist movement. 

Terminology in the groups can 
be confusing, with words like na¬ 
turist and nudist being used as if 
they were interchangeable expres¬ 
sions. While the terms overlap 
and coincide, there are distinc¬ 
tions. 

“Frequently they’re used in¬ 
terchangeably,” says Ed Wright, 
manager of GNI’s office and di¬ 
rector of the annual gathering. 
“The word naturist implies that 
the person has a sense about the 
environment and nature as a 
wonderful experience, and that 
we’re a part of that as human be¬ 
ings. A naturist may have some 
democratic views about getting 
rid of status symbols, and an out¬ 
look that body parts are not to be 
ashamed of. A nudist primarily 
just wants to go without clothes, 
and many don’t give much 
thought to the larger picture. For 
naturists, it can become a larger 
philosophical, almost religious, 
point of view.” 

Sean Wiebersch, a New York- 
based sexologist, first discovered 
gay naturists last year, and he’ll be 
heading off to GNI’s gathering 
for the second time. He goes on 
enthusiastically about the parties, 
the disco, the contests, and the 
surprising number of accessories 
naked men manage to wear. He 
talks about reading poetry by the 
lake, decorating his cabin, and 
making new friends. He also re¬ 
marks on the simple sensuality of 
a naked retreat, noting that while 
sex is one part of the naturists 
world, it’s not what brings people 


While clothing is im¬ 
bued with class status and issues 
of personal presentation, strip¬ 
ping clothing off doesn’t mitigate 
these concerns altogether. The 
buff torso on the cover of Naked, 
the young hunks in the ads for 
nudist gay resorts, and the text of 
the magazine’s personal ads all 
point to persistent body image 
hierarchies, even as naturist 
groups decry them, claiming that 
every body is beautiful. As gay 
naturists gain more attention 
and larger, less philosophical 
constituents, there is a danger 
that the standards of beauty they 
have strived to avoid will en¬ 
croach on their imagery and cul¬ 
tural ideals. 

“It’s the same story: the cute 
ones get the attention, and the 
ugly ones get lost,” says Wright. 
“We try to do a little better. It’s 
not a point of discussion, but 
under the surface, the men are 
doing a lot of mental work 
whether they’re gorgeous or aver¬ 
age looking.” 

Wright says that while Naked 
might need cute boys to sell mag¬ 
azines, the actual groups that 
Naked helps to bring together 
don’t need to buy into body fas¬ 
cism, because they’re not selling 
anything. 

“It’s not a business, it’s a 
movement,” says Wright. “A 
movement that’s growing and de¬ 
veloping.” 

Besides, naturists see the 
human body as beautiful and 
natural, not as a commodity to be 
ranked and rated. 

“A friend asked me after last 
year’s gathering, ‘Weren’t there 
people there you didn’t want to 
see naked?’ Well, no, because 
everybody’s there because they 
like being naked,” says Wiebersch. 
“It’s about a state of being as 
much as what you’re seeing, and 
it’s about seeing the whole, not 
some gorgeous body. You can see 
some gorgeous body anywhere. 
It’s more about gorgeous beings, 
and the beauty of someone who’s 
free enough and comfortable 
enough to be themselves.” ▼ 


into the groups, contrary to what 
many outsiders think. What’s im¬ 
portant, he says, isn’t how men 
feel about being naked before 
they go, but how they feel about 
it once they get there. Being 
naked can be liberating, and it 
changes the way men act toward 
one another, socially and sexually. 

“There’s a whole different way 
of being when you’re naked,” says 
Wiebersch. “It’s not about how you 
present yourself, it’s about being 
comfortable in who you are.”

Unearthing lesbianism

Hublishing with a major 
pi** house can be the kiss of 
death for lesbian-themed 
novels. For instance, although my 
novel Give Me Time came out 
from William Morrow in 1984, it 
wasn’t until ’86 that reviewers in 
the gay press were marveling, 
“Hey, there’s lesbians in this 
book!” — after the book had dis¬ 
appeared from the shelves. Per¬ 
haps this is why I’ve made it my 
mission to unearth hidden trea¬ 
sures from the majors: hidden, 
that is, from those of us who stick 
only to offerings from lesbian and 
gay presses. It’s true that with my 
method — read everything I cam 
get my hands on — lesbian con¬ 
tent isn’t guaranteed, but I do find 
dykes in unexpected places. 

Witness Catherine Lewis’ 1996 
novel Dry Fire. Despite a dopey 
jacket quote from Rita Mae 
Brown which publisher W.W. 
Norton probably thought would 
give people a clue, most gay and 
lesbian booksellers have never 


heard of it. That’s unfortunate, 
since the protagonist of this 
multi-leveled novel is a lesbian 
paramedic in North Florida who 
decides to become a cop, thus un¬ 
wittingly ending her relationship 
with her police sergeant girl¬ 
friend, who fears exposure and 
harassment from her colleagues. 
We join a newly single Abby in the 
Academy, where she’s knocking 
heads with her fellow rookies and 
learning the fine points of collect¬ 
ing blood samples and driving 
fast. Abby has spent her life clean¬ 
ing up the mess that humans can 
make of themselves and each 
other; she discovers that becom¬ 
ing a cop means that while she’s 
still a janitor of the human spirit, 
she’s now got the power to make 
her own mess. This is a beautiful¬ 
ly written, fast-paced novel about 
a woman forced to become active 
in her own life; whether that 
means diving headlong toward 
self-destruction or self-actualiza¬ 
tion is touch-and-go. A gritty hot- 
as-tar Florida setting, peopled 
with the possessed and the deter¬ 
mined, brings the paradoxes of 
Abby’s struggle sharply into focus. 

You can hardly call Carol An- 
shaw’s Aquamarine unknown. It 
won the 1992 Carl Sandburg 
award for fiction, has jacket 
quotes from nearly everyone, in¬ 
cluding a marginally less stupid 
Rita Mae Brown remark than Dry 
Fire's, and Anshaw this year pub¬ 
lished another book, Seven Moves, 
that is actually in gay and lesbian 
bookstores. How come then no¬ 
body’s read Aquamarine ? True, 
the book has a gimmick — at the

in Mexico 
City, two 
girls have a 
brief affair, 
and one, 
the Ameri¬ 
can Jesse, 
lets Aus¬ 
tralian 
Marty beat 
her for the 
gold medal. 

Jesse’s love- 
struck letters 
after the 
Olympics go 
unanswered, 
and she reluc¬ 
tantly comes to 
the conclusion 
that she was 

manipulated into losing the 
biggest race of her career. She is 
left to pick up the pieces of her life 
— or lives, for Aquamarine fills in 
the canvasses of three different 
Jesses 22 years later. In the first 
segment, Jesse has married best 
friend Neal and runs cave tours in 
Missouri; in the second, she left 
her home state years earlier for 
New York, where she lives with a 
soap opera actress named Kit; in 
the third, she’s a swimming coach 
in Florida with a problem son. 

I don’t mind this particular 
gimmick, because thinking about 
where we might have ended up 
had we taken this path or that is 
something nobody can — or 
should — resist. It keeps us open, 
keeps us conscious, and this is ex¬ 
actly what Aquamarine does, tun¬ 


ing 

us into the 
nuances of 
possibilities 
and multi¬ 
plicities of 
response to betrayal and 
loss. The only sour spot for me 
was at the end — Anshaw seemed 
to think she had to tie the novel 
up with an unlikely visit to Marty 
in Brisbane that I couldn’t imag¬ 
ine any of these Jesses making. 

Next we come to A Stone Gone 
Mad. This one’s from Random 
House, published in 1991. It’s not 
an easy read, especially for those 
of us filling up and spilling over 
the half-century mark. Emily 
comes of age in the ’50s, figures 
out she’s queer at 16, and begins a 
trek through self-denial, self-ha¬ 
tred, and other destructiveness, 
with shrinks as her mentors, that 
lasts for years. I had forgotten 
some of the more egregious 
shrink-speak about lesbianism; 
here all is laid bare in gory detail. 
There are also depictions of those 
stomach-wrenching moments 


when, on a night 
studded with 
stars, you lean 
over to kiss your 
swoony best 
friend and watch 
the horror spread 
across her face. 
Or boggle as the 
pom-pom girl 
you just spent a ri¬ 
otous night with 
accuses you of ru¬ 
ining her. Recap¬ 
ture the past or 
learn some history 
with this book. 

Marion Douglas’ Bending at 
the Bow seems not to belong to 
this group — it’s from a small 
company, the Canadian Press 
Gang, and it’s carried in the usual 
places. Still, few seem to have read 
it, possibly because of the subject. 
“Oh, her lover dies,” say my eru¬ 
dite friends. “It must be really 
sad.” Yes, really sad, also really 
funny — in fact, downright hilar¬ 
ious in spots as our heroine halt¬ 
ingly moves out of withdrawal to 
rediscover the pitfalls of love, sex, 
and friendship. Pretty much 
everything comes in for lam¬ 
pooning, including death, adul¬ 
tery, twelve-step programs, a vari¬ 
ety of spiritualities, and revolu¬ 
tionary politics. This bittersweet 
book will have you shaking your 
head even as you’re laughing out 
loud. 

So while we all want to sup¬ 
port gay and lesbian publishers, 
do occasionally go prospecting in 
another stream. There’s gold in 
them majors. T

|| t was only a matter of time be¬ 
ll fore the ’60s-obsessed Action 
Plus got around to paying 
musical homage to its idol, Burt 
Bacharach. “Bacharach,” the cen¬ 
terpiece of Wanderlust, the San 
Francisco band’s second album, is 
a gorgeous tune that manages to 
capture the shimmering melodic 
mood of romantic despair that is 
at the heart of the best 
Bacharach/Hal David collabora¬ 
tions. In the song, a Bacharach 
tune on the radio comforts a 
lovesick man, but he is reminded 
that “when the song is done, you 
know you’re still alone.” 
“Bacharach” expertly conveys 
longing not just for an ex-lover, 
but also for a past era in pop 
music. 

Burt Bacharach is just one of 
the many urbane ’60s pop-smiths 
who have inspired Action Plus. 
During a recent interview on 
radio KUSF; the group’s gui¬ 
tarist/songwriter Joe Gore took 
over the controls to play a stack of 
CDs' by composers — Serge 
Gainsbourg, Ennio Morricone, 
and Jacques Brel, among others 
— he feels have had a marked in¬ 
fluence on his band. What all 
these songwriters have in com¬ 
mon, said Gore, “is the Contrast 
between light, airy, easy-listening 
textures and darker emotional 
undercurrents.” It’s a contrast 


clearly evident in the songs on 
Wanderlust. 

Gore spent much of last year 
on a world tour as a guitarist for 
P.J. Harvey, an experience that no 
doubt provided fodder for the 
many songs about travel he co¬ 
wrote with Action Plus vocalist 
Ursula Blind for Wanderlust. The 
album’s subtitle, Songs of Adven¬ 
ture and Disappointment, charac¬ 
terizes the dark mood of many of 
the travel songs, such as “Jet” and 
“Nothing to Write Home About.” 
But the lyrical ennui of these 
tracks about the jaded jetset is 
wisely countered with lush pop 
melodies. 

The light/dark dynamic of 


Gore and Blind’s songwriting is 
best exemplified in the album’s 
white-trash-on-the-run saga, 
“Nonstop to Nowhere.” Wander¬ 
lust's most exciting and ambitious 
cut, “Nonstop to Nowhere,” fea¬ 
tures abrupt shifts in tempo and 
mood, from sugary and feather- 
light choruses to snarling verses. 
But what is perhaps most signifi¬ 
cant about the track is that on an 
album full of permutations of’60s 
lounge, exotica, and spy-movie 
music, the wholly original “Non¬ 
stop to Nowhere” isn’t a “take” on 
anything. For anyone who was 
tempted to dismiss Action Plus as 
mere novelty retro-rockers, this 
song should change their mind. ▼

Mark Manning is a highly re¬ 
garded journalist for a leading 
Chicago newspaper who sets out 
to solve the mystery surrounding 
Helena Carter, a local heiress who 
disappeared nearly seven years 
earlier. She was a deeply religious 
woman and a well-known breed¬ 
er of Abyssinian cats. She’s also on 
the verge of being declared legally 
dead, with her $100 million estate 


to be divvied up between the 
Roman Catholic Archdiocese of 
Chicago and an organization of 
cat breeders. 

A rival newspaper insists that 
Helena Carter has been murdered 
and points the finger at a hired 
hand working on her estate. Man¬ 
ning interrogates him and other 
suspects, including the heiress’ sis¬ 
ter and her parish priest. The latter 
is handsome and extremely recep¬ 
tive to the good-looking Manning. 

Yet another twist in this in¬ 
triguing yarn is that the 39-year- 
old Manning is finally coming to 
grips with his homosexuality. 
Flight Dreams is a coming out 
story as much as a mystery, and it 
succeeds superbly on both levels. 

It doesn’t hurt that the book 
fairly crackles with erotic sus¬ 
pense. When Manning meets Neil 
Waite, an openly gay architect, at a 
party, the sexual tension mounts. 
Neil and an Abyssinian cat inad¬ 
vertently provide the key that 
leads to solving the mystery of 
Carter’s disappearance. 


One of the best things about 
Flight Dreams is the lack of hyste¬ 
ria surrounding Manning’s com¬ 
ing out. He’s uncertain about act¬ 
ing on his feelings, but acknowl¬ 
edges them to himself and to Neil. 
When he does let himself go, he 
behaves responsibly while enjoy¬ 
ing the sexual pleasure that had 
eluded him in the past. But the 
physical is linked closely to the 
emotional, which makes satisfy¬ 
ing adult reading, not to mention 
a wholesome celebration of male 
sexuality. 

Craft writes in the third per¬ 
son, present tense. It’s an unusual 
gambit, but it lends the story a 
compelling immediacy. You want 
to know what really happened to 
Helena Carter and what will hap¬ 
pen next. The author’s handling 
of Manning’s dreams is also well- 
done. He conveys what it would 
feel like to fly, to float above the 
world and still be part of it. The 
dreams are vivid and thankfully 
free of psychobabble. 

Flight Dreams is about mature 


people, people who are growing 
and not confined to a perpetual 
state of arrested development. 
The novel is romantic, erotic and 
comic as well. The plot unfolds in 
unexpected ways, but the resolu¬ 
tion is plausible and welcome. 

At the end of this mystery, 
Mark Manning has solved two 
mysteries - his own and Helena’s 
- and found the emotional and 
sexual fulfillment his previously 
placid life lacked. After years of 
flying on automatic pilot, Man¬ 
ning has taken control of his 
plane. ▼

to create a public on his own. 

He is not likely to find it 
among people who like confes¬ 
sional or political poems. They 
will run screaming from lines like 
“Regine stands among glow 
worms in a green dusk.” The true 
audience for fps (as the title ap¬ 
pears on the jacket) will be aes¬ 
thetes who see poetry as an end in 
itself, a feat of imagination. They 
will enjoy a line like “The Borgias 
ate peppered larks for breakfast.” 
They would no more ask what’s 
the point than inquire of a drag 
queen why she wears dresses. The 
drag queen analogy is particular¬ 
ly apt because Frames Per Second 
is replete with images of faux furs 
and frippery. These are pieces 
Blanche DuBois might have writ¬ 
ten had she worked at it. 


meditation on a cat which con¬ 
cludes, “Grape-green eyed 
djinn,/breed wild enough to wrap 
a tiger in.” 

Occasionally in Frames Per 
Second, a harsher poet struggles to 
come out. We might call this the 
leather man as opposed to the 
drag queen, and he surfaces fierce¬ 
ly in A Life Underground, a pam¬ 
phlet of recent work. While fps 
celebrates fabulous surfaces, these 
are poems of wry disenchant¬ 
ment. Johnson discounts the ex¬ 
travagant claims of lovers. “To tell 
the truth, the world is more pro¬ 
saic.” In a total change of pace 
from his earlier book, he confess¬ 
es, “Nature has little use for the 
ornamental.” 

The poems of A Life Under¬ 
ground are more accessible than

0% ccasionally in history a fault 
line slips. Poems buried for 
%, I decades thrust to the surface, 
and readers must decide, was this a 
lucky save, or should we send these 
back to the archives? In a brave mo¬ 
ment, Jay Johnson has published 
Frames Per Second: The Collected 
Poems of Jay Johnson. Many have 
not seen daylight for 30 years. 

To complicate matters, John¬ 
son’s work reflects a tradition 
which was unfashionable even in 
the ’60s and is virtually extinct 
today. Neither the formal con¬ 
cerns of John Crowe Ransom nor 
the glamorous pretensions of 
Robert Duncan and Robin Blaser 
(mentors he cites) were exactly 
mainstream when he was writing, 
and they seem now to have van¬ 
ished without a trace. Johnson has

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those of Frames Per Second and fit 
the spirit of the ’90s. They also re¬ 
flect a single sustained vision, 
which the earlier anthology could 
not, and probably present an eas¬ 
ier introduction to Johnson’s 
work for the beginner. Over half 
are sonnets (rhymed 14-liners 
with five beats to a line), so John¬ 
son hasn’t left his roots. Nonethe¬ 
less, he has at last found his foot¬ 
ing in history and with it, I hope, 
a public. He’s a real craftsman. We 
should all look forward to what he 
does next. T

The results, while narrow, can 
give subtle pleasure.

Pushing the Limits: Disabled 
Dykes Produce Culture, edited by 
Shelley Tremain; Women's Press, 
$13.95 


If 1| ne in 40 people in the U.S. 

is disabled, which means at 
' | least one in 40 queers is also 
disabled. Far more women are 
disabled than men, in part be¬ 
cause serious debilitating diseases 
like lupus, multiple sclerosis, and 
arthritis predominantly afflict 
women. The queer community 
tends to think its rhetoric ad¬ 
dresses all the “isms” that plague 
straight society, but the over¬ 
whelming response to that theory 
inherent in Pushing the Limits: 
Disabled Dykes Produce Culture is: 
abled queers, buy a clue. 

As someone who has joined 
the ranks of the dyke disabled 
fairly recendy, I was eager to read 
this book. I wanted something to 
help me in the quest for “adjust¬ 
ment” (how abled folks refer to 


the drama of becoming a disabled 
person). I found the book both 
compelling and disappointing. 

Pushing compels with some 
powerful writing and a strong and 
angry introduction by the book’s 
editor, Shelley Tremain. But the 
title and subtitle are somewhat 
misleading — limits aren’t pushed 
here, and the culture inherent in 
this anthology isn’t as expansive as 
the editor leads one to believe. 
Nevertheless, there is so little writ¬ 
ten information available on being 
queer and disabled that I recom¬ 
mend Pushing because this aspect 
of the queer political dialogue has 
yet to be addressed. 

The book’s 34 contributors are 
mostly Canadians, with some 
well-known Americans included: 
the late Audre Lorde, Pat Parker, 
disabled activist Connie Panzari- 
no, and lesbian poet Barbara 
Ruth. Tremain has been carefully 
inclusive; racial diversity matches 
the range of disabled experience, 
which extends to those born dis¬ 
abled, injured in accidents, the 
deaf, and those living with envi¬ 
ronmental illness or cancer. 
Where I would have appreciated 
equivalent diversity is in the “cul¬ 
ture” presented. Much of the work 
here is poetry, some of it quite 
evocative (Barbara Ruth, Mary 
Frances Platt, and Patrizia 
Tavormina), but most it of the 
calling-out variety. There are a 
few songs and some journal-type 
pieces. The more essay-like work, 
such as the very strong piece on 
deafness by Vicky D’Aoust, Kath¬ 
leen Rockhill’s prose/journal piece 
describing her “recovery” from a 
hideous and paralyzing car wreck, 
and the excerpts from Lorde’s 
cancer journals rivet the reader’s 
attention while also addressing 
some of the complexities of living 


as a disabled dyke. I waijted more 
of this complexity and would 
have traded much of the poetry 
for some strong fiction. 

Tremain’s introduction alone, 
however, is worth the price of the 
book for its concision and refusal 
to be anything but furious about 
the hellish way disabled dykes are 
treated by abled society, straight 
disabled society, and the queer 
community. Tremain centers the 
discourse on disabled dykes, and 
her polemic is as succinct as it is 
defining. Despite its flaws, Push¬ 
ing raises consciousness about 
who and what disabled dykes are. 
Read it. ▼

|| guess the good news is that 3rd 
Degree is infinitesimally less 
m bad than 2nd Fiddle , which 
was somewhat less horrid than 1st 
Impressions. At this rate I can ex¬ 
pect a novel from Kate Calloway 
that doesn’t make my teeth hurt 
somewhere around 32nd Freema¬ 
son. In the meantime, however, we 
still have 3rd Degree, an appropri¬ 
ately named novel because reading 
it was sheer punishment. 

Someone is terrorizing the 
women of Cedar Hills. He breaks 
into their houses, ties them up, 
and does ugly things (but not 
rape). Then he steals something 
from the house and disappears. 
And the something is related to 
each woman’s darkest secret, so, of 
course, she can’t possibly go to the 
police. Instead, one of the women 
goes to Cassidy James, the aston¬ 
ishingly inept dyke dick of the 
earlier novels, who sets out to find 
the creep by running an ad in the 
local paper asking other terror¬ 
ized women to come forward. 

Let’s think about this, shall vye? 
We have lots of women, each with a 
dreadful secret she is willing to 
keep, even at the risk of her life. Is 
she likely to respond to a newspa¬ 
per ad? And the secret must be 
known to the intruder because he 
knows what to steal in order to keep 
them quiet. If the intruder knows 
about all these disparate women, 
how much of a secret can it be? 

Calloway continues to write 
flat characters in unbelievable sit¬ 
uations, and in her third novel she 
has already run up against a seri¬ 
ous credibility problem. Are we to 
believe that a town so small that 
everyone knows everyone else by 
name could sustain the number of 
murders and other horrors that 
have already been described in the 
earlier novels? Call it the Jessica 
Fletcher problem. I always won¬ 


dered why, around murder 30, the 
people of Cabot Cove didn’t move 
out of that homicide haven, or at 
least head for the hills when they 
saw Jessica coming. The denizens 
of Cedar Hills ought to think 
about getting out of town. Failing 
that, they would be well advised to 
spend some tax money to hire a 
competent detective. You would 
be wise to save your money and 
86 3rd Degree. T

Still Life with Buddy: a Novel 
Told in Fifty Poems by Leslea 
Newman; Pride, $9.95 

very time I think I have ex- 
|ps perienced the complete 
m. ' range of Leslea Newman’s 
gifts as a writer, she offers some¬ 
thing so new and extraordinary 
that I am forced to reevaluate. Still 
Life with Buddy is the tale of a 
friendship between a lesbian and 
a gay man, and the ways in which 
AIDS has affected them. Told in 
50 poems, Buddy’s life, and hers, 
are entwined in powerful, funny, 
and life-affirming ways. In the 
course of some 70 pages, we get to 
know this wonderful man, and we 
mourn with her as we share in his 
painful and untimely death. 

The poems are remarkable, 
each one using a different style to 
approach an ineffable emotion. 
“366 8c Counting” is starkly sim¬ 
ple: “someone told me/you only 
cry/every day/for the 
first/year/she was wrong.” 

Still Life With Buddy is not un¬ 
relenting sadness, though, be¬ 
cause Newman paints a loving 
portrait of her beloved friend. In 
“Once Upon a Time,” we learn: 
“Buddy wore a watch/with no 
hour hand/no minute hand/just a 
second/hand that swept/round 
and round/his wrist 

endlessly./When I said to Buddy,/ 
‘What time is it?’/he always an¬ 
swered, ‘Now.’” 

Newman tells us that although 
Buddy “may be an angel now, [he 
was] never, ever a saint,” an atti¬ 
tude toward her subject that saves 
this work from the dangers of 
sentimentality. Her rage at her 
friend’s death, and the deaths of 
so many others, is palpable and 
painful. Still Life with Buddy is a 
beautiful and loving story of 
friendship, one that I will never 
forget, nor, I suspect, will you. T

that piece for Patrick Merla’s book 
[Boys Like Us]. It was the first time 
I’d ever really made a whole show 
that was around one narrative, a 
48-hour period of my life when I 
was 18 and coming out and hav¬ 
ing sex. So I think these pieces, 
these highly literary solo perfor¬ 
mance works I’ve been doing, 
helped me dive more into the 
writing, getting more specific, and 
hopefully a little more nuanced 
and honest with all this stuff. 

So it's been an evolution toward 
the act of writing, finding the 
power from the written word? 

Yeah, I think the impulse for 
the pieces has become more about 
the act of writing rather than “Oh, 
I want to do this theatre image.” 
Writing is such a sustaining, 
soul-feeding kind of activity. 

In Shirts and Skin, you didn't just 
gather the scripts of your perfor¬ 
mance pieces - you have created 
something quite different. 

When I looked at my perfor¬ 
mance works over the last dozen 
or so years, I wanted to not just 
create a book of scripts but to pull 
out the big chronological narra¬ 
tive through-line. Since 1985, I’ve 
made these eight solo autobio¬ 
graphical pieces that have been 
charting, in an idiosyncratic way, 
my life story. So I’ve ripped all the 
pieces apart and rewritten every¬ 
thing, and formed it into a kind of 
picaresque novel of my adven¬ 
tures. So it’s really the stories from 
the shows and a bunch of new 
stuff - which I hope make this in¬ 
teresting life journey around 
being a queer man in the last 20 
years. 

In Shirts and Skin , I wanted to 
dig deeper into the writing. You 
have very little time in a perfor¬ 
mance to make your point. In a 
300-page book, I am able to write 
the stories in a much more de¬ 
tailed way, get more precise with 
the feelings and images that I am 
working with. For example, in the 
comparative roominess of the 
book, I can enjoy the proper 
leisurely, literary description of a 
man’s cock as I compare it to a 
particular curving bit of Interstate 
35 north of Austin, Texas, for a 
couple of paragraphs! Just like 
they taught us to in creative writ¬ 
ing in high school! It’s fun. 

The book deals a great deal with 
sex and relationships. This seems 
to be the new frontier for gay men 
in the '90s. 

In my life, sex and love have 
been the site of my greatest learn¬ 
ing and change. I have discovered 
a lot about myself through the 
sweaty sex places I have gone to. 
Shirts and Skin is really a tribute 
to the men who have journeyed 
with me, fought with me, fucked 
with me. I have tried in this book 
to chart the shifting ways I have 
intimately related to other men in 
my life. The book is a lot about re¬ 
lationships and what we call them 
and how we create them and de¬ 
fine them. 

The last chapter of Shirts and 
Skin is the most revealing, where 
the book goes into your current 
relationships with writer Doug 
Sadownick and Alistair McCart¬ 
ney, a young performance artist 
from Australia. They're both in 
your life today. It gets into the 
whole struggle gay men have 
about defining our relationships. 
"First lover." "Ex-lover." "Cur¬ 
rent lover." 


This final chapter doesn’t have 
the distance in time that much of 
the other work has. It was the 
hardest part to write. Shirts and 
Skin ends with the story about my 
situation in the last three years 
where the old model of my mar¬ 
riage with Doug — with lots of 
men on the side — no longer 
worked for me. I feel like I’ve en¬ 
tered a time that is more sober 
and complicated. A time where I 
am more deeply in relation to my¬ 
self at the same time I’m in two 
different relationships: my 
changed yet ongoing 15-year con¬ 
nection with Doug and my rela¬ 
tionship the last three years with 
my boyfriend, Alistair. 

The final chapter in the book 
is also called “Shirts and Skin,” 
which is about this very bizarre 
coincidence that happened when 
I met Alistair in London. He was 
wearing the exact same shirt that 
was Doug’s favorite, a most con¬ 
secrated shirt portraying the Jew¬ 
ish Kabbalah. I’ve only seen two of 
these shirts in my life, and it was 
Alistair’s favorite shirt as well. I 
have been in a relationship 
firestorm these last years that has 
really challenged and changed me. 

Today, we all three do our 
laundry at my house, and so often 
these shirts are right next to each

other. It’s actually quite a lovely 
image. The shirts of these two 
men feel quite alive. Doug refers 
to me as his “Former Current 
Boyfriend” or “Soul Buddy.” I am 
extremely close to Doug. He’s the 


man I grew up with. But I’ve also 
opened myself to Alistair, a young 
man who has shaken my world in 
many good ways. There is lots of 
loss and hurt in all of this, but a 
great deal of new life as well. 


So after the book and the tour, 
will there be more writing? 

Yeah, I’m working on another 
book, without having the burden 
of telling my life story. It’s a novel 
with a real limited time span and 
thinly veiled “fictional” characters. 
I also teach a lot. I’m a professor 
at Cal State Los Angeles and still 
the artistic director at Highways 
[a performance space in Santa 
Monica]. Alistair and I are also 
working on a performance duet 
called Carnal Garage that pre¬ 
miered in San Francisco last 
spring. It’s full of great physical 
performance stuff like burning 
body hair and hooking our cocks 
together with battery jumper ca¬ 
bles. 

It's good to know we haven't lost 
the Tim Miller naked body shock 
theatre. 

No, no. It may just be dawn¬ 
ing. ▼

gineer on the Steamship Rose City, Was 
Arrested for Impersonating a Woman , 
who is photographed for police files 
wearing a tasteful veil, fur-collar wrap, 
spider web stockings, and pumps 
(circa 1910-35). 

Anyone who may have been prod¬ 
ded into paranoia overdrive about 
governmental surveillance by Wim 
Wenders’ brilliant but flawed new film 
The End of Violence need look no fu r¬ 
ther than the photographs from actu¬ 
al FBI surveillance included as part of 
the show. Photos taken by the FBI of a 
demonstration at the Stanford Re¬ 
search Institute identify protesters by 
circled faces, numbers, and certainly, 
resulting FBI files. 

The photographs betray a govern¬ 
ment mistrustful of its people, linked 
with the Harvard scientist’s anthropo¬ 
logical studies of slaves, and the phre¬ 
nologists’ racial stereotyping by phys¬ 
ical appearance, a dismal pattern 
emerges. These pictures were taken as 
evidence that their subjects -— crimi¬ 
nals, dissidents, ethnics — were not 
subjects at all, but objects: of oppres¬ 
sion, suspicion, even bodily subjuga¬ 
tion. 

In thus strange universe of violence 
and mayhem, a stoic museum proto¬ 
col prevails. In lending their photos, 
“the FBI was extremely cooperative, I 
must say” Phillips attested at the 
media preview. The show even in¬ 
cludes a photo of uber-closet case FBI 
director J. Edgar Hoover, standing at 
his desk with his date, Clayton Moore, 
who wears a Lone Ranger mask. Now 
there’s a gruesome sight. ▼

from the screen. 

Gore doesn’t do much in his 
new movie, Gattaca , save scowl at 
everyone in sight and look far too 
big for his improbably tight suit. 
In fact, he plays a supporting role 
in the film, a woefully sinister vil¬ 
lain who believes in the nefarious 
goings-on of a genetically engi¬ 
neered superclass. Though it’s 
pretty entertaining to see Vidal

New York theatre-queens 
will remember him vividly as the 
young beauty in last year’s Tony- 
nominated Indiscretions , which 
featured an eye-pleasing scene in 
which Law stepped out of a bath¬ 
tub naked and took plenty of time 
to negotiate his lithe young bod 
into a pair of tight-fitting 
trousers. 

Though Law’s role in Gattaca 
is merely a supporting one, the

hind, notes their discoveries with 
the freshness of someone catching 
reality on the wing.

The style is highly visual and 
travels at lightning speed.

Do the hustle

j %\ fter Nirvana, 29-year-old 
Lee Williams’ first novel, 
'\ deals with Portland hustlers 
and takes place mostly in toilets, 
video parlors, and bushes in the 
park. This may sound like the ter¬ 
ritory of Gus Van Sant’s My Own 
Private Idaho, but Williams is far 
more graphic and gritty. His 
punks have runny noses and they 


drool. None could be mistaken for 
Keanu Reeves. 

Williams’ world is also more 
dehumanized. His kids inhabit a 
world of cash and trash, financial 
transactions, and empty contain¬ 
ers. They’re not just society’s 
throwaways. Their world exists by 
throwing things away — by using, 
then discarding. Big Gulps and 
Pop-Tarts coexist with A and X 
(acid and Ecstasy), and no one is 
far from the black market of in¬ 
terchangeable body parts. 

Within this desolate landscape, 
runaways travel and attempt to 
discover themselves. A teen 


named Davy and his girlfriend 
join another boy hitchhiking from 
Eugene to Portland. There, they 
move in with a flower child and 
improvise a family. When a gay 
hustler is drawn into their wake, 
Davy finds himself attracted to 
him, and the two collaborate on a 
porn video. 

The video functions as an elec¬ 
tronic mirror which opens up un¬ 
expected vistas inside Davy. Each 
time he views it, Davy proceeds to 
a new plane of need and psychic 
disintegration, eventually unrav¬ 
eling in a couple of horrific scenes 
of total self-abasement near the 


book’s end. 

Graphic as the book 
is, readers looking for 
raunch will probably be 
disappointed. Though 
many scenes are explicit, 
there is little that is 
overtly erotic in their 
depiction. In this 
world, sex is just anoth¬ 
er thing that happens, 
and it’s usually work- 
related. Even at climax, 
these kids consult their 
watches, listen to 
music, or, bent over a 
toilet, observe the way 
urine churns in a 
flushed toilet. Such 
coolness seems strate¬ 
gic. Williams refuses to gild his 
subject with meretricious glam¬ 
our, whether it be Keanu Reeves 
prettiness or pornographic 
voyeurism. He wants us to expe¬ 
rience his world without pallia¬ 
tives or distractions, as nakedly as 
Davy. 

Despite their troubles, the kids 
of After Nirvana remain buoyant, 
almost cheerful. Certainly they 
don’t see themselves as victims. 
These are gentle creatures who 
take care of one another when 
down and make up their world as 
they go. Williams, who tags be- 
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our offices when we noticed dan¬ 
gling from the end of our pitch- 
fork a fish wrap from SoCal fea¬ 
turing a Q & A with Daniel Har¬ 
ris, author of The.Rise and Fall of 
Gay Culture. 

Mr. Harris used to pen the oc¬ 
casional review for B.A.R., but 
after he moved from SF to New 
York and published his first book, 
we’ve sadly lost contact with him. 
So, needless to say, it was refresh¬ 
ing to once again encounter his 
smart patter in print. But, on the 
evidence of this little chat, it 
seems to us that the theory queen 
is beginning to sound a little more 
queen than theory. Here are some 
highlights: “Where do you see 
queer culture going in the 21st 
Century?” asked writer Gabriel 
Goldberg. “Down the drain,” 
came the avoirdupois-drenched 
response. In answer to the ques¬ 
tion “When did camp die?” the . 
author offered up this irony-laden 
extended metaphor: “Camp is still 
dying, a protracted and painful 
death, with life-support systems, 
dialysis machines and intravenous 
feeding. It’s the longest coma in 
human history. We’ll be slinging 
this corpse around for years to 
come.” Finally, when asked if he’s 
over being gay, Harris whined 
magnificently that he is “sick to 
death of thinking about my ho¬ 
mosexuality. I have a lot of other 
things to do with my life, and I’m 
not going to let anyone turn me 
into their role model, a walking, 
talking piece of propaganda for 
the cause.” 

Heed the Law

| he guys in charge at Titan 
Media, Bruce Cam and 

H Robert Kirsch, have a simple 
formula for making porn — loca¬ 
tions first, performers second, 
story third. This three-point plan 
has resulted in some no-nonsense 
porn with a strong appeal to guys 
who want thrills without frills. 
For instance, they ditched plot al¬ 
together when filming the lush Is¬ 
land Guardian in Hawaii. A train, 
a truck, and a hitchhiker provid¬ 
ed the bare essentials for the 
moody road picture Desert Train, 
and with Naked Escape the film¬ 
makers certainly did let the bare 
essentials flop around pic¬ 
turesquely, but the need to fulfill 
expectations suggested by tfie title 
needlessly complicated things. 

Titan’s newest extravaganza, 
Fallen Angel, shot during the re¬ 
cent IML Conference in Chicago, 
is at once their most sophisticat¬ 
ed and their most densely plotted 
film. It’s a mystery why there was 
a need for any more plot than the 
confluence of a couple thousand 
lit up leathermen, but the result¬ 
ing video’s got a whole lot of it. 

In between the video’s sizzling- 
ly butch sex scenes, a trench-coat¬ 
ed thug pursues an angel with 
black wings; when he catches the 
angel, he flogs him. The angel’s 
wings disappear, but he gets them 
back after engaging in a three-way 
with the thug and some guy loi¬ 
tering haplessly nearby. 

This narrative obviously af¬ 
fects the sex scenes, and my in¬ 
ability to concoct an explanation 
of how or why diluted the video’s 
sexual frenzy. In search of an an¬ 
swer, I called the Titan offices, and 
co-director Kirsch graciously ex¬ 
plained that the scenario was sug¬ 
gested by Dante’s Inferno. Oh, I 
tell you, it’s a curse to be an illiter¬ 
ate porn reviewer, and I’m sorry 
now I didn’t read Dante when he 
was assigned in my college lit 
class. 

“We’re told that being in the 


leather subculture, we’re an angel 
which has fallen,” Kirsch told me. 
And the character I called a thug, 
Kirsch revealed, is the “power that 
releases us from our inhibitions, 
from convention, and allows us to 
taste the flesh.” In that taste of 
flesh, the filmmakers see our re¬ 
demption. You’d peg it as Dante in 
a flash, wouldn’t you? 

It’s not only leathermen who 
are being redeemed here. The 
filmmakers are also trying to shed 
a less harsh light on certain nich¬ 
es of the leather porn world — 
fetish and kink. Hence, the con¬ 
tents of Fallen Angel are a virtual 
Baedecker of the bizarre — whip¬ 
ping, spanking, spitting, piercing, 
tit-clamping, mummification, 
cigar smoking, dildo-wielding, 
bondage, and leather sex, all 
dished up with slick production 
values and expert videography. 
While certainly not a video for the 
mainstream of gay tastes, Fallen 
Angel brings to its scenes of fetish 
and kink a mainstream sensibili¬ 
ty and technical proficiency that 
make the work by turns wonder¬ 
fully subversive yet accessible. 

Other qualities distinguish this 
feature. Chief among them is the 
rampant, rugged beauty of its 
men. They are gorgeous, from 
face and physique to cocks and 
assholes. And though you might 
think you’ll need hip boots to 
wade through this much machis¬ 
mo, the cast is unselfconsciously 
expressive, even in its hyper-mas¬ 
culinity. 

More remarkable yet is the ro¬ 
mantic attitude the men have 
married to their mayhem. These 
are leather dudes who care. Even 
when doing unspeakable things to 
their partners they do it with 
equal parts lust and love. It’s pret¬ 
ty unique and pretty potent. 

Still, Fallen Angel is not with¬ 
out faults. A duo in an elevator is 
undercut by passengers getting on 
and off as the elevator stops at dif¬ 
ferent floors. This cute joke quick¬ 
ly turns precious, and then obtru¬ 
sive. And the filmmakers’ fear of 
overlooking a single leather fetish 
can weaken the film’s impact, 
most notably in a hot group scene 
which is needlessly intercut with a 
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actor is get¬ 
ting top 
billing in two 
other projects, 
both of queer 
interest. At the 
moment, he’s 
turning heads 
in the London 
production of 
Wilde, in which 
he plays Lord 
Alfred 

“Bosie” Dou¬ 
glas to Stephen 
Fry’s Oscar 
Wilde, and in 
the forthcoming 
film of the best¬ 
selling Midnight 
in the Garden of Good and Evil, 
Law will be featured prominently 
as Savannah hustler Billy Hansen 
(Danny Hansford in the book). 

In a recent W interview, Law 
revealed that he has no problem 
playing outsiders with sometimes 
left-of-center sexualities. In fact, 
he thinks himself a natural for 
such parts because “macho Amer¬ 
icans are more closed about their 
sexuality than Europeans. They’re 
unwilling to experience their fem¬ 
inine qualities.” 


Statements like that had us 
wondering if perhaps Law enjoys 
tea with Dorothy. But, alas, the W 
piece was accom¬ 
panied by a big 
photo of Jude 
with a woman 
indelicately iden¬ 
tified in the cap¬ 
tion as his 
“lover.”

Finally, have 
you noticed 
Detour lately? 
It’s really good, 
especially the 
November 
issue. Oh, it’s 
true, there 
aren’t enough 
naked-guy photos, but, hey, 
there’s a great pull-out pic by 
David LaChapelle and a won¬ 
derfully weird, Cindy Sher- 
manesque fashion spread by pho¬ 
tographer Michael Williams. As 
for the writing, Jonathan Hayes’ 
interview with artist Alexis 
Rockman was breathtaking, and 
it was so lovely seeing erstwhile 
B.A.R. toiler Brandon “Gabby” 
Judell’s byline over those won¬ 
derfully acerbic little film blurbs. 
Reminded us of the old days, woe¬ 
fully sinister thought they were. T 



nearby bootblack’s affair with a 
boot. Still, most of the video’s sex 
scenes are imperative viewing. My 
favorite: rugged daddy Cole Tuck¬ 
er, who makes whimpering a 
manly act. He’s as ferocious a bot¬ 
tom, squatting fiercely on a thick 
black dildo, as he is top. But I 
don’t know what to make of his 
knack for blowing cigar smoke 
across the cheeks of his boy’s ass¬ 
hole — what an incomprehensi¬ 
ble act! 

Fallen Angel is unusually suc¬ 
cessful in its agenda and sexuali¬ 
ty. It also makes good use of the 
Chicago environs and the visiting 
men. According to my sources, lit¬ 
igation is pending which may re¬ 
sult in the deletion of a flogging 
and piercing scene. It’s not the 
high point, but if this turns you 
on, get the video now while it’s 
still uncut. ▼
